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GE official says: 


GBPC bids rigged

NEWTON - A General Electric 
official says his company lost 
millions of dollars in business 
because the Greater Boston 
Police Council (GBPC) failed to 
subject its radio purchases to 
competitive bidding and used 
specifications that favored 
Motorola equipment. 

The GBPC’s questionable bid- 
ding practices also may have 
prevented its member com- 
munities from saving money on 
their collective radio purchases, 
according to Jack Chapman, ter- 
ritory sales manager for GE. 


His claims reopen a decade-old 
dispute between GE and the 
GBPC, which is currently em- 
broiled in a civil suit against a

former administrator who helped 
produce the controversial bid- 
ding specifications. 

“Over the years, these type of 
things have cost us several 
million dollars,"’ Chapman said. 
“The other side of the coin is that 
(the GBPC’s) customers are pay- 
ing a higher price for their equip- 
ment because they’re not getting 
competition when the bids go in."’ 

Documents reviewed by The 
Newton Graphic reveal that, as 
far back as 1974, GE officials 
complained to the GBPC that the 
specifications used to create the 
Boston Area Police Emergency 
Radio Network (BAPERN) con- 
tained a technical bias that 
favored Motorola equipment. 

The two men who helped create 
the ‘‘specs”’ - Timothy C. Coogan, 
the GBPC’s former general 


counsel, and Arthur Yefksy, who 
owns the Illinois company that 
designed and installed BAPERN 
- are now under the scrutiny of a 
federal grand jury investigating 
the GBPC's finances. 

The GBPC’s lawsuit alleges 
that Yefsky paid Coogan to 
recruit new communities to join 
the BAPERN system, while 
Coogan overcharged the new 
members for their equipment 
and diverted their payments into 
a secret bank account. 

Coogan, who denies the allega- 
tions, claims that the City of 
Newton, acting as the GBPC’s 
purchasing agent, violated the 
state's public bidding laws. 

Based on the specs Coogan 
helped write, Motorola won a

Crackdown on illegal apartments

NEWTON - The city is seek- 
ing complaints against eight 
landlords for having illegal 
apartments in their buildings, 
Michael Baseman, assistant ci- 
ty solicitor, said last week the ci- 
ty has filed eight applications for 
complaints against the landlords 
in Newton District Court. 
The city is hoping to work out 
ettlements with the building 


owners so it will not have to pur- 
sue criminal complaints for 
violations either of zoning laws or 
building codes, according to City 
Solicitor Daniel Funk. 

The city has already reached a 
settlement with one landlord, 
who agreed before Newton 
District Court Magistrate Henry 
Shultz not to rent dwelling space 
to two tenants on the top floor of a 
residential building, Funk said. 

At issue was a public safety or- 
dinance which requires each 


dwelling unit to 
separate entrance 
points, said Funk. 

To enter or leave the dwellings 
in question, a tenant would ‘‘ap- 
parently” have to go through 
another apartment, he said. 

That landlord will probably 
seek a zoning variance to allow 
the buildings’ four remaining 
dwellings to be occupied by 
separate tenants, said Funk.

Her brush with shuttle disaster

NEWTON Holly Carroll 
had wanted to be in Christa 
McAuliffe’s place more than 
she had wanted anything in 
her whole life 

As a Massachusetts finalist,

She had just finished a class 
when she heard the news of the 
shuttle explosion from another 
teacher. At first, Carroll 
thought her colleague was jok- 
ing, in some morbid way. 

When she realized it was 
true, ‘I was stunned for a half 
hour, Then I cried,” 

“It's hard to decide how I 
feel now," she said. ‘I went 
from shock, to feeling guilty 
because | wanted so much to 
be in Christa’s shoes, to being 
happy because I'm alive. Then 
I started feeling guilty about 
that,” 

She shook her head, 
repeating, ‘'I can't stop feeling 
guilty about being jealous.”

Ethnic stereotypes exist, ac- 
cording to Dr, Samuel Betances, 
who says people often disguise 
the reality of racial prejudice 
through ethnic jokes 

Betances, a sociologist and 
specialist in minority group rela 
tions, told Newton North students 
last week during a presentation 
on racial awareness, ‘Ethnic 
jokes amuse; but they also 
abuse.

Aldermen — after becoming bog- 
ged down over the issue of com- 
pliance with the 10 Percent Or- 
dinance — Monday night delayed 
action on developer Alan Green's 
petition for a 251-unit housing 
complex atop Farlow Hill. 

Aldermen on both sides of the 
issue, however, say Green’s re- 
quest for a zone change and 
special permit for the vacant St. 
Sebastian’s Country Day School 
straddling the Newton-Boston 
border is expected to pass. 

The board voted at 1 a.m. for a 
recess until Thursday after near- 
ly four hours of debate on Green’s 
proposal. Board President 
Michael Malec introduced a 16- 
page packet of amendments after 
12:30 a.m., prompting the recess 
call. Malec said the amendments 
“were mainly housekeeping 
items.”"’ 

Alderman Paul Coletti, 
however, summed up the sen- 
timents of his colleagues, poin- 
ting out that “there was debate 
on some of the amendments and 
the board should not be doing 
committee work at 1 a.m.” 

The board had not even taken 
up Green’s original petition when 
the recess vote was taken. Most 
of the debate centered on Green’s 
compliance with the 10 Percent 
Ordinance. The ordinance re- 
quires developers to contribute 
either 10 percent of a project’s 
units or the cash equivalent to the 
city’s low-income housing stock. 

Because 113 of the project’s 
units would be in Newton, the 
Land Use Committee last wee!< 
decided to ask the developer for 
11 one-bedroom units. Monday 
night, however, two amendments 
asking for additional units were 
killed. 

The first, introduced by Alder- 
man Polly Bryson, asked that 
Green contribute a two-bedroom 
townhouse unit as part of the 11 
units offered. Alderman Verne 
Vance objected, saying that the 
townhouse units were being built 
to offset the cost of the transpor- 
tation and social service 
amenities Green would provide 
for his ‘market-rate elderly 
housing complex.’’ In addition, 


Alderman Richard McGrath, 
however, said the city was not 
getting a good deal because the 11 
one-bedroom units do not reflect 
the true scope of the project. 

“There may only be 113 units in 
Newton,”’ he said, ‘‘but those 
units are a mix between one-, 
two- and three-bedroom units. I 
think we should be looking at the 
total number of bedrooms the 
project will generate when talk- 
ing about the 10 Percent Or- 
dinance.”’ 

That motion was defeated by a 
vote of 13-9. After haggling out- 
side the chambers with Green, 
Alderman William Shaevel of- 
fered his own amendment, ask- 
ing Green to contribute 10 one- 
bedroom units and 1 two-

bedroom unit in the elderly com- 
plex. That motion was defeated 
17-5. 

After the second amendment 
vote, Alderman Louis Irwin 
reiterated Vance’s concerns for 
the future of the 10 Percent Or- 
dinance. 


“McGrath and Shaevel are 
right,'’ Irwin said about 
arguments that 11 one-bedroom 
units are not a fair return to the 
city, ‘“‘but the Land Use Commit- 
tee agreed that to get the ap- 
propriate mix would jeopardize 
the ordinance.” 


After the recess vote, 
Aldermen Arthur Reilly, Rodney 
Barker and Paul Coletti said the 
petition probably would receive a 
favorable vote Thursday night. 
Before and during Monday 
night’s meeting, McGrath con- 
ceeded that ‘‘Green probably has 
the votes he needs’’ despite his 
opposition.

does not prevent its con- 
tinuation.

ly’s stories was so important 
to them. 

What they found is that their 
own penchant for carrying on 
their family histories was not 
unique. Laura said they had 
“tapped into something a lot of 
people need to do.”’ Although 
this weekend's programs are 
geared largely to a Jewish au- 
dience, non-Jewish audiences, 
especially those with recent 
immigrant backgrounds, have 
proved equally enthusiastic. 
Laura suggests one reason is 
that their storytelling unfolds 
universal themes like loss, 
change, success and en- 
counters with unusual 
characters. 

Dr. Eli Grad, recently 
retired president of Hebrew 
College, says he recognizes the 
importance of recording a 
family’s oral history. In fact, 
he is the historian for his own 
family and sends out a 
newsletter four times a year to 


his relatives. He calls it ‘Our 
little bit of history,” some of 
which is now preserved in the 
country’s leading libraries. 

As to the importance of 
preserving oral history, Dr. 
Grad points out that “We 
define history as not being 
limited to cataclysmic events. 
History is the lives of people ... 
what we do with our daily 
lives. The aggregate of all 
peoples’ experience is history. 
But that is not in the history 
books. You would need 500 
volumes.”’ 

The history he sees as 
valuable includes ‘‘What 
makes a group the way it is. 
It’s a lovely human preoccupa- 
tion with understanding how 
people live. The better I 
understand them, the better I 
understand myself.” 

Ellen Block echoed Dr. 
Grad’s sentiments. “It’s a 
natural process,’’ she said, 
“as you get older to want to 
know more about your roots.”” 

For Laura Pershin, 
storytelling was an intrinsic 
part of her background. ‘‘I still 
have a 95-year-old grand- 
mother in Chicago who is the 
family matriarch and 
storyteller. She passed on this 
tradition to my father, who 
told stories all the time — 
stories to teach lessons, stories 
to entertain, stories for every 
possible occasion. 

“Now my grandmother feels 

I’m the natural inheritor of 
this tradition. ‘When I’m 
gone,’ she says, ‘you’re the 
keeper of the stories.”

Suspect indicted in Farnese slaying 


CAMBRDIGE — A Middlesex 
County grand jury last week in- 
dicted a man on a murder charge 
in connection with the alleged un- 
provoked stabbing of a 24-year- 
old Auburndale man last Oct. 27. 

Charged with the killing of 
Richard Farnese is Martin 
Bowler, 29, who was arrested in a 
Boston bar two days after the 
stabbing which occurred at 8 
Charles St., Watertown. 

Farnese died in the Waltham 
Hospital nine days after a stab 
wound to his heart. Testimony at 
a November, 1985 probable cause 
hearing showed that Bowler and 
Cynthia Washburn, of Water- 
town, stopped to visit at the 
Charles Street apartment, oc- 
cupied by Judy Williams, in the 
early morning hours. 


Farnese, according to pro- 
secutors, was stabbed after 
Bowler, who apparently was 


upset that Farnese was present 
at the apartment when Bowler 
arrived, stabbed him with a kit- 
chen knife after punching him. 
Prosecutors claim Farnese did 
not argue or fight or in any way

Highlands voters spared a long walk 


NEWTON — More than 150 
Highlands residents will not have 
to change their polling location. 
Last week, the aldermanic 
Legislation and Rules Committee 
voted to approve Election Com- 
mission Executive Secretary 
Alan Licarie’s proposed adjust- 
ment in the Ward 6, Precinct 3 
boundaries, 

The changes, according to 
Licarie, were initiated after a 
call from Secretary of State 
Michael Connolly’s office in- 
dicated there were some pro- 
blems with the way the lines were 
drawn. 

“Every five years, the state 
says we must redistrict our 
wards and precincts,’ he said. 
“State law stipulates that no 
ward or precinct can contain less 
than 10 percent of the difference 
between the high and low figure 
for a particular ward or 


precinct.” 

After checking the information 
he provided, Licarie said the 
Secretary’s office found that 
Ward 6 Precinct 3 contained 24 
voters below the 10 percent 
margin. 

The state asked Licarie to 
make that adjustment and as a 
result, 83 residents in the Allerton 
Road area who were to switch to 
Ward 6 Precinct 2 in the redistric- 
ting would not have to. 

At the meeting, other 
Highlands residents asked 
through Alderman George 
Mansfield if they could remain in 
Precinct 3, too. Mansfield said 
“about 70 residents” in the Miller 
Road-Centre Street area made 
the request. 

The new ward and precinct 
lines are slated to go into effect 
for the 1987 municipal and 1988 
state and federal elections.

Halfway house plans on hold for now 


NEWTON — A proposal to 
house mentally ill adults in a 
Walnut Street home has been of- 
ficially withdrawn, but the plan 
— which has aroused stiff 
neighborhood protest — may not 
be dead yet. 

By unanimous vote Monday 
night, the Board of Aldermen ap- 
proved city Planning Director 
Barry Canner’s request to 
withdraw an application for a 
special permit that would have 
allowed the halfway house for 
mentally ill adults in a residen- 
tial area. 

Though it supports Canner’s re- 
quest, Alternative Home Inc., the 
nonprofit company that would 
have operated the facility, still 
has hopes of reviving the pro- 
posal. 

Representatives of the com- 
pany met with officials of the 
state Department of Mental 
Health and Canner on Jan. 29 to 
discuss the withdrawal request. 

“After the exchange of in- 
formation, there is a_ strong 


possibility of refiling the petition 
as allowed by current regula- 
tion,’’ said David Schultz- 
McGuire, executive director of 
Alternative Home, said in a Jan. 
30 letter to aldermen. 

Under its initial proposal, 
Alternative Home would have 
housed 10 mentally ill adults at 
515 Walnut St. Until last August, 
Lutheran Services used the 
residence as a home for 
adolescents. Alternative Home is 
currently operating two similar 
facilities in Newton. 

Monday night, Dr. Linda Kraus 
of 480 Walnut St. - one of the 
residents who has spoken against 
the proposal - said she was pleas- 
ed that aldermen chose to allow 
the withdrawal. ‘It’s over. We 
won,” she said simply. 

‘“*There are many 
neighborhoods that won't accept 
anything but single-family use,” 
Kraus said. “I wanted to make it 
clear as a neighborhood we are 
open to other uses. We are not 
narrow.” 


DPW gets high marks for snow removal 


NEWTON — Rebounding from 
criticism of its cleanup of the 
Jan. 5icestorm, the Public Works 
Department handled plowing 
operations for Sunday’s storm 
quickly and efficiently, city of- 
ficials said Monday. 

Mayor Theordore D. Mann and 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW) Commissioner James L. 
Hickey praised employees’ work 
to keep the city’s 1,400 roadways 
clear. 

Mann said he visited surroun- 
ding communities during the 
storm and in comparison he gave 
the Newton’ 's DPW workforce 
“top marks,” 

There were few calls from 
residents about the cleanup, he 
said. ‘‘There was next to 
nothing,” Mann said. ‘I didn’t 
get one single complaint.” 

Hickey said Sunday was the 
first time this winter workers had 
to plow the city’s streets. The 
operation was successful even 
though two local television sta- 
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tions, as well as the city’s private 
weather service company, 
underestimated the snowfall, he 
said. 

The actual snowfall was 5 1/2 to 
6 inches, while the forecast on 
Channel 4 called for only 1 inch, 
Hickey said. 

“All three of the weather chan- 
nels were forecasting a change to 
rain which never happened,” 
Hickey said. 

“T believe that our men did an 
excellent job,” Hickey said. 

The city’s main streets were 
plowed regularly starting at 2 
a.m. and were kept open 
throughout the day, Hickey said. 

“Late in the afternoon, it was a 
blessing to see the sun come out,”” 
he said. “By then, we had the 
streets plowed.” 

The city had to spend only 
$17,000 for private contractors 
who add to the DPW’s snow 
removal capabilities, one of the 
lowest figures in years, Hickey 
said.

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Trenches empty in war on DWIs 


While the escalation of the war 
against drunk drivers in Newton and 
the rest of the commonwealth has 
been amply applauded in these pages, 
the lack of a coherent approach to the 
problem has to be pointed out and 
criticized. 

Surely, the front lines of this battle 
against DWIs are strong enough. Bet- 
ween roadblocks, ‘‘saturation 
patrols” and a wary eye toward the 
condition of everyone they stop, the 
police on patrol have drastically in- 
creased the number of arrests. 

On any given day, you might notice 
that more than half of all the cases 
posted on the daily docket in the lobby 
of Newton District Court involve 
“driving under the influence.’’ Judge 
Monte G. Basbas has earned the 
reputation as ‘‘the toughest judge in 
the commonwealth” in DWI cases. 

At the same time, Sgt. Gregory 
Wright’s claim to fame, 55 DWI ar- 
rests in one week, gives you some idea 
of how pumped up the local force is. 

But behind the front lines — in the 
trenches — is another story. For 
whatever reason, the fervor with 
which the police are attacking the pro- 
blem has yet to catch on in some other 
agencies. 

The cops’ immediate backup, for in- 
stance, the records department of the 
district court, seems to be an ex- 
tremely haphazard affair. If it is true 
that, given enough time, a dozen 
monkeys pounding away randomly at 
typewriters, can, indeed, produce the

New 
guidelines are needed that will pin 
down the problem long enough for us 
to attempt a solution. 

The police, especially Newton 
police who already feel they are 
grievously overworked and grossly 
underpaid, can not do it alone.

‘Young Joe’ is on the move

At age 33, Joseph P. Kennedy 
II is a man of many sides, a do-er 
with traditional liberal values 
and a businessman’s methods, a 
wealthy young man who says he 
stands for the poor and elderly. 

He’s a man who's trying hard 
to make a name for himself 
without belittling the memory of 
his famous ancestors — the am- 
bassador, the president and two 
U.S. senators. 

And he’s a man with a problem. 
As the son of the assassinated 
Sen, Robert F. Kennedy and the 
oldest male of his generation, 
Kennedy knows that expectations 
are high, even though he enters 
the race for Congress as a 
political neophyte. 


“'T just have a sense that people 
think that I’m going to fall flat on 
my face. I have a feeling that, 
over a period of time, I’m going 
to be able to dispel that,’ says 
Kennedy, seated at a battered 
wooden desk in his campaign 
headquarters here. 

When he kicked off his cam- 
paign a week ago, Kennedy 
became the instant front-runner 
in the crowded field for the 
September Democratic primary 
for the seat held by House 
Speaker Thomas P. O'Neill Jr., 
who is retiring after 34 years. 

Gunning for Kennedy in the 8th 
District race are platoons of 
rivals who each hope to turn it in- 
to a two-way contest with Ken- 
nedy

torney James Roosevelt, grand- 
son of Franklin D, Roosevelt 
There's another candidate with 
vast family wealth — state Rep. 


Thomas Vallely. And there’s a 
candidate who’s already had

There is a woman candidate, 
anti-nuclear activist Carla 
Johnston, and there will soon be a 
black candidate, Melvin King, 
who ran for mayor of Boston. 
There’s a socialist, state Rep. 
Thomas Gallagher of Boston, and 
even a “moderate,”’ state Rep. 
William Galvin of Boston. 

They are all maneuvering to 
succeed O'Neill, who himself suc- 
ceeded the young John F. Ken- 
nedy, who went on to the Senate 
and the White House. 

In an interview with The 
Associated Press, “Young Joe"’ 
Kennedy talked at length about 
his strategy, philosophy, creden- 
tials and family. 


“I’ve got advantages, and I 
just figure, I use them. I am pro- 
ud of my name, but I don’t figure 
it’s something you just sit back 
and enjoy. You just use it to try to 
bust down those doors that get in 
your way. That really is, I guess 
the essence of my spirit,”’ said 
Kennedy, dressed in a short 
sleeve shirt despite the January 
cold. 

Much of Kennedy's adult life 
has been spent trying to keep 
others out of the cold, and when 
asked about his qualifications for 
office, he talked passionately 
about Citizens Energy Corp., the 
non-profit energy company he 
founded in 1979 

He spoke confidently about 
venture capital, leveraging, effi- 
ciency and competition tools 
that he wants to apply to social 
problems. 

“There's this whole spirit of 


public entrepreneurship that 
needs to be developed in this 
country. There are many people 
that are gaining more and more 
sophisticated understandings of 
how the financial structures in 
our country operate that are just 
as concerned as anybody ever 
was about the plight of the poor 
and the elderly and ordinary 
hard-working families,” Ken- 
nedy said. 

But government itself is often a 
problem, Kennedy says, recall- 
ing that when he tried to fix up his 
house in Boston, officials in the 
inspection department tried to 
extract a bribe before issuing a 
building permit. 

Kennedy hates bureaucracy 
and wants government to pursue 
liberal goals, but with more im- 
aginative methods. 

On the issues he’s likely to face 
in the campaign, Kennedy made 
these points: 

~ Abortion ‘‘really is a matter 
of a woman’s choice even 
though I don’t like the idea of 
abortion on demand.” 

The federal! deficit should be 
cut by slashing Defense spending 
and streamlining the delivery of 
health care; it will be difficult to 
eliminate without raising taxes, » 

He called Star Waré 
‘ridiculous,” saying, ‘Peoplg 
have this mistaken analogy that 
it’s like President Kennedy calle

Keeping Justice blind

It’s a crime the way some 
lawbreakers in Massachusetts 
get off with little more than a 
“don't do it again” scolding, 
while others, perhaps no more 
guilty of the same offense, are 
put behind bars for years. 

The criminal-justice system in 
the Bay State has about as much 
balance as a seesaw with a 
heavyweight on one end and a 
pigmy at the other. 

Long overdue are changes in 
the sentencing structure to en- 
sure that those guilty of felonies, 
especially serious ones, are 
treated more equally, and above 
all fairly. 


Legislation aimed in that direc- 
tion almost passed last year. It’s 
back before lawmakers, and it’s 
atop the wanted list of Governor 
Michael S. Dukakis. 

But passage is by no means 
assured, since some defense 
lawyers and judges want no part 
of at least some features of the 
reform measure. 


Particularly distasteful to 
several memebers of the bench is 
a provision that would set a tight 
range of sentences for each 
specific type of serious crime 
against the person. No longer 
would judges have broad latitude 
in deciding the length of in- 
carceration, or indeed if there is 
to be any imprisonment. 

Instead, a judge would be ex- 
pected to impose sentences 
within the prescribed narrow 
tange of years, such as 3 to 5, or 8 
to 10. A shorter or even longer 
term behind bars still could be 
ordered, if the judge felt special 
circumstances justified it. But to 
go outside the set range, 
however, the judge would have to 
file a written explanation of why 
such action was deemed ap- 
propriate. 


Boosters of the ‘presumptive 
sentencing” legislation view it as 
an ideal middle ground between 
mandatory sentences and the 
current setup, under which full 
discretion as to length and 


sometimes type of punishment 
rests with the judge. The former 
leaves no room for flexibility 
when there are special factors 
concerning either the criminal or 
the crime that merit special con- 





sideration. 


For many felons the pending 
legislation would mean greater 
certainty of imprisonment, and 
for longer periods. 

Those committing a crime 
would pretty much know what 


the punishment would be, if con- 
victed, whether the judge has a 
reputation for leniency or severi- 
ty. 

Part of the proposed changes is 
a substantial tightening of parole 


eligibility requirements, in- 
cluding curtailment of “good 
behaviour” credits for early 
release. 


Under the governor’s proposal, 
the practice of suspended 
sentences would be banned, ex- 
cept for first-time offenders. 

Prosecutors could, for the first 
time, appeal any sentence out- 
side the set range which they felt 
too lax to fit a particular crime. 
Some legislators, quite 
understandably, had been con- 
cerned that ‘‘presumptive 
sentencing” would lead to in- 
creasing the state’s inmate 
population and further over- 
crowd state and county correc- 
tional facilities, which could hap- 
pen with many prisoners serving 
more time. 


It should be noted, however, 
that in the waning hours of last 
year’s legislative session a 
measure providing some $274 
million for new or expanded 
prisons and jails was enacted. 

The presumptive-sentencing 
legislation would put increased 
emphasis on restitution and in- 
tensive probation, where ap- 
propriate. 

Massachusetts would be the 
10th state in the past decade to 
shift, at least partly, to presump- 
tive sentencing. While perhaps 
not perfect, the system seems to 
be working well in such states as 
California, Colorado, Illinois, 
Maine, Minnesota, New Jersey, 
New York, North Carolina, and 
Oregon. 


It surely is a lot better than the 
present all-too-familiar system of 
uneven justice and better than 
mandatory sentences, which, in 
the interest of uniformity, 
overlook the possibility that there 
could be mitigating cir- 
cumstances that should be taken 
into consideration in determining 
how long a convict should serve. 


If presumptive sentencing 
works well for crimes against the 
person, lawmakers might wish to 
consider its extension into other 
areas, including usually non- 
violent offenses such as illegal 
gambling, larceny, arson, 
embezzlement, extortion, con- 
spiracy, fraud, and even drunk 
driving. 
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Dangers of permit parking 


Permit parking has been pro- 
posed for parts of Newton, par- 
ticularly Newton Corner. At first 
glance, such a plan seems 
desirable, preserving space for 
the residents. On further thought, 
however, I believe such a plan 
would simply fill the streets with 
parked cars. 

The present system of one or 
two-hour parking, keeps most 
streets clear, especially at night, 
and is fairly effective. 

The proposed system would in- 
duce people to leave their cars in 
the street and make finding a 
parking place much more dif- 
ficult for most home owners. In 
Cambridge and Boston, I unders- 
tand, the number of permits 


issued is about three times the, 


number of allowable spaces. The 
Newton arrangement could not 
be expected to be any better. 


There is ever-increasing com- 
petition for parking spaces in 
Newton. The people who stand to 
gain most from permit parking 
are the people who share a house, 
often as an illegal rooming house, 
and have more cars than they 
can accomodate at their own pro- 
perty, the office workers who 
want cheap parking near where 
they work, or commuters who 
drive to a T stop. The homeowner 
won't make much headway 
against that competition, 

The biggest argument against 
permit parking, as far as the 
local home-owner is concerned, 
is that street parking is en- 
couraged but enforcement will be 
minimal. If Newton wants to 
preserve a village atmosphere, 
permit parking won't do it.

In an effort to ease their fears, 
Betances said he answers them 
seriously.

“Of course it’s okay to date one 
occassionally, but don’t tell your 
mamma,” Betances said, sug- 
gesting a child caught with his 
hand in the cookie jar.

starve to death even if the 
refrigerator was full of food.” 


Today’s children must learn 
how to get along better than their 
parents did to overcome every 
layer of prejudice, he said. 


“Children become what we 
are, and not necessarily what we 
tell them to be,”’ Betances said. 


“You all are the future of 
America, and it is up to you to 
make it stronger and freer than 
when we founded this nation,” he 
told the students. 


Tolerance and patience with 
one another are the keys, he add- 
ed. Society is growing increasing- 
ly impatient as people have been 
spoiled by the success of

technology, according to 


Betances. 


“We are becoming slaves to a 
fast-paced society that can 
satisfy our every need within 
minutes,’ Betances said. ‘Our 
impatience is reflected in our dai- 
ly interactions, and we often 
neglect and trivialize the impor- 
tant elements in our lives.’” 


Microwave ovens, instant cof- 
fee, instant cameras and satellite 
television are only a few of the 
commodities that satisfy the 
hungers of our fast-paced socie- 
ty, Betances said. 


Today’s high technology also 
demands education before 
anyone can survive economical- 
ly, Betances said. Years ago, 
education wasn’t necessary to 


get a job because of the demand 
for manual labor, but with to- 
day’s economy, he added, educa- 
tion no longer can take a back 
seat. 

“The educational institutions 
of today need to make strong ef- 
forts to keep kids in school by 
stimulating their minds and br- 
inging out the full extent of their 
potential,’ Betances said. “A 
strong back and a willingness to 
work just doesn’t work any more 
because the economy can no 
longer absorb it.” 

If schools reject students or if 
students drop out, they ultimate- 
ly are displaced in a society, he 
said. 

Betances addressed teachers 
in a separate session. ‘‘We need 
success in the classroom more 
than ever before,” he said. ‘If we 
only work with the best students, 
we will be the losers because they 
will be the work force of tomor- 
row.” 


Dr. Samuel Turner, Ward 
School principal, and the black 
studies specialist, Dr. Bessie 
Lyman, invited Betances to 
speak in the schools to shed light 
on a subject about which they 
said people can’t learn too much. 


“We feel that no matter where 
we are in this whole business of

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GBPC bid:

NEWTON - Jack Chapman is 
another in a long line of General 
Electric officials who have had 
problems with the technical 
specifications for the Boston 
Area Police Emergency Radio 
Network (BAPERN) 

Documents reviewed by the 


Newton Graphic show that Har- 
ris Valden, the man who held 
Chapman's job as ‘‘territory 
manager” in 1974, had very 
similar complaints about the 


Greater Boston Police Council's 
(GBPC) handling of the project’s 
first phase. 

The issue was a critical one for 
Valden because the firm that 


eventually won the right to supp- 
ly equipment for BAPERN, the 
largest police control and com- 
mand system in North America, 
would end up the exclusive ven- 


dor to a massive market. 

The process began on Feb. 11, 
1974, when Newton Police Chief 
William F. Quinn, then the 
GBPC's newly elected chairman, 
informed Newton Purchasing 
Agent Wilfred T. Dery that he

spective bidders, Valden com- 
plained to Dery that the specs 
“effectively precluded (GE) 
from submitting a compliant pro- 
posal,’’ 

Dery informed Quinn that he 
was ‘‘disturbed" by GE's claim, 
adding that if the charge was 
true, ‘This I cannot knowingly 
allow over my signature.” 

Boston Police Deputy 
Superintendent Leroy S. Hunter, 
then the project director for 
BAPERN, called Valden's claim 
that the specs were written in 
Motorola’s favor ‘‘extremely un- 
fair, unjust and very unethical.” 

Hunter told Dery that 
BAPERN was designed to be a 
state-of-the-art communications 
system using integrated circuits 
that could handle potential 
growth. 

“It’s an admission that, in spite 
of the elaborate claims of how ad- 
vanced (GE’s) component is, 
they cannot furnish a total radio 
system unless it’s designed with 


equipment still using tubes ...,"’ 
he wrote. 

Quinn also defended the specs 
drawn up by then-GBPC grants 
administrator Timothy C, 
Coogan and Arthur Yefsky, presi- 
dent of the Illinois consulting 
firm that designed BAPERN. 

Quinn told Dery that only 
Motorola manufactured the four- 
watt radios sought for BAPERN, 
but added that GE could submit a 
valid proposal by adapting 
another firm’s equipment. 

Coogan and Hunter eventually 
drafted a contract attachment 
allowing bidders to offer one-watt 
radios as long as they also pro- 
vided the necessary equipment to 
make them compatible. 

But Dery was still unconvinced 
that the specifications were 
above-board. 

On March 27, 1974, he asked 
then-City Solicitor Howard 
Levine and Assistant City 


Solicitor George Goverman two 
questions: 


“Have we satisfied 
bidding laws?” and ‘Should I in- 


sist that Chief Quinn and the 
GBPC revise the specs?” 


Two days later, Goverman 


replied, ‘I have concluded that

number of lucrative multi-year 
contracts to provide BAPERN 
equipment. In the last five years 
alone, the GBPC paid Motorola 
$3.7 million for its services. 
hapman called the City of 
Newton's recent decision to 
solicit bids for 20 portable police 
radios and related accessories ‘‘a 
move in the right direction.” 

Invitations to bid were sent to 
eight area firms, but only GE and 
Motorola submitted offers. 
Ironically, two Waltham firms 
implicated in the GBPC’s suit 
against Coogan - Ackerman Com- 
munications and Acticom Ine. - 
were among those invited to bid 
on the radios. 

Motorola offered a total bid 
price of $59,636 and GE bid 
$63,506, but the GBPC has yet to 
award the sale. 

“At least they went to bid on it. 
It gave us a shot at it, but it 
doesn’t really solve the problem. 
The best thing they could do is to 
rewrite the specs so that more 
companies than just Motorola 
are able to participate,’ Chap- 
man said 

“It all comes down to whether 
they want competition. That's the 
question,’’ he added.

radio equipment dates back to 
the fact that Motorola won the 
original contract for BAPERN, 
according to Chapman. 

Each police radio manufac- 
turer installs a ‘‘proprietory 
signal” in their equipment that 
identifies the source of radio calls 
from patrol cars or hand-held 
portables. 

Since BAPERN is almost ex- 
clusively equipped by Motorola, 
radios from a firm like GE are 
not compatible with the total 
system. 

Chapman said GE has sug- 
gested ‘‘a number of times”’ that 
his firm be allowed to install ‘a 
parallel decoder.” The device 
would translate the ID signal 
emitted by GE radios just as 
Motorola’s decoder interprets the 
signal from Motorola equipment. 

“It's not a very expensive 


device and it’s not a big problem 
to install,’’ Chapman said. 

Despite the relatively low cost, 
the fact that GE has to provide 
additional equipment and in- 
stallation services to be compati- 
ble with the technical re- 
quirements of BAPERN means 
that GE’s bid prices for 
BAPERN projects will be higher 
than Motorola’s, 

“T guess people take the path of 
least resistance, regardless of 
price,’’ Chapman said. 


“A spokesman for Motorola 
denied that his firm has “an in- 
side track” to BAPERN. 


“We don’t feel the specs have 
been written around Motorola by 
any means, We’ve simply met 
the specs that we were asked to 
meet,”’ said David Weisz, public 
relations manager for Motorola.

He did note that the specs could 
be modified to accomodate GE's 
objections and quoted the section 
of state law that requires specs to 
be written “for full competition 
on each item.” 

Four invitations to bid on 
BAPERN were sent to reputable 
firms, but only Motorola submit- 
ted a proposal, causing Dery to 
tell Quinn, ‘‘This bears out my 
earlier concerns.” 

In a letter to the Law Enforce- 
ment Assistance Administration, 
which monitored the federal 
grants used to pay for the initial 
stages of the radio project, GE 
Regional Manager J.J. Hurley 
said, ‘Our position is that only 
one maufacturer could meet the 
overall hardware specifications 
and that the minimum systems 
performance criteria was not 
defined, making the basis for the 
award an unknown. 

“This resulted in only one bid 
from the manufacturer whose 
specs were employed and, in 
itself, is proof of the restrictive 
nature of the specs,” Hurley add- 
ed.

Valden wrote a letter to Dery 
on the same day, saying, “It is 
apparent from the single bid 
which the City of Newton receiv- 
ed for the GBPC radio com- 
munications system that, in fact, 
the specs for the above system 
did not achieve the desired effect, 
which is competition from all ma- 
jor manufacturers.” 


Valden urged the city to 
rewrite the specs and start the 
bidding process from scratch. 

His concerns and those ex- 
pressed by Dery apparently went 
unheeded. 


By late April 1974, the GBPC 
had entered into negotiations 
with Motorola officials to finalize 
the contract for the first phase of 
BAPERN. The talks eventually 
resulted in a $17,000 cut from 
Motorola's initial bid price of 
$419,530. 


A month later, Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann and other 
Newton city officials signed the 
contract that marked the beginn- 
ing of Motorola’s long and pro- 
fitable association with the 
GBPC,

Church. 
As with the nature of the spirit that created it 
though, one must experience the music to unders- 
tand it. 


“There is a message to this music,’’ Robinson 
said. ‘‘One of the songs, ‘Steal Away to Jesus,’ 
was a message to the slaves in the field that one 
of them would attempt an escape. Since 90 per- 
cent of the slaves who tried to escape didn’t make 
it, they knew they would be meeting Jesus. 
Another song, ‘Wade in de Water,’ was a message 
that the escaping slaves should go through the 
swamps to avoid the dogs the masters would send 
after them.” 


Spirituals like ‘Steal Away to Jesus’’ and more 
well-known songs (at least to the white communi- 
ty) like “Swing Low, Sweet Chariot,” were first 
introduced to this country in the 17th Century by 
slaves taken from Africa. The music combines 
Judeo-Christian Hymns and Bible stories with 
elements of African music, idioms and dance. 


If the spirituals sound familiar to Jewish 
listeners, it is not a coincidence. 

“Both the Blacks and the Jews experienced the 
same diaspora,” Lillie Jefferson said. ‘‘They both 
were slaves and many of the words, music and 
themes are the same for both cultures. ‘Go Down 
Moses’ was a link — something out of Exodus. 
The Jews left Egypt and the Blacks were trying to 
leave the slavery of the south.’’ 

According to Jefferson, Reverend Edward Kel- 





ly, Myrtle Baptist Church’s first pastor, helped in- 
troduce music into the fledgling church. 

“Rev. Kelly started a lot of Black churches,”’ 
Jefferson said. ‘‘He started in Haverhill and came 
here and served a year. It was also in the 1870s 
that the Fisk Jubilee Singers published the first 
Gospel music." 

Since then, the Myrtle Baptist has become 
known for its musical heritage. These days, the 
church hosts six choirs, including the Fifth Sun- 
day Singers. As Robinson said, music is part of 
the Black experience in America. 

“T’ve always been singing,’’ she said, shaking 
her head and smiling. ‘I’ve always been involved 
in the church. It is the fabric of Blacks in this 
country.” 

Sunday’s program began with Robinson’s solo 
performance. Through a wide variety of spirituals 
and narration, Robinson told the story of life on 
the plantations. From the fields to the 
bunkhouses, she explained that the music helped 
the people stay alive and vice-versa. 

After the solo, members of the Fifth Sunday 
Singers performed contemporary Gospel songs, 
the best of which, ‘Glory, Glory Halleluja,’ had 
the audience stamping their feet and clapping 
their hands to the beat. While the spirituals 
Robinson sang were slow and deliberate, the Fifth 
Sunday Singers were uptempo and more diverse. 

“Gospel music is freer,”” Robinson explained. 
“While all Black music has a 4/4 beat, Gospel 
combines all sorts of music. Spirituals, which 
were the basis for blues and later rock and roll, 
are all slow. Gospel, though, uses many different 
types of music.”

A tribute to a spiritual, 
social center for blacks 


NEWTON — ‘‘Tell it, Sing it, 
Shout it — The Sacred Music of 
the Myrtle Baptist Church,”’ was 
part of the Jackson Homestead’s 
celebration of Black History 
month. 

Sunday, the Homestead 
unveiled an exhibit honoring the 
music and spirit of the 112-year- 
old congregation. With 
photographs and text compiled 
by curator Malinda Blustain, the 
exhibit looks back at the forma- 
tion of the Black community in 
Newton and the spiritual and 
cultural life centered around the 
Myrtle Baptist Church. 

Built in 1874 after a “friendly” 
split with the Lincoln Park Bap- 
tist Church, according to Blus- 
tain, Myrtle Baptist became 
home to blacks wishing to wor- 
ship in the Gospel tradition 

“First of all,’’ Myrtle Baptist 
Reverend Howard Haywood 
said, ‘‘the church was a 
spiritual place. After that it 
served as a cultural and social 
center for the black community. 
The church has always been the 
center of the black community. 
It was the only place where we 
could go that was ours and 
nobody could tell us what to 
do.” 

Lillie Jefferson, who helped 
coordinate the music, agreed 
“The Myrtle Baptist Church was 
always a leader in the communi- 
ty,” Jefferson, whose family has

been in the congregation since 
1929 said. ‘‘People come to the 
church for religion, to use as a 
social hall and for advance- 
ment,” 

In recent times, Jefferson said 
the church has been at the helm 
of the move for equal housing 
and employment opportunities 
for Newton's black community. 

“The church has been involv- 
ed with Newton Fair Housing, 
the Newton Community 
Development Foundation and 
the Human Relations Commis- 
sion. While there have never 
been any major conflicts bet- 
ween whites and blacks in 
Newton, there have always been 
pockets of hatred and racism, I 
hope that, with the help of the 
Lord, we can all work 
together,” 

Blustain pointed out that the 
Jackson Homestead was a 
“‘natural’’ to house the exhibit, 

“This was a stop on the 
underground railroad,” she 
says. ‘Slaves coming from the 
south stopped and hid here in 
the cellar,”’ 

Mayor Theodore Mann, who 
made an appearance, added 
that Newton's Black community 
is one of the oldest in the nation, 
“This may have been a stop on 
the underground railroad,"’ 
Mann says, “but this was also a 
center for blacks who came here 
in revolutionary times,”’

Tips on surveying home insulation needs 


Time was when deciding to add 
home insulation was relatively 
simple. You asked, what 
material should I use? What will 
it cost? Will the payback be 
worth it? But recently, close 
scrutiny of performance factors 
for asuper-insulated house has 
complicated the decision. Now 
you need to worry about water 
vapor damage, fire safety and in- 
door air quality as well as cost 
and efficiency, 

Here's a guide to major retrofit 
insulating materials to help you 
decide what to put where. 

Attic: This is the traditional 
starting point. That heat rises 
makes the return you get from in- 
vesting in attic insulation high, 
and unfinished attics are easy to 
insulate yourself using standard 
materials and methods. Mineral 
fibers — fiberglass and rockwool 

- come in precut 4- or 8-foot 
batts, continuous blanket rolls 
and as loose fill, Batts and 
blankets come with or without 
vapor barriers, Loose fill 
cellulose, made from ground 
paper with fire retardants added, 
is a common under-floor attic in- 
sulation material.

Stormy winter days with bored, 
house-bound kids can send you up 
the wall. But finding things to 
keep the youngsters busy — 
without wrecking the home or 
planting them in front of the TV 
all day — can also be quite 
challenging. 

To remedy the problem, the

The young reviewers of 
“Zounds!,’’ $4.95, thought it was 
an excellent book. It teaches you 
how to make sounds such as a 
gurgling stomach, animal noises 
and musical instruments using 
mainly your mouth and hands. It 
also includes five humorous 
stories that incorporate the 
various sounds. A plastic stereo 
record comes with the book to 
help you make the sounds, An 11- 
year-old reviewer from 
LaVergne, Tenn., thought 
“Zounds!"’ was a neat book — 
one that kids would like. 

“Cat's Cradle, Owls Eyes,” 
$6.95, provides instructions for 
ancient string games thought to 
have been developed in the Far 
East and by North and South 
American Indians. All you need 
is a piece of string, your hands 
and patience to do the designs in 
this book. It also includes all of 
the steps in the traditional Cat's 
Cradle game. 

The youngsters reviewing the 
book thought most of the direc- 
tions in ‘“Cat’s Cradle, Owls 
Eyes” were clear, but felt that a 
few were a little hard to follow, In 
its favor, a 10-year-old Cranford, 
N.J., girl said the book taught her 
tricks she probably would never 
have learned. 

“Kids America,’’ $9.95, is both 
fun and informative. It’s about 
American kids and what they lik- 
ed to do through the years. A 10- 
year-old Omaha, Neb., girl told 
Penny Powers’ editors that the 
book is full of projects that kids of 
all ages can do by themselves or

Cambridge six Tiger girls press way to top

BOSTON — Had he been given 
a choice, Newton North hockey 
coach Jack Heavey would have 
much prefered to play another 
team. 

Coming off a hard-fought but 
lost battle on Wednesday against 
first-placed Brockton, Heavey 
knew it would be tough for his 
Tigers to get up for a game 24 
hours later against the lesser 
Cambridge, Rindge & Latin 
skaters. 

He was right. And Newton 
North was off, And Cambridge 
was on. And the whole mess spell- 
ed a disappointing 4-2 Suburban 
League loss for the Tigers at 
Boston University’s Walter 
Brown Arena. 

“I would have liked to play 
Waltham, Brookline, North Quin- 
cy...any other team beside Cam- 
bridge,”” Heavey said after the 
game which knocked the Tigers 
from third to fourth place in the 
league.

Seconds later, some fine board 
work by DeSimone at the Cam- 
bridge blue line resulted in a 
David Robinson slapper from 
high in the slot that was 
smothered by Cantab goalie Jim 
Iganazio 

Cambridge answered with 
some heavy pressure of its own, 
forcing the Newton defense to

Mario Marino sent Cambridge 
teammate Rob Lenkauskas into 
the Newton zone, and the speedy 
forward cut across Goldman's 
crease and wristed an off- 
balance shot high to the oppsite

The Cantabs didn’t stop there. 
Sid Ferriera blasted a tur- 
naround slap shot from the left 
point and and Paul Corea blasted 
one from the right point before 
Mike Kelsey scored his first of 
two for a Cambridge 2-0 lead, 

Kelsey broke into the zone via a 
Craig Clavette pass and lifted a 
close-in shot on the rush that 
bounced off Goldman's left 
shoulder, The rebound shot down 
quickly and Kelsey pounced, try- 
ing Goldman's right shoulder this 
time for the 2-0 lead 

‘We did not play well until the 
third period,’ Heavey said. “It 
could have been 4-0 after two 
periods because they (Cam:

The Newton North Tigers did 
what they do best Friday at 
home, and the fruits of a 
tenacious press defense paid the 
highest of dividends. Newton 
North walloped North Quincy, 55- 
39, to snap a Suburban League 
first-place tie, giving the Tigers 
sole possession of the top spot in 
the league. 

Newton and North Quincy 
entered the contest locked in a 
first-place with one loss each.

Having handed the Red 
Raiders their only loss of the 
season earlier in the year, the 
Tigers were out to prove the first 
time was no fluke.

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Green's 
petition 
approved

NEWTON — Developer Alan Green’s 
petition for a 251-unit housing complex atop 
Farlow Hill won the approval last week of 
the Board of Aldermen. 

The go-ahead for a site plan approval and 
special permit, however, is contingent upon 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority (BRA) 
voting a similar approval because the 16- 
acre site spans the Newton-Boston border. In 
addition, the board’s action hinges on the 
fate of a Statehouse bill reducing the amount 
of land a developer is required to build on 
before making age a condition of sale. 

The vote was taken after two hours of often 
heated debate over how long the approvals 
will be good for. The original board order 
permited Green up to two years to break 
ground on the site. Alderman Richard 
McGrath, however, asked that the permit be 
good for only one year. He said that because 
“the usual procedure in such matters is to 
give developers six months I see no reason 
why Mr. Green should get two years.” 

McGrath’s amendment passed by an 11-10 
margin. 

Alderman Robert Shaevel said limiting the 
amount of time Green has to break ground 
would hinder the developer because he must 
still win BRA and Statehouse approval. 
Shaevel asked that Newton’s approval clock 
begin after the BRA decision. Shaevel’s mo- 
tion failed to pass 11-10. 

During the debate, McGrath chided 
Shaevel for ‘‘running back to the gallery to 
get Mr. Green’s okay.” The alderman then 
compared the situation to the Superbowl. 

“Tony Eason wasn’t calling the plays,” 
McGrath said, “‘so different players would 
come into the huddle with the play. I look 
around the gallery and seeing Mr. Green’s 
lawyers and advisors ringing the room, but I 
don’t see (Shaevel) asking the neighbors for 
their approval. We are not representing Mr. 
Green, we are representing the neighbors.”’ 

Shaevel said he was “working for the best 
interests of the city” when consulting with 
Green and his attorneys. 

Last week’s meeting was an extension of 
an earlier regularly scheduled board 
meeting which the aldermen voted to recess. 
That meeting broke up after Board Presi- 
dent Michael Malec introduced a packet of 
amendments to the petition after 12:30 a.m. 

Throughout Newton's legislative process, 
the main objections to the petition arose over

$46.4 million 
for schools

NEWTON — Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. John Strand is 
recommending about a $2.4 
million budget increase for fiscal 
1987. 

The sum would increase last 
year’s budget by 5.4 percent. 

The proposed increase, the se- 
cond highest in the past 10 years, 
is due partly to the lowest pro- 
jected enrollment decline, which 
results in a smaller number of 
staff reductions, Strand said. 

Twelve staff positions that 
would have been cut due to 
declining enrollment will not be 
cut from the fiscal 1987 budget, 
according to Strand, who said the 
staff is needed to maintain the 
small classroom enrollments 
that preserve the quality of 
education. 

The total proposed operating 
budget is $46.4 million. Strand 
said he is proud of what that 
money would accomplish. 

“Salary increases granted to 
teachers, administrators and 
other employees through collec- 
tive bargaining are the largest 


North stu 


single cause of the budgetary in- 
crease,’’ Strand said during his 
presentation to the School Com- 
mittee Monday night. 

Teachers’ salaries are pro- 
jected at the highest level in five 
years, allowing Newton to com- 
pete for good teachers, Strand 
said. 

According to Strand, 78 percent 
of the budget benefits those who 
give students direct educational 
services such as regular instruc- 
tion, special education, teaching 
supplies and school equipment. 

Special education funds are the 
second largest item in the 
budget, due mostly to soaring tui- 
tion costs for special needs 
students placed in public and 
private schools outside of 
Newton, Strand said. 

The school system also plans to 
add one more classroom to its ex- 
isting program for special needs 
students, he added. 

“We prefer to make these deci- 
sions based on the needs of 
students and not controling costs, 
but it’s very frustrating when

NEWTON — A neighbor of 
one of two local men arrested 
over the weekend for illegal 
possession of machine guns Mon- 
day described him as “a hard 
worker.,, a quiet man, a home 
man,” 


The neighbor, who did not wish 
to be identified, was referring to 
Thomas McLaughlin, who along 
with his brother, Dr. John F. 
McLaughlin, was arraigned Mon- 
day in district court. 

John McLaughlin, a 36-year-old 
dentist who lives on Washington 
Street, was charged with posses- 
sion of a machine gun, two gun 
silencers and receiving stolen 
property. He also was charged 
with illegal possession of Class A, 
Class B and Class C drugs. They 
included approximately 2,000 
pills of demerol, diazepan, 
triazolan and amphetamines, 

Thomas McLaughlin, 29, was 
charged with possession of a 
machine gun. 

The two men were arrested 
Friday by Newton and Boston 
Police, whose investigation 
allegedly tied the men to a gun 
trafficking ring. Several South 
Boston men, who police believe 


are connected to the same opera- 
tion, were arrested last month. 

Thomas McLaughlin’s 
neighbor said he was a mechanic 
at a local auto shop who had lived 
on Allison Street for about a year 
with his wife. The neighbor said 
John McLaughlin lived next door 
to his brother for a while before 
moving to a Washington Street 
address about a month ago. 

The neighbor said Thomas 
McLaughlin seemed to be ‘‘a nice 
man who minded his own 
business." 


John McLaughlin's neighbors, 
who had only known of him a 
short time and were reluctant to 
speak, said the only thing they 
knew about him was his occupa- 
tion, dentistry. 

In his apartment, police found 
an AR165 assault rifle, M1 rifle, 
silencers and about 1,000 rounds 
of ammunition, along with the 
drugs. 


A MAC 10 machine gun and 
eight other guns, including a .357 
magnum, were found in Thomas 
McLaughlin's apartment along 
with between 2,000 and 3,000 
rounds of ammunition, 

Also confiscated were ammuni- 
tion magazines and clips and ar- 
my manuals on how to manufac- 
ture explosives

for shuttle crew

NEWTON — The nation must now transcend the mourning and 
reaffirm the benefits to society that the Space Shuttle Challenger’s 
crew of seven contributed, This was the essence of a speech made by 
the Newton Mayor Theodore D. Mann, one of the speakers to address 
a candle lighting ceremony for the astronauts killed January 28 in the 


Challenger Shuttle crash, 

As the sun beamed across the 
Tonic-columned room in the War 
Memorial Thursday morning, 
Mann said ‘These seven did not 
just try to fly in space, there was 
another purpose here. Educa- 
tional, industrial, scientific, 
technological and media ad- 
vances have been achieved by 
these men and women.” 


Mann outlined some of these 
space developments that 
astronauts of the past have con- 
tributed. He mentioned the 
discoveries that gave way to im- 
plant materials for replacement 
heart valves, permanent bone 
substitutes and heart bypass im- 
plants. In addition, he stressed 
the advances in aiding the 
underdeveloped countries with 
breakthroughs in freeze-dried 
foods and crop and weather data 
from satellites. He also sited the 
importance of satellites to relay 
television and radio signals and 
long distance telephone calls. 


“This could not have been done 
by an allocation of funds from the 
state department alone. It was 
because of the people at NASA,”’ 
said Mann. ‘‘We are here to say 
well done!”’ 


The mayor noted that the loss 
of these seven astronauts who 
had aided humanity would not on- 
ly affect the families personally 
but the nation as a whole. “Every 
group in Gods world were 
represented here,” said Mann, 
“Catholics, Protestants, Jews, 
blacks and whites.” 


In a_ special reference to 
Christa McAuliffe about bringing 
an end to nuclear war and 
hunger, Mann said, ‘‘This is the 
challenge of the teacher in space 
and the generations that follow.” 


After an orchestrated per- 
formance by 75 elementary age 
students in the Underwood School 
Chorus, Dr. John M, Strand the 
Superintendent of Schools opened 
the ceremonies with quotes not 
only from McAuliffe, but from all 
of the astronauts, 


“Some have questioned the 
value of manned space explora- 
tion, especially after Tuesday’s 
tragedy,’’ Strand said. “As we 
honor each astronaut , . . let us 
consider his or her own words. 
Perhaps we can then better 
understand what caused them to 
offer their energy and, ultimate- 
ly, their lives."" 

Strand read that the shuttle 
flight would have fulfilled mis- 
sion specialist Judith Resnick's 
goals ‘‘to learn alot about quite a 
number of different 
technologies: To be able to use 
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them somehow, to do something 
that required a concerted team 
effort and, finally, a great in- 
dividual effort.”’ 


For Ronald McNair, 36, mis- 
sion specialist, ‘‘The true 
courage of space flight, is not sit- 
ting aboard 6 million pounds of 
fire and thunder as one rockets 
away from this planet. True 
courage comes in endur- 
ing...persevering, the prepara- 
tion and believing in oneself.”” 


Michael Smith, 41, shuttle pilot, 
said ‘‘Everybody looks at flying 
the shuttle as something 
dangerous. But it's not. It’s a 
good program and something the 
country should be proud of.”’ Ac- 
cording to Strand, Michael's 
brother said last week, ‘I hope 
everybody realizes that Mike was 
doing just exactly what he 
wanted to do. Not many people in 
their lives get to do exactly what 
they want to do.”’ 


And Christa McAuliffe, 38, 
payload specialist, said ‘This 
flight is kind of a personal 
message from me and that is that 
teachers are good com- 
municators: They can do an im- 
portant job in our society. If I can 
get some student interested in 
science, if I can show members of 
the general public what’s going 
on up there in the space program, 
then my job’s been done.” 


Strand continued that Francis 
(Dick) Scobee, 47, shuttle com- 
mander, said ‘‘My perception is 
that the real significance of this 
flight, with a teacher on board, is 
that it will get people in this coun- 
try, especially young people, ex- 
pecting to fly in space.” 


Gregory Jarvis, 42, payload 
specialist, said ‘All of the 
astronauts believe that this is the 
greatest thing that could ever 
happen to them. Once they have 
flown in space, they can’t wait to 
go back again. It is a wonderful 
experience, but I realize it is a 
job too. There is a lot of work that 
needs to be done,”” 


And, finally, Ellison Anizuka, 
40, mission specialist, said “I'll 
be looking at Halley's comet — 
they tell me I’ll have one of the 
best views around. There's no 
cut-off age for astronauts, I enjoy 
what I’m doing right now and 
hope to continue as long as I can 
contribute to the program,” 


Temple Emanuel’s Rabbi 
Samuel Chiel compared the 
seven astronauts to a star’s light 
that has reached the earth long 
after the star has died 

“Their light illuminates our 
paths, Chiel said

bound for disillusionments. 
You can’t get unending 
romance.” 

One way to avoid future 
disaster with a partner is by 
choosing someone who 
“represents very imporant 
aspects of your ideals that 
you love and respect,’’ ad- 
vises Douglas. 

But once the relationship 
gets going, the work has just 
begun. The Welptons offer the 
following rules for maintain- 
ing good relationships: 

* Both partners have 
positive self-esteem and see 
themselves as strong in- 
dividuals.

They 
believe they are stronger ac- 
ting together than they would 
be separately. 

* Communication is valued 
by both partners. The more 
openly they can share 
everything with each other, 
the greater their feeling of 
partnership. They share all 
their emotions including 
anger, sadness, and fear as 
well as joy. 

* They share power. 
Sometimes the man takes 
charge and other times the 
woman, depending upon who 
is best suited for the par- 
ticular situation. 

* The couple quarrel and 
are not afraid of arguments. 
They are confident they and 
their relationship can deal 
with demonstrations of 
anger/frustration. 

* They assume a positive 
attitude toward the necessity 
for conflict. When they quar- 





rel or when their interests 
take a divergent path, they 
negotiate. 

* They accept the fact that 
they will have disagreements 
and they make an effort to 
understand and live with 
their differences. 

* They understand that ten- 
sion arises from two strong 
people each having his/her 
own priorities and way of do- 
ing things. 

* Change in each other is 
not feared or dreaded by the 
couple but accepted as a 
source of renewal in their 
relationship, even though it 
may create anxiety at times. 

* They give each other 
some privacy and in- 
dependence by allowing each 
partner to have outside ac- 
tivities and friendships 
without jealousy. 

* Successful couples value 
their partner’s evaluation of 
their relationship and they 
are receptive to working on a 
problem when either partner 
says there is one, 

* The couple are aware that 
closeness has its limits. They 
respect each other’s need for 
autonomy and do not seek to 
become exactly alike.

School foundation sees

NEWTON - Awakening from 
dormancy, the Newton Schools 
Foundation (NSF) is raising 
money to offer teachers and 
students grants for more in- 
novative educational programs. 

The genesis of the NSF revival 
came from Superintendent of 
Schools Dr, John Strand who en- 
couraged the School Committee 
to pursue fund raising as another 
income source due to budgetary 
constraints and Proposition 2 1/2, 
NSF president Richard 
Hamermesh said. ‘The money 
we raise is not intended to fund 
the last things cut from the school 
budget,’’ Hamermesh said. ‘We 
want to offer the schools grants 
for innovation and unusual school 
projects. Any organization 
always has additional things they 
would like to do but can’t afford 
todo.” 

Hamermesh said NSF should 
serve as a ‘magnet’ for exciting 
and new curriculum, 

“We start with a zero budget 
every year and it will grow as we 
raise funds. Whoever has the best 
proposal ideas will be backed 100 
percent by the foundation,’’ 
Hamermesh said. ! 

The grants are expected to 
have a tremendous impact on the 
already outstanding quality of 
education in Newton, giving 
students and teachers a chance to 
do something new and unusual, 
he added. 

“It won't only be what the 
grant produces, but the environ- 
ment it will foster in the school 
system,’’ Hamermesh said. 
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Several teachers say they are 
enthusiastic about the efforts of 
NSF, he said. Zervas Learning 
Disability (LD) teacher Susan 
Kane said Newton has a good 
school system, but there is 
always room for improvement. 

“It’s definitely going to be a 
plus for Newton because teachers 
will be offered the chance to put 
their creativity into action,” 
Kane sald. ‘In the end students 
will be the ones to benefit from 
this and that’s where it’s at.” 

Kane said this will be a great 
opportunity for LD teachers to 
develop programs for special 
needs students, 

Mason-Rice teacher Yvonne 
Holgerson said she is thrilled that 
NSF is backing curriculum 
enrichment. 


“It sounds like a great idea. It’s 
a good feeling any time you can 
get someone to back the increas- 
ed quality of education,"’ Holger- 
son said. 

The Newton Marriott Hotel 
recently donated furniture to 
NSF, which in turn refurnished 
the teachers’ lounges in five 
schools.

“The teachers’ lounges were

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City fights against 
illegal apartments

NEWTON — The city is mak- 
ing headway in its battle to 
resolve zoning code and ‘“‘life 


safety” violations of allegedly il-' 


legal apartments, but new cases 
are on the horizon, according to 
Assistant City Solicitor Michael 
D. Baseman. 

“There are some waiting in the 
wings,” Baseman said last week. 
“There definitely will be some 
more filed.” 

In Newton District Court 
recently, three cases were 
resolved so the city will not have 
to seek criminal complaints, 
Baseman said. 


Last week, two other landlords 
appeared before Magistrate 
Henry Shultz and agreed to let 
the city’s building inspectors ex- 
amine their dwellings for possi- 
ble violations, Baseman said. 

Both owners said they would 
correct any “‘life safety” threats, 
such as failure to provide enough 
exits, Baseman said. 

“Nothing is cut and dry,” 
Baseman said. ‘‘We haven’t been 
in, We have written complaints. 
There may well be egress pro- 
blems.” 


The building code demands 
that each dwelling have at least 
two egresses. The two doors are 
necessary so a tenant has a 
chance to escape in case of a fire, 
Baseman said, 

“If building code allegations 
are confirmed, they (the 
landlords) will be told what has 
to be done,’ Baseman said. 


“They've agreed they'll make 
remedial efforts.” 
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All five buildings have more, 


dwellings than allowed by the 
zoning code, Baseman said. Both 
residences in Wednesday’s cases. 
have five apartments in areas 
zoned for two-family homes, 
Baseman said. 

Landlords can seek zoning 
variances to allow the extra 
dwellings, but in one case, ‘“‘We 
told them flat out that a five- 
family dwelling would not be 
legal,’’ Baseman said. 

They could also try to prove 
their residences qualify as a 
“nonconforming use” - that the 
apartments were a part of the 
residence before. zoning laws 
were established, he said. 

“But frankly, we have stressed 
to these people the difficulty of 
proving a nonconforming use,”’ 
Baseman said. 

Whatever route the owners 
choose, the city expects them to 
move quickly, Baseman said. 

“What they can’t do is sit on it 
because we would have to follow 
up with an application for a 
(criminal) complaint,’’ he said. 

And landlords must take care 
of any ‘‘life safety” violations of 
the building code immediately; 
he said. 

Building code violations may 
also include construction - such 
as adding walls, plumbing, kit- 
chens, sinks and stoves - without 
the necessary permits, Baseman 
sald, 

Any work on a residence except 
routine maintenance requires a 
building permit and inspection, 
he said. 

If the owners can prove they 
were granted permits for the 
work, the construction will be 
allowed to remain, Baseman 
said.

Man admits to rent scam in Oak Hill 


CAMBRIDGE A Chelsea 
man has admitted to “fleecing” 
about 20 people of nearly $20,000 
in rent and security deposits for 
the same four-bedroom Newton 
home that he didn’t own. 

Robert Lane, 30, while not 
formerly pleading guilty, 
“stipulated” this week to the 
state’s evidence in connection 
with 11 counts of larceny by false 
pretenses and two counts of hav- 
ing false state identifications. 


The case has been continued 
until March 6 for possible senten- 
cing before Judge Charles 
Grabau in Middlesex Superior 
Court. Meanwhile, Lane may 
challenge the district attorney’s 
move to sentence him under the 
“common and notorious thief” 
section of the Massachusetts 
larceny statute that carries a 
maximum 20-year penalty. If 
sentenced for general larceny, 
Lane would face a maximum of 
only five years on each charge, 
although the judge could dole out 
consecutive sentences on all 11 
larceny charges, totaling some 
five to 55 years. 


Lane, a former paralegal 
secretary, admitted to luring vic- 
tims through area newspaper ads 
into renting the house at 16 
Wiswall Street, in Oak Hill. 


Assistant Middlesex County 
District Attorney Jeffrey Locke 
said Lane used phony names and 
businesses to ‘‘fleece’’ 11 groups, 
consisting of 20 individuals, dur- 
ing a three-week period before 
his June 21, 1985 arrest. He said 
Lane used the aliases Daniel 
Murphy and Merton Perlstick 


and the phony businesses, 
Perlstick Properties, Inc. and PH 
Davis Properties, Inc., to 
establish a ‘‘sophisticated”’ front. 
He said Lane met prospective 
tenants as well as one prospec- 
tive purchaser, who layed out a 
sizable down-payment, in three- 
piece suits, took them to 
restaurants and drafted up leases 
and other documents before par- 
ting them from their money. 

Locke noted that Newton Det. 
Sgt. Arthur Fryar arrested Lane 
on a warrant after a foot chase 
from a Tremont Street bank to 
the Middle of Boston Common. 
Police had staked out banks 
where Lane was likely to show 
up, said Locke. 

The victims included James 
Katc, a software programmer for 
a Waltham company, who saw 
Lane’s add in a Boston 
newspaper for the home at a 
“reasonable”’ rent. 

A physician from Sydney, 
Australia, who had a residency at 
Brigham and Womens’ Hospital, 
in Boston, was taken for $2,200 
while a Pittsburg man, who was 
being relocated by a high tech- 
company, lost $2,000. 


Locke said that, after Lane’s 
arrest, police executed a search 
warrant for his car where they 
found ‘“‘all of the paperwork 
associated with this scheme.”” 


Lane is acting as his own at- 
torney in this case. He has been 
provided with a stand-by counsel, 
Helen Moreschi, of Chelsea. 


By stipulating to the com- 
monwealth’s evidence, Lane 
preserves his right of appeal, 
said Locke. 


Two garbage trucks dumped into river 


AUBURNDALE — The loss of 
two GSX Corporation garbage 
trucks has not affected Garden 
City residential rubbish removal, 
according to Mayor Theodore 
Mann and Department of Public 
Works Commissioner James 
Hickey. 

The trucks allegedly were 
stolen from the GSX Rumford 
Ave. transfer-haul station and 
dumped into the Charles River. 
MDC Central Services Director 
Brian Broderick said the two 
trucks were towed away from the 
scene by a private contractor. 

During his weekly press con- 
ference, Mann said he ‘‘did not 
have a single complaint” from 
Newton residents who did not 
have their rubbish removed. 

Hickey said that only one of the 


two trucks was used for residen- 
tial rubbish collection. The other 
truck, he said, was used for com- 
mercial collection, which does 
not effect Newton residential 
customers because GSX has a 
contract to collect only residen- 
tial rubbish. He added that GSX 
sent in a truck from another plant 
to replace the residential collec- 
tion vehicle fished out of the 
Charles. 

“We were very concerned 
Thursday night and Friday that 
the loss of the truck would cause 
some problems,’’ Hickey said, 
“but GSX sent in another vehicle 
and collection wasn’t hampered 
in any way.” 

Newton police detectives, who 
are investigating the incident, 
said they have no new leads. 


Jefferson delays permit parking again 


NEWTON — Alderman Mat- 
thew Jefferson last week 
chartered, for the second time in 
three months, a petition to in- 
stitute daytime resident permit 
parking in the Garden City. 

The parliamentary procedure 
delays action until the next full 
Board of Aldermen meeting, 
scheduled Feb. 18. Jefferson said 
he hopes the tactic would give op- 
ponents of the plan ‘‘more time to 
lobby against it.’’ 

“I think that permit parking is 
discriminatory,’ Jefferson said. 
“T live in this city and I pay taxes 
here to maintain the roads, and I 
don’t think that it is fair to deny 
me the right to park here.”’ 

Proponents of the petition say 
it would reduce the problems 
some neighborhoods have with 
finding parking spaces near their 
homes. Because of congestion 
caused by commuters, shoppers 
and institutions like Boston Col- 
lege, Chestnut Hill Neighborhood 
Association President Gary 
Wydett has lobbyed in favor of 
the petition, 

Jefferson, however, said that 
the parking problems would not 
be solved by restricting parking 
to only those who live on a given 
street. 

“We're using a derrick to 
stamp out a fleet,’’ he said. “If 
we don’t want students from 
Boston College using the streets, 
we should make them off-limits 
by introducing ‘No Parking’ 
zones. The people in Chestnut Hill 
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are not suffering from a lack of 
driveway space. They just don’t 
want people parking in front of 
their homes."’ 

Alderman Verne Vance, who 
supports the petition, expressed 
doubts that the delaying tactic 
would have any substantial ef- 
fect. 

“I don’t think it will make 
much of a difference on the out- 
come,’’ Vance said of the charter 
motion. “I still think permit 
parking will pass.” 

The concept of permit parking 
has been before the board in one 
form or another since 1978. This 
version calls for restricting park- 
ing on certain streets to cars own- 
ed by those who live there if the 
board determines need. Once 
need is determined after a review 
process involving the board and 
the Traffic and Public Works 
Departments, residents would be 
issued two stickers per ‘‘dwelling 
unit” and two visitor permits. 

After the charter motion was 
introduced, Vance questioned its 
validity because no item can be 
chartered twice. Jefferson 
chartered a similar petition in 
Dec, Since the petition was 
redocketed for the new board, 
however, it was considered to be 
new petition despite containing 
the exact wording. 

Voting along with Jefferson for 
the five-man charter were 
aldermen Polly Bryson, Paul Col- 
etti, Carol Robinson and Wendell 
Bauckman.

No homicide in bee sting accident 


NEWTON A 74-year-old 
Newton woman was found not 
guilty of motor vehicle homicide 
and operating to endanger 
charges in district court last 
week. 

On July 20, the car driven by 
Elizabeth Wilson struck and kill- 
ed a pedestrian on Brookline 
Street. Wilson claimed she had 
been stung by a bee. In his deci- 
sion, Judge Robert H. Bohn Jr. 
said the commonwealth could not 
prove, beyond a reasonable doubt 
that the defendant acted 
negligently. 

Wilson’s lawyer, Beryl Cohen, 
said he felt confident the court 
would decide to vindicate his 
client of all charges. 

“It’s been a long hearing and a 
long process, and the courts 
made the right decision,’’ Cohen 
said. 

For eight weeks the court 
heard testimony in the Wilson 
case. Twelve witnesses were call- 
ed to testify, four of whom were 
police officers, two neighbors and 
four medical doctors, a chemist 
with the Department of Public 
Works and the defendant. 

Wilson says she has been 
unable to recall any of the events 


of July 20, according to district 
attorney Adrienne Lynch. 

“She has never been able to 
state what happened that day,”’ 
Lynch said. ‘‘The only thing she 
remembers is driving the car 
down Brookline Street, getting 
stung by a bee and feeling a jolt.” 

According to Lynch, Wilson 
said she saw the victim’s body ly- 
ing on the sidewalk, but did not 
make the connection that her car 
was involved in the accident. 

The victim, Shara Friedberg, 
24, was hit from behind by 
Wilson’s car, but Bohn said it was 
“‘an accident for which at least no 
criminal liability should be at- 
tached.” 

“It has simply not been shown, 
beyond a reasonable doubt, thata 
more reasonable person would 
have been able to control his or 
her car in the same distance and 
time in order to avoid striking the 
deceased,” Bohn wrote in his 
decision. 

Bohn said this is especially true 
of the defendant, who was 
diagnosed by a medical specialist 
as suffering from ‘‘stroke-like 
amnesia.” 

Wilson was unavailable for 
comment. 


Developer found for Auburndale Yard 


AUBURNDALE — The city has 
agreed to sell the abandoned 
Auburndale Yard to a Dedham 
developer who will build 30 apart- 
ments for the elderly and 20 
single-family homes. 

“We're gaining housing stock,”’ 
said Mayor Theodore D. Mann. 
“We have the opportunity to 
work with the neighborhood and 
remove a blight.’’ 

Under a purchase and sale 
agreement with the city, Auburn- 
dale Development Associates of 
Dedham will pay $750,000 for the 
7.62 acres, which was a Depart- 
ment of Public Works yard until 
around eight years ago. 

The Dedham development 
company has also agreed to pay 
the city additional money if any 
house exceeds a $180,000 sale 
price or if the total sale of the 
homes exceeds $2.7 million, 
Mann said. 

The 30 apartments will be 
located in one building on Pine 
Street and residents will have ac- 
cess to the 20 single-family 
homes from Auburndale Avenue 
and Pine Street. 

The city will be given two of the 
houses for low-income tenants 
and six of the elderly apartments 
will be used for the same pur- 
pose, Mann said. 

Located off Auburndale 
Avenue, the yard was first used 
as a horse stable for the DPW 
around the turn of the century. 
The horses pulled plows to clean 
the city’s streets of snow. 

Gradually, the DPW became a 
fully mechanized operation and 
the city got rid of its last horses 
around the beginning of World 
War II. 


Several years ago, the yard 
was abandoned as all DPW 
equipment was located at its 
Crafts Street and Elliot Street 
facilities. 


There was concern a few years 
ago that the Auburndale site was 
tainted with underground pollu- 
tion, but these fears were not con- 
firmed. 


The Dedhara company will be 
responsible for removing any 
hazardous waste found on the site 
and it will install new sewer lines 
to replace the septic tanks cur- 
rently serving 11 houses on 
Shirley Street and Edgewood 
Road, according to Mann. 


The company will also provide 
sewer service to residents in the 
development. 
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Daring bank heist 
in Chestnut Hill 


NEWTON Pioneer 
Financial Bank on Boylston 
Street was held up and robbed 
of approximately $7,000 by two 
men last Thursday afternoon, 
police said. 

Both suspects were armed, 
one with a sawed-off shotgun 
and the other with an 
automatic hand gun, police 
said. No shooting or injuries 
were incurred during the rob- 
bery. 

According to Detective 
Capt. Walter Drew, three bank 
employees in the back room 
heard commotion in the 
customer service area of the 
bank and called police before 
escaping out the back window. 

By the time police respond- 
ed to the call, the thieves had 
fled the scene, Drew said. 

“They were very expedient. 
At most, they were in the bank 
for four minutes,’’ Drew said. 


Police said the suspects fled 
through the side door of the 
bank and fled the scene in a 
gray sedan that had been 
waiting for them in the alley. 


According to police, it has 
not been determined yet if a 
third suspect was waiting in 
the escape car. 


During the hold-up, bank 
employees and customers 
were forced at gunpoint to lie 
on the floor, police said.

An employee of Holidair, 
located next door to the bank, 
witnessed the suspects runn- 
ing from the bank. 

“Tt all happened so fast, I 
wasn’t sure what was happen- 
ing,” Kevin O'Sullivan said. “I 
looked out the glass doors and 
saw two men running and I 
knew something must have 
happened in the bank.”’ 

O'Sullivan said he started 
running after the two suspects 
when someone from the bank 
told him to stop because the 
men were heavily armed. 

“I didn’t go out the door 
after them. I looked through 
the glass portion of the door 
and saw them take off in a 
gray sedan,” O'Sullivan said. 
“From where | was standing I 
couldn't tell if there was 
another person in the car 
waiting for the other two,” he 
added. 

The suspects are descibed 
by witnesses as two black 
males, one thin and one heavy- 
set, police said. 


Drew said the suspects were 
not masked. The police depart- 
ment is developing the bank’s 
films of the hold-up to better 
identify the suspects.

We share the dismay of the Newton 
North High School students who com- 
plained bitterly last week over a 
messy situation created by a local t.v. 
news show that purported to ‘‘expose’”’ 
the extent of drug abuse in suburban 
schools. 

A videotape of students standing 
outside North smoking ‘what ap- 
peared to be marijuana,” shot secret- 
ly from an unmarked van, ran on an 
evening news program with the iden- 
tities of the principals electronically 
distorted. 

The t.v. station’s role in all this 
seems to have been something less 
than what we at the Newton Graphic 
perceive as the proper role of the 
news media. The station’s in- 
vestigative team, dramatically labell- 
ed ‘The Investigators,” created heat 
but failed to shed any light. 

That there is drug abuse in the ci- 
ty’s schools is scarcely news. A young 
intern from Boston University wrote a 
three-part series on the phenomenon 
for the News-Tribune in 1968. That 
was 18 years ago. 

Robert Stuttman, head of the DEA 
for New England at the time, visited 
the city’s high schools more than a 
year ago to make it known that 
“There’s trouble, right here in River 
City.” His visit was followed up by an 
informational blitz by local media and 
members of a hastily formed task 
force charged with addressing the 
problem. 

While it is true that the measures 
adopted to fight the problem have fail- 
ed to have any significant effect as 
yet, that is not because parents, 
teachers and administrators are 
unaware of its existence. ‘‘The In- 
vestigators’’ would have done their 
audience a greater service by show- 
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with good reason 


ing exactly what plan of attack has 
proven most effective in the war 
against teenage drug and alcohol 
abuse. 

What the t.v. “news”’ team did suc- 
ceed in accomplishing was to give 
North students even more cause for 
the alienated feelings that often lead 
them to rebel against what they 
perceive as ‘‘the adult establish- 
ment,’”’ making them prime can- 
didates for antisocial behavior. 

“All they did was get kids in trou- 
ble,’’ one North senior commented. 
“And what’s that going to do besides 
make us all mad? It’s not going to 
make kids stop.” 

The producer of the t.v. show, ob- 
viously so concerned with his own 
defense that a complete non sequitur 
would suffice as a response, com- 
mented, ‘‘What are they trying to say 
... that it’s all right to smoke pot on 
school grounds in public?” 

The campaign against drug and 
alcohol abuse at Newton North is one 
of the most aggressive in the area. 
Athletic Director Roger Brown, 
among others, has made it one of his 
top priorities. Paul Golden, of the 
Newton Police Department, has been 
working on it for more than a decade. 
It’s not an easy thing to fight, con- 
sidering the strength of the opposi- 
tion. 

Our recommendation to North 
students is: You can always find ex- 
cuses in ‘‘people, places and things” 
that will lead you to abusing drugs 
and alcohol. Forget ‘‘The In- 
vestigators.”” The decision is a per- 
sonal one, and it could determine a 
large part of your future. 

Our recommendation to ‘‘The In- 
vestigators” is: Make it better or 
leave it alone. 


Robinson’s diatribe was a long time coming 


It is our sincere hope that the style 
in which Alderman Carol J. Robinson 
addressed her colleagues on the sub- 
ject of the city’s commitment to af- 
fordable housing does not prohibit 
them from perceiving the content of 
her remarks. 

Granted, it looked for a while as if 
the city had undertaken a major 
renovation of the aldermanic 
chambers a little too early. The new 
paintjob looked, for a moment, like it 
might be blistering when Robinson, a 
longterm, vocal advocate of low- 
income housing, called deliberation 
over a small contribution under the ci- 
ty’s 10-percent ordinance ‘‘a sham.” 

While many of her colleagues 
slouched in their chairs, hiding behind 
their hands, Robinson told them, 
“You should all be ashamed of 
yourselves, bickering over a couple of 
units when there is a great need for 
housing in this city.” 

She excoritated those who might be 
satisfied that the 10-percent or- 
dinance, which requires developers to 
donate units of low-income housing in 
return for overreaching the city’s den- 
sity limits, is a suitable vehicle for in- 
suring that the second most valuable 
city in the commonwealth does not 
turn into a country club. She remind- 
ed them the ordinance did not come 


into existence until federal and state 
officials made it clear the lack of a 
housing plan might impede the flow of 
funds from their agencies. 

She pointed out that, since the or- 
dinance was approved, the city’s com- 
mitment to affordable housing has 
amounted to nine additional units a 
year. ‘‘That’s not what I call a com- 
mitment to housing,” she told her 
fellow aldermen. 

Granted, you attract more flies with 
sugar. Granted, Robinson left herself 
open to the comment, “I agree with 
what she said, but not the way she 
said it.” Granted, she might even 
have lost credibility among her col- 
leagues and hampered her ability to 
argue effectively for low-income 
housing in the future. 

But the Newton Graphic was there 
when she finally said her piece. We 
endorsed her more than two years 
ago, when she first ran for alderman, 
promising she would advocate af- 
fordable housing and fight for the 
rights of poor people in the city. 

Granted, there were other ways 
Alderperson Robinson could have ad- 
dressed the board. But we waited two 
years for her to say what she did. 

Now that the word is out, what is to 
be done about it? 


When Polly says ‘thanks,’ she means it 


Polly Bryson, the new ward alder- 
man in Ward 4, has already brought 
some interesting new elements into 
the political arena of the Garden City, 

First off, she lent a new meaning to 
the term “grassroots campaign’ 
when she parlayed her years of in- 
volvement with the Auburndale Com- 
munity Association and the citywide 
Newton Neighborhood Network into a 
seat on the board. She hit the bricks in 
earnest during last fall’s campaign, 
providing an operational model for 
political novists who might want to 
follow her to City Hall 

More important, 
aldermen have chatted

about “the tenor of the board” and the 
perceived tendency toward argumen- 
tativeness and public abuse, Polly 
Bryson has set her own standards. 
She stood out in the freezing rain for 
several days after she won in 
November, holding up a sign in 
Auburndale Square that thanked all 
those who voted for her. 

And Sunday night she threw a party 
in the parish hall of Corpus Christi 
Church that said a loud and eloquent 
“thank you”’ to all her supporters. 

The lady shows the sort of class that 
has been missing on the board. Her 
older, wiser, more experienced col- 
leagues would do well to check it out. 
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The Duke: no penny-pincher — 


Governor Michael S. Dukakis 
is hardly the spendthrift that cer- 
tain of his critics suggest. But he 
is certainly not much of a penny- 
pincher or even nickel-squeezer, 
inrunning Massachusetts. 

His budget proposal of 
$9,720,809,000 for fiscal 1987 is up 
nearly $1 billion over this year’s 
appropriation. 

While this is less than some 
agency chiefs and various special 
interests hoped for, it would 
nevertheless set a record for 
spending and is sure to have an 
impact in future years. When the 
state’s cupboard might well be as 
empty as the piggy bank of a 
youngster turned loose at the 
candy store. 

Instead of trying to provide 
something for almost everyone, 
Mr. Dukakis could have submit- 
ted a considerably tighter pro- 
gram. But that, of course, would 
have disappointed more than a 
few of his constituents, and this is 
an election year. 

In defense of the governor, 
many of the spending boosts he 
seeks are needed. But some may 
be less easily justified, even 
when the commonwealth has a 
revenue surplus and a robust 
economy as it does this year. 

Despite projections of further 
state income growth during the 
year beginning July 1, no one 
knows whether the dollars the 
governor wants to spend will be 
there when needed. 

Clearly the Dukakis fiscal 
blueprint for fiscal 1987 does not 
take into account the effects of 
Gramm-Rudman on federal 
funds to the state, such as 
revenue-sharing, and to the cities 
and towns, 

The drying up of Washington 
dollars, in the wake of the con- 
gressional efforts toward a 
balanced federal budget, could 
force the state to open its wallet 
wider to local governments, 
perhaps to the tune of $235 million 
a year. 

Thus a far sounder budgeting 
course, one that Mr. Dukakis 
chose not to take in his spending 
recommendations, would be put 
aside at least this amount from 


the projected fiscal 1987 surplus. 
Perhaps by the time the state 
budget is finalized, probably in 
early summer, there will be a 
clearer picture of how serious 
any curtailment in federal aid to 
Massachusetts might be. But 
don’t count on it. [t could be well 
into fall, possibly after the 
November elections, befure Un- 
cle Sam has a budget in place.

To his credit, the governor is 
again trying to see to it that cities 
and towns share in the com- 
monwealth’s revenue growth, 
through some $192 million more 
in local aid. This would bring to 
$3.5 billion the direct or indirect 
assistance given to the 351 
municipalities. 

For a second straight year 
Dukakis is asking to use a portion 
of the surplus to start a ‘rainy 
day”’ fund, money that would be 
invested and held in reserve for 
use in some future year, should 
revenues decline or fall substan- 
tially short. 

Certainly the $172 million 
“stabilization fund,’’ as he calls 
it, is a worthy idea. The amount 
is considerably more than he 
sought a year ago in his fiscal 
1986 budget. The $20.5 million he 
sought last year was approved by 
the House, but the Senate, 
presumably for reasons other 
than fiscal soundness, chose not 
to follow suit. 

So, while other states, in- 
cluding Connecticut and Rhode 
Island, have recognized the 
wisdom of having rainy-day 
funds, Massachusetts continues 
to operate as if it is on financial 
easy street forever. 

Beyond having proposed the 
“stabilization fund’’ a year ago, 
it is questionable how hard the 
governor worked to push it 
through, especially as it became 
apparent that the commonwealth 
was awash with surplus dollars, 


Even with the phase-out of the 7.0” 
percent income-tax surcharge, it 
now appears the state will end-: 
the fiscal year five months from 


now, with more than a $200 
million surplus. 
Ideally, the amount salted 


away for a time of financial need 
should be twice as much as 
Dukakis has recommended. With 
an annual state budget just short 
of $10 billion, a reserve of not less 
than $500 million, or about 5 per- 
cent of what it takes to run 
Massachusetts for a full year 
would be wise. That’s the propor- 
tion earmarked by many states 
to provide needed new funding, 
without raisig taxes, in future 
fiscal hard times. 

There are always plenty of,, 
things to spend a surplus on. 
Spending sometimes seems to be 
the only course many Bay State , 
lawmakers know. Surely it is a 
well-charted road. It might be. 
good for the senators ando 
representatives to get used to do- 
ing a bit of budget pruning coupl- 
ed with a bit of squirreling-away 
of dollars, the interest from 
which could be used to finance 
one-time-only special needs, in-% 
stead of borrowing money to pay 
for such projects. 

Or, perhaps better still, in- 
terest from a rainy-day fund 
could be allowed to accumulate 
to make the fund bigger and fur- 
ther lessen he likelihood of tax in- 
crease later on. 

In the interest of better long- 
range planning, lawmakers owe , 
it it all of Massachusetts to weigh 
carefully each penny of proposed 
additional spending and possibly 
come up with a leaner budget - 
one keyed to need rather than to 
emotional appeal. , 

And that might require saying - 
“no” or ‘‘not this time’’ to some 
of those Dukakis was unwilling to , 
overlook. 

At the same time, legislators 
must resist the temptation to in-” 
crease appropriations and thus 
further inflate overall state spen- 
ding.

It is by now a familiar scene: 
the president of the United 
States, his lips pursed and eyes 
narrowed as he sits awaiting his 
turn to eulogize a fallen hero, 

Last week in Houston it was the 
Challenger crew. President 
Reagan sat outdoors, his wife and 
the victims’ families around him, 
the wind rustling his hair, now 
distinctly grayer than it was 
when he took office five years 
ago, 

He speaks, his voice cracking 
at the memory of those who died 
It was the same in December at 
Fort Campbell, Ky., where he 
remembered the soldiers who 
perished in a plane crash coming 
home from the Sinai, 

At Camp Lejeune, N.C., he sat 
solemn and hatless in a bitter 
cold, driving rain to honor those 
who died in Lebanon and 
Grenada in October 1983. Last 
summer, on his way to Andrews 
Air Force Base, Md., to welcome 
home the TWA hostages, he stop- 
ped for a quiet moment at the 
fresh grave of Robert Dean 
Stethem, the Navy diver killed in 
the hijacking and buried in Arl- 
ington National Cemetery 

With hugs for the bereaved, 
their whispered thank-yous and 
the words he always deems in- 
adequate, the president, so 
cheerful and optimistic most of 
the time, somehow unites the na- 
tion in moments of sadness. 


‘Reagan handles it better than 
anyone,"’ concedes Christopher 
Matthews, a White House 
speechwriter for Jimmy Carter 
and now an aide to House 
Speaker Thomas P, O'Neill Jr. 

Dropping none of his outspoken 
opposition to Reagan's policies, 
Matthews can’t help but admire 
the role Reagan plays as head of 
state, which the Democratic aide 
separates from that of head of 
government

Cohen thanked for Ethics Comm. support

full enforcement powers to the 
State Ethics Commission. 

Last July, the State Supreme 
Judicial Court ruled that the 1978 
law establishing the commission 
gave it only limited powers to en- 
force the state’s conflict of in- 
terest law. As a result, the Ethics 
Commission has more than 200 
investigations—or 80 percent of 
its workload—on hold while seek- 


ing remedial legislation giving its 
full jurisdiction over the conflict 
law. Such a bill was filed by 
House Speaker George Keverian. 

As a member of the Conference 
Committee on the measure, Rep. 
Cohen’s knowledge of the law and 
his committment to a strong, en- 
forceable conflict statute were 
important factors in retaining 
much of the integrity of the 
House bill, as opposed to the 
weaker Senate version. 

It is disappointing that, due to 
Senate delays, this measure fell 


minutes short of passage in the 
closing hours of the 1985 
legislative session. However, 
Common Cause is pledged to 
making the Ethics Commission 
bill a top priority for enactment 
early in this session. We thank 
Rep. Cohen for his committment 
to a strong Ethics Commission, 
and we look forward to working 
with him again in 1986.

Despite Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 29 
Section 2(d), cities and towns are to receive 40 per- 
cent of growth revenues in the form of local aid. 
Communities have been receiving 40 percent, 
however, based on estimates rather than actual 
revenues. 


Considering that estimates have been running 
hundreds of millions of dollars shy of actual 
amounts, the shortfall has been significant. 


For FY‘87, the governor proposed $184 million 
more in local aid than was returned in FY‘86. 
Members of the House and Senate Ways and Means 
Committees realized that this amount fell short in 
terms of projected revenue growth for the next 
fiscal year. Therefore, they submitted a resolution 
aid package of $1.9 billion - a $241.6 million increase 
over F'Y‘86, Although this is certainly better than 
the governor's proposal, it too falls short and 
amounts to only about 30 percent revenues. (The 
governor's works out to be 23 percent of growth 
revenues. ) 


If revenue growth is based on a conservative rate 
of 13 percent for FY‘87, the amount of increased 
local aid should amount to $310 million. In FY‘86 
alone, revenues are growing at the rate of 15.5 per- 
cent - a figure that is expected to be even higher for 
January. 

While there is no great mystery in figuring out 
what 40 percent of growth revenues will be, the ad- 
ministration and House and Senate Ways and 
Means refuse to base revenue estimates on reality 


especially now that we are facing cuts in federal 
revenue sharing. Cities like Boston, Lowell, and 
Lawrence need every dollar they can get to main- 
tain police and fire protection and to adequately 
staff their educational facilities. 


1986-The Year To Work On Medical Malpractice 


A recent indication by physicians that malprac- 
tice costs are forcing them to the extreme of discon- 
tinuing practice in Massachusetts is of great con- 
cern to the Legislature. 


House and Senate leadership and members are 
very concerned and aware of our doctors’ plight. 
House Republicans are currently working on pro- 
posals to end the malpractice crisis, Unfortunately, 
coming up with a solution will not be easy. 


Among those with a vested interest are physi- 
cians, hospitals, insurance companies, lawyers and 
patients. With such diverse interests represented in 
negotiating a solution, compromise will be difficult, 
but not impossible. 

Often we see groups strike when their backs are 
up against the wall. While such action draws often 
justified attention and sometimes proves effective, 
it is not without a great cost to all involved. 

In the case of Massachusetts’ physicians, a 
refusal on their part to treat patients would be tan- 
tamount to a strike - and it could end in a bitter 
stalemate. 

The month of February is loaded with hearings on 
this very matter. I urge all groups to reconsider 
their course of action and commit themselves to 

achieving a legislative solution by participating in 
these hearings.

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BC gays decry ‘homophobia’ 
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LGBC’s stated purpose is to 
provide support for gay students 
who may be having a difficult 
time with what Brennan describ- 
ed as the college's ‘‘homophobic”’ 
attitude. 

Brennan said the ad- 
ministrators believe that the 
organization may promote sex- 
ual activity, but he contended 
that it is a support group. 

“People automatically assume 
when you put gays together 
they're sexually active. They 
equate gay with sex,"’ he said. 

The BC senior said sexual ac- 
tivity “is not the purpose of this 
group.” 

Gay students need each other’s 
support to cope with a campus 
that is rigidly anti-homosexual, 
he said. Since he has become a 
spokesman for gay rights on 
campus, Brennan has become 
the target of threatening phone 
calls, 

One caller said, ‘‘I hope you get 
AIDS and die’’ and another said, 
“You're going to hell,” according 
to Brennan. 

Duffy said granting the LGBC 
official status would contradict 
the university’s Catholic-Jesuit 
tradition, Brennan reported. 

The senior said that the 
Catholic Church does not con- 
demn homosexual orientation, 
but is ideologically opposed to 
any sexual activity not intended 
for procreation. 

Club status would have given 
the group university funding, the 
right to use campus facilities for 
meetings and a measure of 
equality with other student 
organizations, Brennan said. 

On the issue of Catholic dogma, 
Brennan cited a National Con- 
ference of Catholic Bishops’ 
essay, ‘‘A Pastoral Reflection on 
the Moral Life,’ which says 
homosexuals should not be 
denied their basic human rights. 

According to Brennan, Duffy 
said the university was willing to 
provide the LGBC a limited 
budget. ‘They know they have to. 
They’ll feel guilty if they don’t,’’

videotaped by WCVB in an un- 
marked van that was hidden out- 
side school grounds. 

Friday morning students 
organized a walk-out from school 
to protest the unfairness of the 
suspensions, but few actually 
followed through on the plan. 
Even though the protest never 
materialized, students say they 
feel betrayed and angry at what 
they contend is an invasion of 
their privacy. 

“These kids had no way of 
knowing what was going on,”’ stu- 
dent Julie Broderick said.

tion to recommend granting club 
status for LGBC. A_ second 
resolution to support the present 
unofficial status of the group 
passed only because Senate 
Chairman Barry Pike voted to 
break a 9 to 9 tie. 

Senators Karen O’Toole and 
Janet Woodka introduced the 
measures. 

“A Jesuit College that supports 
the ideal of the Catholic Church 
and Jesus Christ, who loved 
everyone and suggested we all 
love our neighbors as ourselves, 
should support a gay-lesbian stu- 
dent organization,’’ said O’Toole.

Pike said he voted to support 
the group’s present status so 
members could continue to lobby 


organization who had to stoop so 
low to get a story,’’ Calcagni 
said. ‘‘All they did was get kids in 
trouble.

Adams House Headmaster 
Richard Adams said the students 
want a chance to ‘‘say their 
piece, which Channel 5 didn’t 
give them the opportunity to do.

“I don't feel we have done 
anything unethical, illegal or im- 
moral,’’ Underleider said, ‘‘We 
tried to protect their identities, 
and I certainly couldn't tell who 
they were,” he said. 

Quiroga said Newton North 
was chosen by WCVB because 
students there told reporters that 
open use of drugs is common,

Senior Thomas Restivo said the 
University Forum would hold 
educational discussions on 
homosexuality, beginning tonight 
with a lecture on its theological 
aspect. 

On Feb. 18, the Forum also has 
slated a panel discussion with 
Boston political figures, in- 
cluding a representative from 
Mayor Raymond Flynn’s office 
and a Boston city councilor. Both 
events are scheduled at 8 p.m. in 
the McElroy Commons, said 
Restivo. 

“T have witnessed a great bit of 
anti-homosexual rhetoric,’’ said 
Restivo, a math and computer 
science major, who is chairman 
of the Forum. “It’s not con- 
tributing to the awareness we’re 
trying to bring.”’ 

He said homophobic BC 
students are a ‘‘nameless, vocal, 
small’? group who ‘‘make their 
presence felt through graffiti.”” 

“We are aware of the issue at 
hand and how it is polarizing the 
campus,”’ said Restivo.

the density and scope of the pro- 
ject. While most aldermen 
agreed that Green’s plan to con- 
struct more than 230 units of 
“market rate elderly’ housing 
was a good concept, some had 
problems with the total number 
of units that would be built. 

However, the vast majority of 
the board members, as indicated 
by last night’s vote, said the 
merits of the concept outweighed 
the questions of density. 

“There is a real need in this ci- 
ty for elderly housing,’’ Shaevel 
said. ‘‘Just look at the age of the 
population in the city.”’ 

Another key factor con- 
tributing to the approval was the 
support of the Farlow Hill 
Neighborhood Association 
(FHNA), whose Land Use Com- 
mittee worked out with Green a 
reduction in the total number of 
units before the developer even 
petitioned the board. Green was 
asking for more than 300 units, 
but reduced that to the figure ap- 


protect the students’ identities at 
all.

Martinez prayed that God 
would ‘‘strengthen our resolve to 
fight for justice and truth in our 
land” and asked for ‘‘the in- 
tercession of the Virgin Mary, 
patroness of the Philippines.”” 

Aquino’s niece, Zsazsa A. 
Lichauco, expressed a fear of in- 
evitable violence following the 
election. 

“T'm almost sure there will be 
violence,’ said Lichauco as she 
stood in front of a portrait of her 
late uncle. 


“If Marcos’ loses, he’s going to 
get even with (Corazon) 
somehow. If she loses, she’ll go 
out in the streets and 
demonstrate every day. You can 
only test the patience of the peo- 
ple for a certain length of time,”’ 
she added. 

Lichauco, who hoped to travel 
back to her homeland in August, 
said she expects to get regular 
firsthand reports on the balloting 
during telephone calls from her 
parents. 

“What scares me most is the 
after-effects of the election. I’m 
trying to be optimistic, but I don’t 
think Marcos will let her win. It’s 
not going to be a very pleasant 
place,”’ the 24-year-old said. 

The vote-buying, ballot stuffing 
and bribery that have newspaper 
headlines since the election 
began have become routine in 


Philippine elections because of 
the nation’s widespread poverty, 
according to family friend 
Patricia Yusah, of Lexington. 

“There has always been 
cheating. I wouldn’t be surprised 
if Marcos won. That’s what he 
uses his campaign funds for. It’s 
life there and, because the people 
are so poor, it’s expected,’’ she 
said. 

Dr. Steven G. Agular, presi- 
dent of the Benigno S. Aquino 
Memorial Foundation at 175 
Commonwealth Ave., expressed 
similar concerns. 

“Either way, there will be pro- 
tests questioning the validity of 
the results. God only knows how 
this will be resolved,’ said 
Agular, who fears Marcos will 
lash out against ‘‘Cory’”’ Aquino 
“in an act of desperation.” 

The 43-year-old Belmont 
psychologist believes the election 
will cause ‘‘a new awakening” 
among the people of the Philip- 
pines. 

“The people have never taken 
elections seriously. Maybe now, 
they will come to appreciate 
democracy and the power of the 
ballot box to be an instrument of 
their will,’ he said. 

Although supporters of the 
foundation have been concen- 
trating on raising funds for Cor- 
azon’s campaign, Agular said he 
hopes they will turn their atten- 
tion to paying for the upkeep of 
Benigno Aquino’s former home 
“once this subsides.” 


Bryson wants air rights plans

NEWTON — A petition to 
remove authority for discussing 
air rights development from the 
ordinance creating the Urban 
Design and Beautification Com- 
mission (UDBC) was docketed 
last week by Alderman Polly 
Bryson. 

The move, Bryson said, was in 
part related to the recent con- 
troversy over UDBC Chairman 
Glenn Morris’ issuance of a draft 
report concerning air rights 
development to the Ward 2 
Democratic Committee. The 
main thrust of her petition, she 
said, is to assure that any discus- 
sion of air rights takes place with 
public involvement. 


“Some members of the UDBC 
said they didn’t feel they had the 
expertise for the commission to 
discuss air rights,’ she said. 
“This goes back to last March 
when I received a letter from 
Morris outlining his plans to 
discuss air rights.”” 

Bryson said that poor at- 
tendence, combined with a lack 
of experience in urban planning 
adds up to air rights development 
being discussed in a ‘‘vaccuum” 
by the UDBC. 

‘The ideas were mostly 
Glenn’s,’’ Bryson said. ‘‘Those 
members of the commission who 
did show up for the meetings said 
they didn’t feel confortable deal- 
ing with air rights,” 

Last month, former UDBC 
member Rolce Payne resigned 
over Morris’ report. In addition, 
other members criticised their 
chairman for disregarding re- 
quests to consult the commission 
before going public with any pro- 
posals. 


Morris, however, said in his 
draft report that it was “for 
discussion only,'’ and denied he 
represented the report as the 
work of the commission. Com- 
mission members Margeurite 
Searway and Stanton Lyman last 
week maintained that Morris was 
out of line in making his report 

In addition to the petition, 
Bryson said she and possibly 
Alderman Richard McGrath will 
introduce a resolution calling for 
any future discussion of air rights 
development to take place 
through the Board of Aldermen in

public forums. The alderman, 
who is an outspoken opponent of 
air rights development, said she 
will do anything possible to en- 
sure Newton is not subject to a 
Copley Place-type of develop- 
ment over the Massachusetts 
Turnpike. 


Bryson, as co-chairman with 
Susan Mirsky of the Newton 
Neighborhood Network, sent a 
letter to State Transportation 
Secretary Frederick Salvucci ex- 
pressing her concerns about air 
rights development over the 
Turnpike in Newton. Late last 
month, Salvucci responed by say- 
ing that any development would 
have to be approved by the 
board,

Morris clarifies his 
stand on air rights

NEWTON — Glenn Morris 
last week “‘apologized”’ to the Ur- 
ban Design and Beautification 
Commission for any 
‘“‘misrepresentation” of a report 
he presented to the Jan. 16 Ward 
2 Democratic Committee 
meeting. 

Morris, chairman of the UDBC, 
presented a draft report outlining 
his proposals for imposing limita- 
tions on air rights development 
over the Massachusetts Turnpike 
in Newton. UDBC members 
Marguerite Searway, Rolce 
Payne and Alexander Frisch and 
Alderman Richard McGrath 
criticized Morris for ‘‘falsely’’ 
representing the report as the 
work of the commission. 

Morris countered that charge 
by pointing to the second page of 
the report telling readers “This is 
not an official document of the 
(UDBC) until such time as its ac- 
ceptance and issuance is voted by 
the commission.” 


“T am sorry that certain people 
misrepresented the presenta- 
tion,’’ Morris said to those atten- 
ding last week’s UDBC meeting. 
“I am sorry that some people 
chose to ignore the caveat and 
that people did not make known 
that the report clearly said it was 
not an official document.” 

Despite Morris’ clarification, 
Ward 2 Chairman Martina 
Jackson said after the Jan. 16 
meeting that ‘‘Morris was invited 
to speak on behalf of the UDBC.”’ 

“He said in his opening 
remarks that he was empowered 
to do so,’’ Jacksen said. ‘Given 
that the UDBC has the right to 
discuss air rights, given that he is 
the chairman and given that he is 
the one who made the presenta- 
tion, he is the one we called.”’ 

After that meeting, McGrath 
called for Morris’ resignation

and Payne resigned from the 
commission. 

UDBC member Stanton Lyman 
asked Morris why he went ahead 
with his presentation without an 
official authorization from the 
commission. Morris told him that 
as chairman, it is his respon- 
sibility to take ‘‘the generalized 
mandate of the commission and 
present it to the public.” 

Lyman criticized Morris for 
not presenting the report to the 
commission before going public 
with it, which the UDBC asked 
him to do in July. 

“How can you justify (presen- 
ting the report)?’’ Lyman asked 
Morris. “It should have been 
discussed before you went to 
Newtonville.” 

Morris said he provided the 
report to the Jan. 15 UDBC 
meeting and informed one of the 
two members who attended that 
he would be presenting it the next 
night to the Ward 2 committee. 

That answer, however, did not 
suit Lyman. 

“T read (the minutes of the 
Dec. 4 UDBC meeting) as saying 
the committee said any discus- 
sion with the press or public on 
air rights should be presented 
with a disclaimer or advise- 
ment,’’ he said. “I’m an ar- 
chitect, not a lawyer, and I don’t 
know the legal technicalities, but 
it says please refrain (from 
publicly discussing air-rights) 
until you talk to us.”” 

Morris said he would ask com- 
mission members at the Feb. 19 
UDBC meeting to vote on 
“whether or not materials 
distributed by the chairman met 
the qualifications endorsed by 
the UDBC at the Dec. 4 meeting.” 

He referred to a motion that 
“any comments regarding air 
rights development guidelines 
that are made to the newspapers 
or others, by the chairman, 
should first be discussed with the 
commission.”

Ten Percent Ordinance under question

NEWTON — When developers of multi- 
family residential projects want to do 
business in the Garden City, they must con- 
sider contributions to the city’s low- and 
moderate-income housing stock as part of 
their expenses, 

Newton has, since 1972, asked developers 
to contribute a percentage of a develop- 
ment’s units, or the equivalent in cash. 
However, since 1977 when the policy became 
an ordinance, questions have been raised 
about what a developer’s responsibilities 
are. In addition, developer Michael Iodice of 
Weston is challenging the legality of the con- 
cept of the Ten Percent Ordinance in court. 

During last week’s Board of Aldermen 
meeting, some aldermen introduced amend- 
ments to the petitions of two developers ask- 
ing for an increase in what was being offered 
to meet the ordinance’s obligations, While 
both measures were defeated, the moves 
once again raise the question of what a 
developer is required to contribute when 
building in Newton. 


Though the ordinance is fairly clear for 
developments of more than 10 units, where 
the formula is approximately one unit to be 
contributed for every 10 built, the picture 
becomes a little more muddled for 
developments of less than 10 units. 

“The Ten Percent Ordinance is admittedly 
imperfect at times,’ City Solicitor Daniel 
Funk says. ‘There has been litigation over it 
at times and when it is resolved we try to 
clarify the sticking points. One of the 
arguments in the Iodice suit is vagueness 
beyond specific language. If it is a matter of 
interpretation, the city tries to be consistent 
so if a developer comes in he knows what to 
expect.” 

Developer Frederick Destefano disagrees. 
Last week his petition to convert a former 


convalescent home on Washington Street in- 
to a 6-unit condominium development ran in- 
to some problems when Alderman Richard 
McGrath asked Destefano to contribute 
more than the ‘15 percent of the price of the 
highest selling unit or $30,000, which ever is 
more.” 

“The ordinance is so arbitrary right now 
that it is unfair,’’ Destafano says. 
“Developers have no idea what they are get- 
ting into.”’ 

McGrath was asking that Destefano, 
whose petition eventually passed, contribute 
the cash equivalent of 10 percent of the six 
units. Had McGrath's amendment passed, 
Destefano would have contributed approx- 
imately $107,000 as opposed to the $30,000 
figure he offered. 

McGrath said that if developers of projects 
containing less than 10 units were allowed to 
contribute less than 10 percent of the total 
number of units, developers would be more 
inclined to build smaller projects. 

Destefano, however, says the way he 
understands it, the ordinance only requires 
developers to contribute 10 percent of one 
unit if the project contains less than 10 units. 
He adds that his offer was ‘‘over and above” 
what the ordinance requires him to con- 
tribute. 

Funk would not offer an interpretation, 
saying “it is one of the questions that has 
never been asked of us by (the city)."” 

Planning Director Barry Canner, whose 
department oversees collection and distribu- 
tion of funds and units, agrees with 
Destefano that the ordinance is ‘‘vague.”” 

“In cases of less than 10 units,’’ he says, 
“the contributions vary depending on the 
development. There is no hard and fast rule. 
Itis vague.” 

Because of the ambiguities of the or- 
dinance, Destefano says the board is sending 
a negative message to developers. 

“It is important that the board should put 


the issue to bed once and for all,’’ he says. 
“The ordinance should be rewritten to make 
it clearer to a developer exactly what he or 
she is expected to do before beginning a pro- 
ject. I know I wouldn’t be able to afford to 
contribute $107,000.”” 

Similarly, McGrath asked Alan Green to 
contribute in excess of the 11 one-bedroom 
units being offered as compensation for his 
proposed 251-unit Farlow Hill development. 
McGrath was asking Green to make his con- 
tributions on the basis of total number of 
bedrooms, not units. Because 113 of the 251 
units Green wants to develop are in Newton, 
he is only required to contribute 11 units. 
McGrath, however, said the city is being 
shortchanged because the site will contain 
more than 200 bedrooms in Newton. 
McGrath said he would like to see Green's 
contributions based on that figure. His col- 
leagues, however, disagreed and killed two 
amendments calling for an increase in 
Green’s contribution that would have includ- 
ed multi-bedroom units, 

Green, who says he is in favor of 
developers contributing to Newton’s housing 
stock, would not comment on the amend- 
ments. 

Funk says that as far as developments 
greater than 10 units, the ordinance is clear. 

“Units are units,’ he says, ‘‘not 
bedrooms.”’ 

While Destefano says developers are upset 
with the ordinance’s ambiguities, Mayor 
Theodore Mann says because real estate is 
at such a premium in the city, there is no 
shortage of people who want to develop here. 

“One of the things I talk about when people 
come to me with plans for developing in 
Newton," Mann says, “‘is voluntary linkage. 
Newton property is very much in demand. 
There is a great need for affordable housing 
in this city, and one of the things we talk 
about when negotiating is how to meet that 
need. 


Easements sought for sewer system overhaul

NEWTON — Efforts to 
overhaul Newton’s aging and in- 
efficient sewer system are gain- 
ing momentum as the city seeks 
construction easements from 45 
residents and a $9.1 million bond 
authorization for construction. 

“This is the biggest and most 
expensive project the city will 
have undertaken in the past cou- 
ple of decades - with the exclu- 
sion of Newton North High,” said 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW) Commissioner James L. 
Hickey. 

The bond authorization would 
fund phase 1 of an estimated $16 
million, two-part project to solve 
the city’s sewer problems, 
Hickey said. 

Phase 1 construction should 
begin sometime in 1987, Hickey 
said. He would not speculate on a 
completion date. ‘I'd like to 
move forward as quickly as 
possible,’’ he said. 

Limited capacity in existing 
lines causes backups and 
overflows that periodically dump 
raw sewage into residences and 
the Charles River, the commis- 
sioner said. 

Letters requesting temporary 
construction easements were 
mailed last Friday to 45 residents 
whose properties are near the 
Charles River. 

Hickey said he will also press 
for the bond authorization with a 
“major presentation” at the 
aldermanic Public Facilities 
Committee meeting Feb. 24. 


Public Facilities and the 
Finance Committee will make 
recommendations, but the final 
decision rests with the full Board 
of Aldermen. 

The city submitted its bond 
authorization request to 
aldermen in November 1985. 
Hickey would not speculate 
whether Public Facilities will 
make its recommendation Feb. 
24. 

He did, however, say, “I would 
hope it could be acted upon in the 
not too distant future. That's one 
of the goals of the Feb. 24 presen- 
tation.” 


The city needs the easements 
to lay pipes to the South Side and 
Quinobequin sewer mains. The 
lines stretch along the Charles 
River from Quinobequin Road in 
Waban to the Charles River Golf 
Course in Newton Highlands. 

Expanding the capacity of 
those mains is the centerpiece 
and most expensive portion of 
Phase 1 - an estimated $6.5 
million, Hickey said. 


The piping on those mains cur- 
rently narrows from 30 inches to 
24 inches to 16 inches, causing 
backups and overflows during 
rainy periods, 

The project calls for replacing 
those lines with pipes that range 
from 24 inches to 42 inches in 
diameter. 

The DPW will hold 
neighborhood meetings Feb. 19, 
25 and 27 to discuss the need for 
easements and the overall pro- 
ject, Hickey said. Those sessions 


Three funding sources cited 


NEWTON — The city has three 
potential state reimbursement 
sources for its $9.1 million sewer 
project, including one program 
that bypassed Newton in 1984, 

Department of Public Works 
(DPW) Commissioner James L. 
Hickey on Friday said the city 
plans to aggressively pursue 
each of those state sources, 

On that same day, the city sub- 
mitted its application for 90 per- 
cent state reimbursement for 
over $280,000 of sewer work, 
Hickey said. 

Another source is the state's 
Chapter 557 program, which of- 
fers up to $3 million for various 
types of sewer work, The city 





those funds in November 1985, 
Hickey said. 

The city also hopes to snag its 
share of $357 million in state 
money made available in a 
recently passed bill, Hickey said. 
The three-part legislation was 
signed by Gov. Michael S, 
Dukakis in January. 


One section of the program of- 
fers 90 percent state reimburse- 
ment for sewer projects that 
qualify under federal 
Evironmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) standards, Hickey said. 


Qualification is determined by 
priority points assigned to a com- 








are tentatively scheduled for the 
Emerson Community Center in 
Upper Falls. 

Aldermen must approve the 
easements, Hickey said. ‘‘It’s go- 
ing to be very important that the 
Board of Aldermen act on that in 
a timely manner,” he said. 

Phase 1 also calls for 
upgrading the city’s seven ex- 
isting wastewater pumping sta- 
tions in Auburndale and Waban. 
The key part of that work, which 
began in April 1985, is replacing 
most of the pumps and motors, 
Hickey said. 

The project includes the 
building of a new $1.4 million 
pum ing station at Elliot Street 
where the Quinobequin and South 
Side mains join. 

Sewer facilities at scattered 
sites throughout the city will also 
be upgraded under Phase 1, 
Hickey said. Whatever sewer 
work remains to be done will be 
completed during the second 
phase, he said. 

Efforts to improve Newton's 
sewers began in the late 1970s 
when the city tested the system 
for leaks and illegal sump 
pumps. 





Residents use the pumps to 
drain water from flooded 
basements into sewer lines, over- 
taxing the capacity of city and 
regional systems. 

After several required studies, 
the state’s Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering 
(DEQE) approved the city’s 
Wastewater Facilities Plan in 
January 1985. The plan outlines 
Newton’s sewer rehabilitation 
program. 

The local sewer project is part 
of a regional effort to improve 
waste treatment facilities. Early 
last year, Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis established the 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA) to oversee 
that task as well as the cleanup of 
Boston Harbor. 

Communities served by the 
MWRa - including Newton - send 
their sewage to treatment plants 
at Deer Island and Nut Island on 
Boston harbor. 

“When the city repairs its own 
sewers, you’re helping to im- 
prove the overall water quality of 
the Charles River and the overall 
cleanup of Boston harbor," 
Hickey said.

Developers contribute either 
cash or housing units when 
building multi-family projects 
in the city. The units can either 
be on- or off-site, and be con- 
tributed either outright, or 
sold to the NCDA at reduced 
rates.

Frank attacks Reagan's budget

NEWTON — Congressman Barney Frank 
(D-Newton), comparing the Gramm- 
Rudman-Hollings (GRH) bill to his own bat- 
tle of the bulge, chided supporters of the 
budget-balancing act for attempting to ac- 
complish too much, too soon. 

“T’m an expert at reductions,” Frank told 
about 150 members of the League of Women 
Voters at the First Baptist Church Monday. 
“Three years ago, I set out to lose about 75 
pounds. Under the Gramm-Rudman act, the 
federal government will have to cut a $200 
billion deficit to $0 in five years without 
reducing taxes. Had I tried to lose the weight 
too quickly, it would have been deleterious to 
my health, and I think reducing the defecit 
that quickly will be deleterious to the health 
of the nation.’” 

Saying Ronald Reagan and Casper 
Weinberger are the only two persons in 
Washington D.C. who believe that the GRH 
can accomplish what it was designed for, 
Frank attacked the Reagan administration 
for requesting increases in the military 
budget while calling for reductions in 
domestic programs. 

“Ronald Reagan wants to increase the 
military budget by $33 million, which ex- 
ceeds the total for the Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children and Food Stamps pro- 
grams, the basic economic life support to the 
poorest of the poor.”” 

While Frank admitted that there were 
some problems with both federal aid pro- 
grams, he said federal money would be bet- 
ter spent on programs that help people 
rather than a bloated military budget rife 
with mismanagement. 

“T do not want to leave this country 
without defenses,’ Frank said. ‘The Soviet 
Union has a system of government that is 
morally offensive. Not far from where we

Frank also lashed out at the military 
retirement system, which “‘forces”’ officers 
to retire when they are 45 if they have not at-

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tained high-ranking commissions, That, he 
said, reduces the military’s management 
capacity by allowing qualified managers to 
shift to public sector jobs in the defense in- 
dustry. In addition to losing quality 
mangers, Frank said, the chances of conflict 
of interest and pandering are increased by 
having former military men negotiate pro- 
curement contracts with the current 
military leadership. 

To counter that, Frank said he supported a 
bill requiring retired military personnel to 
wait two years after retirement before ob- 
taining a job in the defense industry. That 
measure, he said, was also defeated. 

Continuing his outspoken criticism of 
Reagan's military budget proposals, Frank 
said the $3.75 billion the President wants for 
the Space Defense Initiative, or Star Wars, 
would be better spent on domestic programs. 

“No one believes that we can have a leak- 
proof screen over the United States,’’ he 
said. “It is the nature of technology that any 
system designed by humans can be 
countered by humans. To fund Star Wars, 
Ronald Reagan wants to end virtually all ur- 
ban programs.” 

Frank used the success of federally sub- 
sidized housing for the elderly as an example 
of the kinds of programs that would no 
longer be available if Reagan gets his way. 

“Some government programs don’t work 
well,”’ he said. ‘‘But I don’t know of a federal 
elderly housing project that doesn’t have a 
long waiting list. That is the mark of success. 
If Reagan is successful, the only federally 
funded housing would be Imelda Marcos’ 
real estate in the Philippines.”’ 

As a counter-proposal, Frank suggested 
increases in cigarette and gasoline taxes, 
combined with stretching the deadline for a 
balanced budget to 10 years and reducing the 
military budget. That way, he said, the 
federal defecit would be eliminated while 
maintaining domestic support programs.

So you’re elderly, or you live alone, and you’d 
like another warm body around the house. Or 
your kids could use a good lesson in responsibili- 
ty — and you think caring for another living 
creature might just fit the bill. 

Well, before you head off to the pet shop or 
local pound, there are a few things you should 
know about the process of picking a pet. Done 
correctly, it can bring you a match that offers 
years of rich rewards in love and companion- 
ship. Done incorrectly, it can lead to tragedy. 

Fortunately, there are some easy guidelines to 
follow in choosing the pet that’s right for you. 


Can you care for it properly 

First and foremost is deciding whether you're 
really in a position to take on a pet at all. 

“This should be a very carefully, consciously, 
well-though-out decision including all members 
of the family. The biggest danger is impulse buy- 
ing,’’ stresses Dr. Gus Thornton, chief of staff at 
Angell Memorial Animal Hospital in Jamaica 
Plain and commentator on WEEI-Radio’s public 
service for pet owners series. 

Thornton says you should ask yourself three 
important questions: 

*Can I afford it? 

*DoI have the time to care for it? 

¢ What are my responsibilities to that pet? 

Both Thornton and Dr. Seymour Bigman, 
owner and director of Kindness Animal Hospital 
in Waltham, stress that pets are totally depen- 
dent on their owners, and that provisions must be 
made for weekends and even days away. 

“There's an obligation involved in (taking on a 
pet) — even a bird or a goldfish,” says Bigman, 
adding, ‘‘A pet is really not a pet unless you can 
spend some time with him.” 

Bigman particularly discourages college 
students, many of whom lead very active and un- 
predictable lives, from taking in pets they may 
not be able to keep. 

Assess your lifestyle 


Once you’ve decided you have the time, money 
and interest to take care of a pet, you need to 
think about what type would best suit your 
lifestyle. 

Sometimes, as you go through the first set of 
questions it may become obvious that the puppy 
or kitten that initially piqued your interest is 
really a little more than you can handle. That 
may be the time to consider the wide variety of 
small animals, fish, reptiles and birds — or, if 
you have some acreage around your home, even 
farm animals — that can make equally satisfy- 
ing pets. 

Once again, you must ask yourself: 

¢ How much space can I provide for this pet? 

* How much of a time commitment can I 
make? 

¢ What can I afford? 

* Does my family have special needs? 

Often, many animals are immediately exclud- 
ed by limited living space. Bigman recommends 
that apartment dwellers consider only small 
dogs, under 15-20 pounds. Large, lively dogs need 
frequent exercise and enough space for their 
energy level. Keeping them cooped up — even 
with one or two walks a day — is simply not fair 
to the animal, he stresses. 

Lhasa apsos, shi-tzus, skipper kees, cocker 
spaniels, bulldogs and Boston terriers all are

one that's right for you 


ideal for apartment living, says Bigman. He aiso 
believes cats should be kept indoors at all times 
— where they are safe from cars and larger pets 
in the city, and from wild animals in the country. 

If you have lots of yard space enough to 
meet town health department requirements - 
and enough time and interest to care for them, 
you might consider such pets as geese and ducks, 
chickens, goats, pigs or even horses. 

If you don’t have enough space for a cat or 
aren’t able to get out to walk a dog, you can still 
get lots of interaction from birds such as 
parakeets, notes Dr. Bradley Moses, a chief 
clinician at Bruce Veterinary Clinic in Dedham, 
director of medicine at South Shore Veterinary 
Associates and a clinical professor at Tufts 
School of Veterinary Medicine. And, he says, 
children often enjoy smaller, caged pets such as 
guinea pigs and rabbits. 

The time commitment involved in caring for a 
pet includes exercising; feeding; grooming; 
cage-, stall-, litter box-, or tank-cleaning; visits 
to the veterinarian; house-breaking and training 
for young animals; and just general time to en- 
joy. For large dogs and some farm animals, this 
can translate to several hours a day. And even 
for fish it will mean several hours a week of care, 
says Thornton. 

When figuring what you can afford, you need to 
consider the cost of buying the pet, purchasing 
any supplies needed to care for it, feeding, 
grooming and medical expenses. 

“Off the top of my head, I'd suggest medical 
expenses, including neutering, would be around 
$100 a year for cats and dogs,’’ says Bigman. Of 
course, any major accidents or health problems 
could up that figure. 

Bigman estimates the cost of feeding a small 
dog or a cat to be about $3-$5 a week, or $150-$250 
a year. For a large dog, feeding costs can be 
closer to $700-$800 a year, he says. 

Long-haired dogs will mean added time or 
money in grooming expense, depending on 
whether the work is done at home or by a groom- 
ing shop. 

Thornton recommends getting a good book 
from the library on the type of pet you plan to 
buy, and talking to knowledgeable store owners, 
breeders or shelter operators to decide which 
type of fish, bird or dog would be best for you and 
learn about the animal’s environmental, feeding 
and other needs. 

If you have small children, family members 
with allergies, other pets in your home or other 
special considerations, you need to take extra 
care in choosing a pet that will meet your needs. 


And if you’re thinking about getting a highly | 


unusual pet, you might want to think again. 

Both Thornton and Moses recommend staying 
away from all exotics, all wild animals and all 
primates, ‘‘They just don't meke good pets,’’ 
Thornton says flatly. ‘‘And their maintenance 
and environment requirements are very, very 
specific.” 

Thornton includes in the exotic category such 
pets as monkeys, snakes, lizards and iguanas. 
Exotic fish are generally OK, he says, as are 
many exotic birds. 

The veterinarians except from their no-exotics 
rule that tiny percentage of people who are 
highly interested in a specific reptile or animal 
and are really dedicated to studying about its 
needs. 

Where to buy 


Breeders, animal shelters, specialty pet 
stores, newspaper ads and friends can all be 
good sources for your new pet. Where you go 
may depend in part on what you are looking for. 

“T always tell people to look at home first,’’ 
says Alan Borgal, manager of the Pine Ridge 
Animal! Center on Pine Street in Dedham. The 
shelter, which opened in December, is owned 
and operated by the Animal Rescue League. 

Animal shelters take in not only full grown 
dogs and cats, but also puppies and kittens, preg- 
nant animals and smaller pets such as rabbits, 
hamsters and gerbils, Borgal says he hopes 
sometime to begin taking in livestock, as well. 

Pets purchased at a shelter have been spayed 
or neutered if they are old enough, or if not the 
operation is already scheduled, and they are up 
to-date on all shots. Sometimes they also have 
had other operations, such as declawing for cats, 
and often they ar lready housebroken, In- 
formation on the animal's history frequently is 
available and new owners are allowed a two- 
week trial period with the pet 

In addition, the Animal! Rescue League runs a 
“Pets for People’ program for the elderly 
Under the program, anyone over 60 can receive a 
free pet, basic pet supplies and food coupons 
from any league shelter, plus free initial follow- 
up medica] care at the league's Boston clinic 

Veterinarians sometimes also hear of animals 
available for adoption. And newspaper ads and 
friends can be a perfectly satisfactory way to get 
pets, expecially puppies and kittens, which most

likely have been reared in a home, says Thorn- 
ton. Moses recommends asking to meet an 
animal’s parents whenever possible in order to 
gauge their disposition and general health. 

For similar reasons, pet shops are not always 
the best place to get puppies and kittens, Thorn- 
ton adds. He maintains most pet shops must ob- 
tain their young pets through what he terms the 
“puppy mill process,”’ by which they are shipped 
across the country and may arrive under- 
nourished and parasitized. In addition, he says, 
most people impulse buy in a pet shop. 

But Thornton also recommended reputable 
specialty pet stores with knowledgeble staff as a

good place to buy such pets as fish and birds. Fo. 
many types of pets — particularly non-mammals 
— apet store may be the only option. 

Shawn Dowling, a sales clerk at Debby’'s 
Petland in the Dedham Mall, notes that Debby’s 
offers a full 18-month health guarantee, carries 
all the necessary supplies and is available for 
later consultation on all the pets it sells. He says 
their pets also are up-to-date on all shots and 
wormings. 

A pet store, says Dowling, can offer the variety 
that a shelter can’t. Any breeds or animals not 
kept in stock can be ordered. 

If you are interested in showing or breeding, a 
professional breeder is probably the best source. 
Breeders can be expensive, however, and 
purebred dogs — even unusual ones — can be ob- 
tained from animal shelters and pet stores. If 
you’re looking for something special at a shelter, 
usually you can leave your name and they will 
notify you if it arrives. 


Making a good match 


Once you've decided on a fish, a bird, a dog or 
a gerbil, you need to pick out the breed — and the 
individual — that’s right for you. This is where 
library research and talks with knowledgeable 
people can really make the difference between a

perfect marriage and uneasy cohabitation. 

If you’re looking at dogs, labradors and golden 
i s make excellent family pets, says 
. “They are good-natured and tolerate a 
great deal of hair-pulling or ear-pulling and real- 
ly are excellent with children,’’ he explains. 

Likewise, says Moses, chow-chows, which 
come more from the wolf side of the dog family, 
make one of the worst family pets because they 
are not as trustworthy with young kids. 

A good resource can be Dr. Daniel F’. Tortora’s 
“The Right Dog for You: Choosing A Breed that 
Matches Your Personality, Family and 
Lifestyle,’ published by Simon and Schuster, 
recommends Moses. 

“Oftentimes the cross-bred animals have 
some of the best features of the different 
breeding lines that went into them and can be a 
superior pet,’’ he adds. 

Beyond considerations such as compatibility 
with children and degree of care required, ‘‘You 
want to try to match the metabolic rate or the 
personality, so to speak, (of owners and pets) ... 
so they will be at ease with each other,”’ says 
Moses. Some dogs tend to have hyperactive per- 
sonalities, while others may be more relaxed. 

In the end, he says, the decision comes down to 
the individual animal, since often personalities 
can vary even within breeds. 

Moses offers two not-very-scientific but simple 
tests for picking out the most promising puppy 
from a litter. First: take a puppy seven to eight 
weeks old (the ideal age for adoption) and hold it 
upside down to see how trusting it acts. The more 
trusting, the better. Second: put it down in the 
center of the room and see if it follows you as you 
walk away or if it immediately starts to have its 
attention attracted elsewhere. A strong bonding 
with people is preferable. 

In choosing an older animal, Moses suggests 
looking for evidence of good socialization. As for 
taking in a specially trained animal, the new 
owner would need to learn as much as the dog so 
that he or she could properly control the animal, 
says Moses. 


Pets don’t make good presents 


A word on buying pets for other people: Don't. 

Picking a pet is a very personal and individual 
choice, stress veterinarians, shelter operators 
and pet store staff. It should never be done 
without the receiver’s knowledge and input, and 
is better not attempted at all. 

Says Dowling, of Debby’s Petland, ‘‘It’s like 
picking a child for someone.’’ He adds that 
owners grieving over the loss of a pet rarely 
want an identical replacement, as their well- 
intentioned friends often believe. 

Thornton of Angell Memorial cautions against 
buying pets for too young children ‘‘before they 
know that it’s not a rag-doll.’’ 

Says Thornton, ‘‘There’s even a lot of hear- 
tache that goes with a bowl of fish.”” 
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If you pick up a stray dog or 
cat and plan on keeping it, the 
first thing you need to do is 
notify the proper authorities 
(i.e.: the town animal control 
officer or town police). The 
second thing you need to do is 
take it to a veterinarian and 
have it checked over 
thoroughly. 





Dogs are considered pro- 
perty, notes Alan Borgal, 
manager of the Pine Ridge 
Animal Center in Dedham, 
and state law requires you to 
notify officials within 48 hours 
of taking in a stray. Itis alsoa 
good idea to put up “found” 
posters in your neighborhood 
supermarket and take out an 
ad in the local paper, in order 
to give the owner a chance to 
come forward 





If the owner is located, 
there are certain ‘“‘finder’’ 
laws that apply. These re- 
quire the owner to reimburse 
you for money spent on food 
and veterinary bills during 
the time you cared for the 
animal. 


If you know you want to 





keep the stray if its owner is 
not found, you should take it 
to a vet, since you have no 
idea whether the animal has 
health problems that need 
treatment or could pose a 
threat to you, your family or 
your other pets. The 
veterinarian may also be able 
to give you some insight into 
the animal’s behavior, which 
could help you avoid being 
bitten, says Borgal 


Taking in strays is a very 
“iffy” situation, says Dr. Gus 


Thornton, chief of staff at 
Angell Memorial Anima! 
Hospital. ‘*The people have to 
realize they are accepting all 
of the responsibilities (of 
owning a pet) we talked 
about, plus they have no idea 
about its background, im 
munizations, disposition or 


whether it is healthy or sick.” 


Leave wild animals to nature 
If it's a wild animal that’s 
caught your attention 
forget it, say the experts. Not 
only are there a host of state 
laws that forbid you to keep 
wild animals, but they make 


lousy pets and can be quite 
dangerous 

If you find injured wildlife, 
don’t touch it, says Dr. 
Vaughan R. Pratt, executive 
director of the New England 
Wildlife Center, a non-profit 
organization located in 
Hingham. Call the center, 
which will assess the situa- 
tion over the phone and may 
pick up the animal or ask you 
to transport it 

And if it’s an orphaned bird 
or animal, leave it alone 
because chances are it’s not 
really orphaned, says Pratt 
It is natural for baby birds to 
fall out of nests and flounder 
on the ground while they are 
learning to fly, he says. And 
rabbits routinely hide their 
young in the grass during the 
day while they go off to eat 

If you take it into your own 
hands to care for injured or 
orphaned wildlife, its chances 
for survival! will be very slim 
And if it lives to adulthood, it 
will likely become hostile as 
its hormones change, says 
Pratt

Two people meet, fall in love 
and live happily ever after, or so 
the story goes. But there is more 
choice and work to the matter 
than just that, according to Dr. 
Marygrace McCullough, a 
therapist who does pre-marriage 
counseling. 

“Falling in love isn’t an ac- 
curate description of what it is,” 
she said. ‘‘It is making a decision 
to love. It is people who are will- 
ing to make a decision that in- 
volves commitment over time 
and leaves room for individual 
growth and mutual growth.” 

The basis for a relationship has 
to be a commitment over time 
and a willingness to make ad- 
justments throughout life, said 
McCullough, who has been in- 
volved in pre-marriage counsel- 
ing about 10 years. Her primary 
concern in teaching marriage 
preparation workshops is helping 
engaged couples realize such ad- 
justments are inevitable and that 
it is all right to seek help when 
confronted with them. 

“T help them look back to their 
past to see how they’ve done so 
far,’’ she said, ‘‘so they see there 
are resources within themselves 
and in the greater community 
which they can turn to.” 

McCullough is currently 
teaching a four week marriage 
preparation course for engaged 
couples at the Interfaith Counsel- 
ing Service in West Newton, 
where she is a staff therapist. 
However, she has prepared 
similar programs for several 
years as well as programs train- 
ing married couples and clergy to

Couples learn about these 
areas through lectures, reading 





materials, and discussions shar- 
ing experiences.

“T think one role of the course 
is it helps them affirm where the 
relationship is at,’’ said Me- 
Cullough. ‘‘It helps them realize 
problem solving doesn’t have to 
rest only on their own shoulders. 
They can go outside for help.” 
Another goal of the program is 
to help couples develop skills to 


intereact better. Couples can 
learn to communicate better, 
despite often having poor role 
models in their famlies, ac- 
cording to McCullough. 

“The program doesn’t prevent 
problems or solve them in ad- 
vance,"’ she said. ‘‘But hopefully 
it helps people more conscious, to 
make better choices and better 
decisions.” 

Such pre-marriage counseling 
cannot guarantee a marriage will 


not fail or that there will not be 
problems. However, Mc- 
Cullough’s follow-up studies on 
former “students” indicate it 
does encourage couples to seek 
help earlier when they are having 
problems. 

“People who feel their mar- 
riage is in trouble go for help,” 
she said. ‘‘That’s one of the con- 
sequences of couples willing to do 
something - they turn to help 
before the situation gets impossi- 


\ ble.” 

McCullough said she has seen a 
tremendous growth in the area of 
pre-marriage counseling in the 
last 10 years, since she entered 
the field. The state of the family, 
including the high divorce rate 
and the number of couples in 
their late 20's and early 30's mar- 
rying, are factors which led to 
this growth, she added. 

“People train for every other 
field in life, for every other voca- 
tion, but for the most primary 
vocation in life, people have 
traditionally taken little time to 
prepare,”’ said the therapist. 

More recently, people are see- 
ing they must be more responsi- 
ble for running their own lives 
and realizing marriage is not just 
the next step after graduating 
from school. ‘Couples are taking 
the time before marriage to plan 
not just for the wedding, but for 
the rest of their lives,’’ said Me- 
Cullough. 

McCullough’s own interest in 
pre-marriage counseling grew 
out of her studies in psychology. 
She said she wondered whether 
there was a way to encourage 
people to examine major issues 
before marriage instead of after. 
The Weymouth resident is the 
author of ‘Take My Hand, Share 
My Life: a program for engaged 
couples” and holds a doctor of 
ministry in pastoral counseling 
from the Boston University 
School of Theology. 

The $100 marriage preparation 
course is being offered at the In- 
terfaith Counseling Service for 
the first time. Based on the 
response it has received, Mc 
Cullough predicted the course 
will be offered again in the fall. 


Beauty business booming in backwoods

BURLINGTON, Vt. (AP) — In the world of hair- 
cutting, Vermont style, they are the big kids on the 
block — and getting bigger. 

William O’Brien and his two sons, Timothy and 
William Jr., head Vermont’s largest hairdressing 
and beauty business, with 17 salons and a beauty 
school, the O’Brien’s School of Cosmetology, that 
supplies hairdressers to staff the salons. 

The salons come with different names and motifs. 
The Frank Cooper beauty salons are sleek, 
sophisticated, contemporary. At Hair Cuts for Less, 
the surroundings are spare, budget-minded. The 
O’Brien’s Beauty Salons look like the traditional 
full-service shops they are. 

What has set the O’Briens apart is their innova- 
tion and business sense. The father and two sons 
run their beauty salons like businessmen, not like 
artists, and it shows: 

*Employees are paid a salary with benefits, 
unlike the traditional commission arrangement in 
which hair stylists take home a percentage of the 
business they generate. 

*Last year, the salons were computerized. Now, 
clients’ names and addresses are carefully main- 
tained; cards are sent out to remind customers to 
get a haircut, to wish them a happy birthday. 

*Each salon and employee is monitored for pro- 
ductivity. 

°The business is expanding rapidly. Last year the 
company began five new Hair Cuts for Less and 
Frank Coopers, including ome in West Lebanon, 
N.H.

have increased 70 percent a year since 1977, largely 
through expansion. 

That expansion, he said, usually was not financed 
through bank loans. 

Sitting in their offices in the Frank Cooper/Clip 
building on Main Street in Burlington, the two 
brothers explained their success. 

“When people think of hair salons, the connota- 
tion is Marge doing Palmolive commercials,”’ said 
William O’Brien Jr, 

“With her pink uniform on,”’ interrupted Timothy 
O’Brien. ‘‘A lot of people in our industry don’t look 
at it as a business. The trump card we hold is we 
look at it as a real business and run it as a real 
business.”’ 

The two brothers run Frank Cooper/Clip (a salon 
for men) and Hair Cuts for Less. Their father, 
whom they affectionately call the ‘chairman of the 
board,”’ is in charge of O’Brien’s and the 
cosmetology school. The three do not tread on each 
other’s territory, the brothers explained, although 
they share ideas and a warehouse. 

William O’Brien Jr., 35, handles finances, wears 
a conservative tie, gray slacks and blue sport coat 
and holds a business degree from Champlain Col- 
lege. 

His brother, Timothy, 31, more casually dressed 
in corduroys and sweater, handles management 
and training. He is a former hairdresser who went 
to the cosmetology school. 

Their father refused to be interviewed. He has 
always turned down interviews, his associates say, 
and has done his best over the years to limit the 
publicity the O’Briens receive. He would not pose 
for a picture, either. 

Jo Jimmo, who runs the O’Brien’s School of 
Cosmetology, explained that the senior O'Brien 
“has no ego.’’ But she would not say much else 
about her longtime boss, saying, ‘‘He won't let me.”

The ‘youth business’ 


The two brothers, who grew up in the business 
founded in the 1950s (‘‘Our father had us in there 
cleaning combs and brushes on Saturday,” said 
Timothy O’Brien), started Frank Cooper in 1977. 

“We decided to get into the youth business,” said 
Timothy O’Brien. They chose the name Frank 
Cooper because it was “British and tweedy- 
sounding.’ (No, there is no stylist named Frank 
Cooper cutting hair.) They decided to use a name 
other than O’Brien to ‘tap into a new market 
without hurting (our) existing market.”” 

The brothers then started Clip, to appeal to men. 
They opened a Frank Cooper in Rutland in 1981, 
where they hit on the Hair Cuts for Less idea. 

In Rutland, they explained, their clients wanted 
services a la carte — to pay for the shampoo, the 
cut, the blow dry separately. So, the O’Briens decid- 
ed to create a no-frills salon which could offer all 
those services separately and at a low cost. The 
first Hair Cuts for Less opened on Pear! Street in 
Burlington in 1982. The chain now has five stores, 

The no-frills beauty shop is a trend growing 
around the country, said Dan MacAltine, editor of 
Cutter Magazine, a trade journal for salon owner: 

But many in the hairdressing industry in V 
mont disapprove of these salons, saying the prices 
undercut them and a 15-minute haircut is not good 
for the profession. 

“It's a kick in the pants to a hairdresser that's 
trying to make it,” said Shirley Webb, chairman of 
the state Cosmetology Board. “It’s cutthroat,” she 
said, to offer a $6 cut when elsewhere they cost 
more than $9.

The brothers have heard the criticism, and deny 
they are ruining the industry. 

‘We are not trying to take business away from”’ 
other salons, said William O’Brien Jr. The pricing 
was designed to lure people getting ‘kitchen cuts”’ 
into professional salons, the brothers said. And they 
train the hairdressers to give a 15-minute cut, ‘‘a 
good one," argued William O’Brien Jr. In addition 
to Haircuts for Less, the O’Briens are used to br- 
inging new trends to Vermont. 

In the 1960s, said Jimmo, William O'Brien was 
the first to open a walk-in salon where no appoint- 
ment was necessary. In the 1970s, Jimmo said, 
William O’Brien decided to throw out the conven- 
tional hair dryers which were standard in all beau- 
ty salons, and buy hand-held blowdryers. 


Introducing computers 


In recent years, the O’Briens were among the 
first in the industry to begin paying employees a 
salary to computerize. : 

“They are very advanced,” MacAltine said. Six 
years ago, paying salaries was unheard of, he said. 
Now, about 30 percent of salons have abandoned the 
commission arrangement, a movement Cutter en- 
courages. And computerization, while rare, is 
growing, MacAltine said. 

But MacAltine was most impressed that the fami- 
ly operates four types of salons under different 
names. 

“That's extremely unusual,” he said, ‘‘that they 
are that sophisticated to break down the operation 
into different divisions."” 

The O'Briens employ between 150 and 200 people. 
The school is a major contributor to their success. 

William O’Brien opened the Vermont College of 
Cosmetology in 1964. A year later, illness forced 
him to sell to Guy Neveu, the current owner. In 


| 1971, the O’Brien School of Cosmetology started.

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Development rapped at village meetings

AUBURNDALE Resentment among 
neighborhoods could result if the city’s Village 
Study recommendations make some villages 
more vulnerable to commercial development 
than others, Windermere Road resident Susan 
Silbey said at last week’s meeting. 

“Any recommendation you make which dif- 
ferentiates any portion of the city will resurrect 
rivalries and competition that have finally been 
laid to rest,’ Silbey told Connery Associates of 
Winchester, the planning firm performing the ci- 
ty’s Village Study 

Bitterness among the villages only recently 
died with the last school closing decision, said 
Silbey, a former School Committee member. 

She was one of around 125 Auburndale 
residents who gathered on a snowy night at the 
United Parish of Auburndale to offer their ideas 
to Connery 

The Winchester firm was hired last summer to 
do the $191,000 study, which the city hopes will 
lead to a comprehensive development plan for 
Newton by June 1987, 

The Village Study team, which also includes 
the city's Economic Development Commission 
(EDC), is now gathering residents’ ideas 
through meetings held in each village. Their 
ideas will be incorporated into Connery’s recom- 
mendations for the city’s future. 

Silbey offered her advice shortly after two 
residents disagreed on where future develop- 
ment in Auburndale should be located. 

James Ferner of Hancock Street suggested it 
be steered towards the Riverside and Marriott 
Hotel areas. 

“It’s not a good spot,’’ said Stanley Fink of 
Grove Street. “‘You can’t say any place is better 
than another.”’ 

Whether an appropriate place for new com- 
mercial property exists, Connery project 
manager Robert Catineau made it clear the 
village center has plenty of potential for develop- 
ment under existing zoning regulations. 

Auburndale’s village core has the capacity for 
368,000 square feet of additional commercial and 
office space. That is roughly 1 1/2 times the 
amount already present in the center, according 
to Connery’s figures. 

In contrast, the village center could add only 13 
more dwellings under present zoning, an in- 
crease of 6.2 percent of the present amount. 

Some residents questioned the firm’s figures, 
with one saying Connery’s view is based on 
“false assumptions.” 

“I don’t believe we’ve made any false assump- 
tions about development,” said Catineau. “If 
anything, we’ve been conservative.” 

Connery has said Newton has 12 million square 
feet of space that could be developed for com- 
mercial and industrial use under present zoning. 
That figure is 2 1/2 times more than already ex- 
ists citywide. 

“We felt we wanted to begin with what could

actually happen with (present) zoning,” 
Catineau said. ‘‘Obviously, 12 million square feet 
are not going to be built next year. We're talking 
about a long range thing.’’ 

Chester W. Zakrzewski of Pierrepont Road 
described this as a ‘‘worst case scenario’’ that 
“just won't happen.’’ He urged Connery to come 
up with a more realistic scenario. “I don’t want 
paranoia,” he said. ‘I want something that’s 
organized. You can’t put your head in the sand.” 

Auburndale resident Steven Trippel asked if a 
vote could be taken on the proposition that com- 
mercial growth should be limited in scope, low in 
density and unharmful to the residential 
character of the village center. In a show of 
hands, almost everyone present agreed. 

Alderman Polly Bryson, who represents 
Auburndale and Newton Lower Falls, asked 
Catineau to consult residents on the future of 
Massachusetts Bay Transit Authority (MBTA) 
property at Riverside. 

For the past two years, the Riverside Wat- 
chdog Committee has kept close tabs on the land, 
which the MBTA had planned for extensive 
development. 

“We don’t want any development that will in 
any way impact on the community,’’ Bryson 
said. ‘‘At this point, we’re saying we don’t want 
any development there." 

Alderman Richard McGrath said the MBTA 
made overtures to build on its Riverside land 
during the administration of Gov. Edward King. 
The city has no legal power to control how the 
MBTA uses that property, McGrath said. 

MBTA’s Riverside plans are now dormant 
primarily because of political pressure from 
Newton and the help of current Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis, McGrath said. 


One resident questioned whether limits on 
development would reduce the tax base and im- 
pair municipal services. Catineau said Connery 
would weigh that possibility in presenting alter- 
native growth plans to the city. 

After the meeting, Connery consultant Michael 
Oman elaborated. 

As a general rule, residences produce less tax 
revenue and more demand for municipal ser- 
vices than businesses, Oman said. 

Several years ago, Cambridge performed a 
three-part study which examined how much tax 
revenue and demand for city services were pro- 
duced by single family homes, retail stores and 
office space. Connery will provide a similar 
analysis for Newton, he said. 

Connery will try to strike a balance between 
commercial and residential growth in its pro- 
posals, he said. 

Oman said the Village Study team would 
definitely take into account Silbey’s warning 
against recommending different growth plans 
for the city’s villages. 

But there are differences among the city’s 
village centers which Connery cannot ignore, he 
said. The failure to consider differences has led 
to problems for Newton in the past, he said. 


Commercial developers get nixed 


NEWTON — Newtonville is 
geographically divided by the 
Massachusetts Turnpike, but its 
residents appear united by the 
same sentiment. 

They want to encourage the 
growth of small retail stores and 
fight zoning regulations that 
could remake their village center 
into a haven for large commer- 
cial developments. 

Around 80 Newtonville 
residents showed up at the Cen- 
tral Congregational Church 
recently to deliver that message 
to the city’s Village Study team. 

Dr. Linda Kraus of 480 Walnut 
St. seemed to summarize the con- 
cerns of many present in saying 
she is worried about ‘our seem- 
ing plunge to become a second 
Framingham.” 

Kraus and other residents were 
reacting to a report by Connery 
Associates which showed that of 
Newtons’s 15 village centers only 
Chestnut Hill and Nonantum 
have more potential space for 
large commercial development. 

The Winchester firm was hired 
last summer to conduct the 
$191,000 Village Study, which 
aims to create a comprehensive 
development plan for the city by 
June 1987, The Newtonville ses- 
sion was the fourth of 15 meetings 
designed to gather input from 
each of the city’s villages 

Connery consultant Robert 
Catineau told Newtonville 
residents their village center has 
1,3 million square feet of poten- 
tial commercial and office 
development. 


“There is considerable growth 


possible,’’ he said, ‘‘The 
character of the village will 
change over time as the center 
gives way to commercial 

iclaves 

Catineau meant this as no tard 
prediction of the é, but a 
possible outcome under existing 
zoning laws and economic forces 

Speaking of the impact of large 
commercial development on the 
city in general, he said, ‘There 


has been already and there will 
be more effect - perhaps adverse 
effect - on the quality of life’’ in 
Newton, he said. 

Connery is currently in the se- 
cond phase of its four-part study 
What residents heard Tuesday 
night is an assessment of existing 
conditions in Newtonville and the 
city, not plans for the future 

The company’s Newtonville 
report divides the village into two 
sections, north and south of the 


Massachusetts Turnpike. 

South of the pike, Newtonville 
has a “‘village-like appearance” 
with ‘attractive’ buildings on 
both sides of Walnut Street, Con- 
nery states. 

But too much traffic, uneven 
signs and storefronts, and 
‘“‘poorly-screened parking areas’’ 
pose problems from the area, the 
report says. 

North of the pike, random 
development, overhead utility 
wires, excessive traffic and 
visually clashing storefronts 
“contribute to a decidedly 
negative environmental ex- 
perience,’’ Connery says. 

Parking does not seem to be a 
major problem for the village, 
Connery says. North of the pike, 
there is a surplus of 90 spaces, 
while the south side is short an 
estimated 123 spaces, the report 
states. 

But illegally parked vehicles 
sometimes give the impression of 
shortages, Catineau said. He 
pointed to a slide which showed 
one car illegally parked in front 
of a driveway between stores and 
another illegally parked at a 
street corner. Around 100 feet 
away, another slide showed 
numerous empty spaces in a 
parking lot. 

Angle parking on the south side 
of Washington Street is also 
underutilized, possibly because 
shoppers do not want to risk 


crossing the heavily trafficked 
roadway, Catineau said. 

For the most part, residents ig- 
nored those finer details of the 
study to register their fears about 
large commercial development 
in Newtonville. 

“You haven't talked at all 
about the possibility of reversing 
growth,” Pulsifer Street resident 
Peter Doeringer told Catineau. 

But it is possible the Village 
Study could recommend such an 
alternative, Catineau said. “If 
you choose to reverse growth, 
this is as good a process as any,” 
he said. 


Steve Gilbert, who operates the 
Newton Copy Shop on Walnut 
Street, said the study should 
draw a sharp distinction between 
small retail stores - which 
enhance the village atmosphere - 
and large commercial 
developments, 


Small business owners suffer 
from the same problems as 
residents trying to shop in 
Newtonville, he said. ‘I not only 
run a business here,’ said 
Gilbert, who lives in Arlington. 
“I’m a pedestrian. I have to park 
my car.”” 


‘“‘We could use a good 
delicatessen, a liquor store and a 
fruit market,’’ said Howard Ris 
of Harvard Street.

Traffic is concern for West Newton 


NEWTON — In other recent 
Village Study meetings, 
residents have been looking for 
ways to control future commer- 
cial development. Some West 
Newton residents are just as wor- 
ried about the present daily traf- 
fic glut in their village. 

Last week, they listed the 
Massachusetts Turnpike, the in- 
tersection of Watertown, 
Washington and Waltham streets 
and the junction of Cherry and 
Washington streets as some 
sources of congestion and in- 
convenience to residents. 

“There is an awful lot of traf- 
fic,’ said consultant Mary 
McShane in response to a resi- 
dent’s traffic complaints. ‘The 
main source of that traffic is not 
going to go away — the turn- 
pike.” 

McShane was speaking for 
Connery Associates of Win- 
chester, the company hired to do 
the city’s $191,000 Village Study. 
She works for Segal/DiSarcina 
Associates, a traffic consulting 
firm working for Connery. 

Through the study, the city 
hopes to produce a comprehen- 
sive development plan by May 
1987. Connery and the city’s 
Economic Development Com- 
mission are in the midst of 
holding public meetings in each 
village to gather resident input. 

Connery greeted about 100 

West Newton residents at the Se- 
cond Church in Newton with 
roughly the same message they 
gave residents at at previous 
Village Study meetings. 
West Newton’s village center 
has the potential for more than 
one million square feet of com- 
mercial development office 
space or more than one and a half 
times the amount already pre- 
sent, said consultant Robert 
Catineau of Connery. 

But under existing zoning only 
30 new dwelling units could be ad- 
ded to the center, only 9 percent 
more than the existing amount, 
he said. 

He stressed the city could act to 
limit that development and that 
Connery would eventually ad- 
dress the issue through zoning 
recommendations to the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Some residents responded to 

those development statistics with 
just as much alarm as fellow 
citizens in Nonantum and 
Newtonville did. 
“From what I’m hearing and 
reading in the newspaper, it’s 
getting a little Hitlerian,’’ said 
Highland Avenue resident Anne 
Cronin of potential, encroaching 
commercial development. ‘I 
don’t think we have to swallow 
that.” 

“I feel the center should serve 

the city of Newton,” said another 
village resident. ‘I’m really not 
concerned about office space.” 
But like a pendulum, the 
discussion swung back and forth 
from development to traffic. 
In its official report on the 
village center, Connery describes 
West Newton Square as the 
meeting point of several of the ci- 
ty’s major streets as well as the 
Massachusetts Turnpike. 

What results is heavy traffic 
further complicated by conges- 
tion at the junction of 
Washington, Watertown and 
Waltham streets, Connery states. 
On-street parking effectively 
reduces Watertown and Waltham 
streets to one lane in each direc- 
tion, the report says. 

And several other streets 
which intersect Washington 
Street carry high traffic loads, 
Connery says, Cherry Street traf- 
fic is particularly heavy, 
primarily because drivers wish 
to avoid traffic signals on 
Waltham Street, the report says. 

One woman said the turnpike 
has destroyed access to stores in 
the village center, saying of one 
area eatery, ‘‘It’s a nice 
restaurant, if you can get to it.’’ 

Another resident noted she had 
fought to have a guard rail in- 
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stalled on a dangerous section of 
Waltham Street and wanted the 
city to take no action that would 
increase traffic there. 

“We feel West Newton is bear- 
ing the brunt of a great deal of the 
city of Newton traffic,’ said 
Debra Lerner of River Street to 
the press. 

Joseph Bakan, her husband, 
said the Village Study is han- 
dicapped because it will not con- 
sider problems outside the actual 
village centers. 

According to police statistics, 
only one other intersection has as 
many accidents as the junction of 
Cherry and River streets, Bakan 
said. But because it is a block out- 
side the West Newton study area, 
the Village Study will not address 
the problem, he said. 

Washington Street is so wide 
drivers consider it a highway and 
drive too fast, said West Newton 
resident Sandy Langer. 


Drivers cutting through West 
Newton to get to the turnpike and 
dump trucks heading toward the 
Rumsford Avenue waste reten- 
tion facility bring the traffic to 
neighborhoods outside the village 
center, Lerner said. 


What is left of the residential 
quality of West Newton — the 
houses, the families — is being 
deteriorated by the city’s inabili- 
ty to cope with the traffic pro- 
blem,”’ she said. 

Others saw controlling com- 
mercial and office development 
as the primary need for West 
Newton. 


Alderman Richard McGrath 
said traffic is an important issue, 
but more important is finding out 
the type of development and ser- 
vices residents want.

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How to choose a Real Estate broker

WASHINGTON (AP) — Home 
selling or buying is a major but 
infrequent undertaking for most 
families, so using a professional 
broker can help. But before 
choosing one, shop for the best 
deal you can get. 

Brokers can smooth the way 
for buyers and sellers thanks to 
their knowledge of the market 
and procedures. But while they 
all may seem to have the same 
fees and contract provisions, 
many things are negotiable for a 
knowledgeable, and _ insistent, 
customer. 

The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion advises interviewing many 
brokers before selecting one to 
sell a home. Discuss terms and 
fees to make sure you understand 
what will be done, your rights 
and obligations, and get it all in 
writing. 


The commission studies sales 
and advertising practices and 
has developed some brief 
booklets on real estate dealing. 
Copies of ‘‘Real Estate Brokers” 
and “Escrow Accounts for Home 
Mortgages” can be obtained, at 
no charge, by writing the Federal 
Trade Commission, Room 130, 
6th St. and Pennsylvania Ave., 
N.W., Washington, D.C., 20580. 


The commission points out that 
one of the most important ser- 
vices provided by a broker is 
listing a home in the area Multi- 
ple Listing Service, a usually 
computerized system by which 
all area real estate dealers will 
be made aware of the home, its 
price and description. 

Some ‘brokers may use this 
means only, however, and wait to 
see if a buyer turns up. So, it can 
be important to ask what other 
methods they will use to sell the 
home, such as newspaper adver- 





MIAMI — The heat is on in 
South Florida, with a housing 
glut, pressure from lenders 
and a crackdown on drug 
smugglers all combining to 
create a ‘‘mindboggling”’ 
market for retirement real 
estate. 

A mere $14,000 is all it takes 
to move into a studio apart- 
ment in Miami Beach, where 
real estate agents boast of an 
“active rescue squad”’ and two 
heart hospitals just a stone’s 
thow from the ocean. Those 
with deep pockets can move in 
today to a luxurious con- 
dominium for just $1 million, 
give or take $950,000. 

Most people are aware of the 
‘property problem in South 
Florida, There was so much 
building going on in the past 
two decades that the weight of 
all the developments threaten- 
ed to sink the state into the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

But the boom went bust and 
the bottom fell out of the 
market. Investors lost so 
many shirts that the dry clean- 
ing industry almost went down 
with them. 

Now, after years of hanging 
onto properties and hoping for 
a turnabout in the market, the 
time has come to unload. 
Lenders are pushing for their 
money and drug smugglers 
who once would pick up three 
condos for $300,000 each, 
thereby driving up the price of 
all property, are now having to 
be less generous with their 
cash. 

“If somebody is thinking 
about coming down to Florida 
to retire, now’s the time to 
come,” said Carole Leach of 
Bayview Real Estate, who 
handles housing for those who 
did well in life and plan to do 
the same in retirement. “The 
market is mindboggling.”’ 

There are those condos, 
from beach to shining beach, 
the townhouses, and residen- 
tial palaces, but one housing 
concept is brand spanking 
new: leasing or renting hotel- 
like retirement dwellings until 
you drop. 

These are for the retirees 
and elderly who are a long way 
away from Club Med, but not 
quite ready for intravenous 
tubes. 

Besides the standard card

rooms and shuffleboard 
courts, there are saunas, 
steam rooms, chauffeured 
transportation, 24-hour 
emergency medical call ser- 
vice, showers with special 
grips, luxurious dining, maid 
and linen services, cocktail 
parties, freshwater pools and 
snack bars — all thrown in 
with the house or apartment. 

But as they say on Miami 
Beach, it ain’t cheap. 

In Naples, rents range up to 
$3,300 for an as-yet unamed 
project, but it costs $995,000 in 
entrance fees just to get in the 
door. 

In Miami, ground has just 
been broken for an $18 million 
14-story high-rise near Bis- 
cayne Bay called Port 
William. The $1,400 rent in- 
cludes maid and linen ser- 
vices, doctors and nurses on 
call, two Kosher meals a day 
in a luxurious restaurant, 24- 
hour security, and an ac- 
tivities director. 

These places are informally 
zoned for retirement. No kids. 
These people are the ones who 
lived all their lives with cute 
little screamers and the last 
thing they want to do is retire 
in a family area. 

“You don’t want to trip over 
some kid’s tricycle on the way 
to the geriatric ward,”’ Leach 
said. 


Service is what the retirees 
want and they can overdose on 
it at new developments that 
have popped up in Miami, Fort 
Lauderdale, Coral Springs, 
Boca Raton, Deerfield Beach, 
Delray Beach, Very Beach, 
Port St. Lucie and elsewhere 
in South Florida. 

A fitness consultant is on 
staff at Park Summit in Coral 
Springs, with a full package of 
recreation facilities and a per- 
forming arts center. 

In the Treasure Coast, two 
life-care developments are 
under way. One comes with a 
golf course, the other is owned 
by a nursing home operator, 

If you’re looking for that 
special set of friends, Grand 
American Corp.’s develop- 
ment in Naples is aimed at 
wealthy retirees with a net 
worth of at least $1 million. 
Ante up $350,000 to $995,000 to 


get in, 
a} 
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tising and open houses. 

Ask the potential brokers to 
estimate the price of your home, 
based on comparable sales in 
similar neighborhoods, and be 
wary of any who differs sharply 
from the others. 


Some may state a high initial 
price to get you to list with them, 
and then wait for you to come 
down when the house doesn’t sell. 
Others inay list a low price to sell 
quickly: less work for them, less 
money for the seller. 


And it is important to discuss 
the commission. Rates may seem 
to be standard within a communi- 
ty, but they are not set by law. 
Ask if the broker will accept less 
to get the listing, say 5 percent in- 
stead of 6 percent. 

In many cases, the broker 
doesn’t get the full commission 
anyway. For example, if a se- 
cond broker finds a buyer 
through the multiple listing, they 


split the commission. 

So, ask if your broker will ac- 
cept a lower commission in the 
event he sells the home without a 
second broker and thus gets the 
whole amount. All of 5 percent is 
better than half of 6 percent. 

Others may be willing to accept 
less if they have to provide fewer 
services, such as less newspaper 
ads or open houses. 


It also may be a good idea to 
encourage the broker to try to 
sell the house by offering a reduc- 
ed commission if the sale is not 
made during a set time period, 90 
days for example 


Whatever provisions are 
agreed on, make sure they are 
written into the sales contract. 

That contract must state star- 
ting and ending dates. Brokers 
will seek the longest sales con- 
tract they can get, for the seller 
shorter terms may be better 
This will give the home seller the 


chance to renew if satisfied with 
the effort being made, or to 
switch to another broker: 

Also, there is more than one 
type of contract. In most cases, 
brokers want an “exclusive right 
to sell”’ contract, meaning they 
get the commission no matter 
who sells the house 





An “exclusive 
tract,"’ however, may be better 
for the home seller. In that type 
of deal, the broker gets the com- 
mission if he or another broker 
makes the sale, but not if the 
homeowner finds a_ buyer 
himself,

Home buyers also need to give 
some thought to the brokers they 
deal with and to keep in mind that 

generally the broker is 
working for the seller. 

Representing the seller, means 
they are obligated to try and get 
the highest possible price for the 
house 


So, the trade commission says, 
be cautious about what you tell 
brokers. 

For example, if the buyer tells 
them the top price he is willing to 
pay, that may be passed on to the 
seller, That could result in the 
buyer paying that full amount, 
rather than a lower price the 
seller might have been willing to 
negotiate. 

There are some brokers who 
work for buyers, but unless that 
is stated in a written agreement, 
assume they represent the in- 
terests of the house seller. 

Hiring a broker specifically to 
represent his interests can 
benefit a buyer, since such a 
broker is more likely to spot pro- 
blems with a home, and can help 
negotiate better terms with the 
seller’s broker. 

Some specialist brokers who

How to rid 
your home 
of bad air 


The air inside your home may 
be more polluted than outside air, 
say recent studies. 

The pollutants can come from 
many sources — tobacco smoke, 
emissions from gas ranges, 
heating appliances, defective 
central-heating systems, 
unvented gas and kerosene space 
heaters, wood-burning stoves, 
common household chemicals 
and natural radioactivity in the 
soil, 

Scientists are concerned that 
high pollutant levels might have 
adverse health effects. 

Consumer Reports’ editors say 
that indoor air-pollution levels 
are increasing because, ironical- 
ly, houses are tighter and better 
insulated than they used to be. 
Such houses tend to trap 
pollutants produced inside — the 
tighter the house, the more 
prevalent the problem. 

In a typically ventilated house 
with well-insulated windows, con- 
densation should form inside only 
on the coldest days. But if your 
house is so tight that moisture 
can’t escape, you'd have conden- 
sation frequently because of 
water vapor buildup, Other in- 
dications that you may have an 
indoor air-pollution problem in- 
clude mold or mildew appearing 
on walls or ceilings; stale linger- 
ing odors; smarting eyes; or 
recurrent respiratory illnesses, 
especially among children. Im- 
proving your home’s ventilation 
may help to remedy some of 
those problems. 

Cigarette smoke adds copious 
amounts of toxic chemicals to in- 
door air. Cigarette smoke can 
also harm certain passive 
smokers, For example, very 
young children of smoking 
parents have an increased in- 
cidence of bronchitis and 
pneumonia, 
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poor ventilation, for the sake of 
airtight homes with cheap 
heating bills. 


If you take the correct preven- 
tive measures to guard against 
carbon monoxide poisoning you 
will not be one of the 3,500 per- 
sons killed annually by this dead- 
ly gas.

Taxes and investments 


Dear Mr. Frankel: 


Some years ago I purchased shares in a mutual fund. The price of 
the shares has increased dramatically, but I have received no income 
or dividends from this investment. The problem is that for the second 
year in a row, the IRS has sent me form 1099, which claims that I 
have been paid dividends. Can you explain this? 


Dear R.V.; 


The investment statement you sent me indicates that you are hav- 
ing dividend and capital gain distributions reinvested. This means 
that when the mutual fund pays out dividends or capital gains, the 
money is transferred to your account to purchase new shares. You 
may not receive the money, but as far as the IRS is concerned it has 
been paid to you.

Dear Mr. Frankel: 


I plan to sell some shares in a mutual fund. While I owned the 
shares, the dividends and capital gains were reinvested. I will havea 
substantial gain on the sale, and wonder how to calculate my cost 
basis for tax purposes.

Dear M.B.R.: 


The three most common types of distribution from mutual funds 
are: 

Ordinary dividends - 
Federal Tax return. 

Capital gain distributions — gains and losses achieved through 
securities transactions in the mutual funds are netted and any excess 
realized capital gains are generally paid to the shareholders at the 
end of the year. These are subject to capital gain tax treatment 
regardless of the length of time the fund shares have been owned. 

Exempt-interest dividends — Some mutual funds invest in state 
and/or municipal bonds. The interest from these bonds is exempt 
from federal income tax. Interest income from mutual funds that 
have been invested in U.S. government obligations is exempt from 
state tax but subject to federal tax. 

The tax status remains constant, regardless of whether you receiv- 
ed checks from the fund or had them reinvested into the purchase of 
more shares. 

The amount of your gain or loss is determined by the difference bet- 
ween the price at the time of sale and the adjusted cost basis. The cost 
basis for these reinvested shares is the per share Net Asset Value at 
the time of the reinvestment. Be sure to factor into your cost basis the 
cost of shares acquired in this manner or you could end up paying 
more income tax than necessary.

Tiger skaters sweep Hawks

WATERTOWN — Both 
hockey teams came into the 


arena with visions of champion- 
ships and tournaments dancing 
in their heads. For one team, that 
dream is now an imminent reali- 
ty. For the other, the road ahead 
is rocky indeed. 


With a 5-2 victory over 
Waltham on Saturday, Newton 
North pulls to within one point of 
clinching a tournament berth 
with three games left. It won’t be 
easy, with Brockton, North Quin- 
cy and Brookline still on the 
schedule, but the Tigers do have 
their fate in their own hands. 

In addition, North is still very 
much in the hunt for the Subur- 
ban League title with a 6-3 record 
(11-5 overall). The Tigers re- 
mained a single point behind 
North Quincy (6-2-1) which edged 
Quincy on Saturday. 

The Hawks are in a much dif- 
ferent situation. Now 4-3-1 in the 
league and 8-5-2 overall, 
Waltham must win three of its 
final four outings to get into the 
tournament, Included on that 
slate are Brockton, North Quin- 
cy, Brookline and Cambridge 
Rindge and Latin. 

In the league, the Hawks are 
now four points back of North 
Quincy, but do have a game in 
hand. With a win in that extra 
game and a victory in the head- 
to-head confrontation against 
North Quincy, Waltham could be 
right back in the title fight. 


But for the moment, it is 


Newton North which has the 
clear edge over Waltham in the 
race, thanks to Saturday’s win, 
their second in a row over the 
Hawks. And the Tigers did it the 
same way they’ve been doing it 
all season, getting a 
workmanlike performance from 
a bunch of people, balanced scor- 
ing, and a yeoman effort from 
goalie Chuck Goldman. 

“They work as a group,” said 
Coach Jack Heavey. ‘‘There’s no 
superstar.”’ 

The Tigers got goals from five 
different people, but the biggest 
came off the stick of Rick 
DeSimone, with an official assist 
from Rob Arone and an unofficial 
one from Tim Weaver. 


Waltham’s Jeff Lazaro had just 
made the score 3-2 early in the 
third period off a nice pass from 
Dan LeLievre, who caught his 
Hawk teammate streaking 
across in front. 

But 47 seconds after that goal, 
DeSimone answered. 

Hawk goalie Don Archibald 
couldn’t be blamed, because he 
was lying flat on his face with two 
people on top of him when the 
goal was scored. 

Arone started it all innocently 
enough with a shot from the 
point. Weaver, cruising toward 
the crease looking for the re- 
bound, sailed right into Ar- 
chibald, and a Hawk defenseman 
looking to protect his goalie join- 
ed the crowd. The three wound up 
in a heap, with the puck popping 
loose, DeSimone was alone in 
front and he quickly put Newton 
back in control at 4-2. 


The Hawks had their chances 
the rest of the way, but Goldman, 
aided by some great penalty 
killers, was equal to every one. 
His best save of the night robbed 
Mark Bourgeois with 1:20 to play, 
as the glove flicked out and haul- 
ed in the blast from dead on. 

Goldman had to be on, because 
Waltham held a 30-19 edge in 
shots during the game. North out- 
shot the Hawks only in the second 
period, and only by one shot. 

The goalie needed some help 
from the penalty-killing unit as 
well. In the last 11 minutes of the 
game, the Tigers were called for 
five minor penalties — not to 
mention a misconduct. Perhaps 
an even more crucial stretch 
came midway through the second 
period, when the Hawks had a 
two-man edge for almost a 
minute and couldn’t score.

Waltham coach John Maguire 
called that ‘‘the turning point in 
the game...Our power play was 
ineffective.

NEWTON — Senior Mark 
Bennett nailed a 9.0 on the vault 
Tuesday as host Newton North 
rose to the occasion, giving 
highly touted Milton a run for the 
money in boys’ gymnastics.

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O’Brien sinks Waltham in OT

NEWTON The book on 
Newton North’s steady but quiet 
guard had read zero for four 
quarters Friday night, but when 
extra chance invited him in, Ed 
O'Brien kicked open the door and 
began to party. 

O'Brien canned four free 
throws in the final 10 seconds of 
overtime to cap a clutch extra- 
session performance that includ- 
ed a steal and an assist, all 
amounting to a Tiger victory 
over arch-rival Waltham, 48-42, 
in a rock ’em sock 'em Suburban 
League battle played at the Reg- 
gie Smith Gym. 

“Whenever Newton and 
Waltham play, no matter what 
the records are, its going to be 
decided in the last few minutes,’’ 
said Waltham Coach Joe Cac- 
ciatore, who’s Hawks have now 
lost three games in a row in fall- 
ing to 8-7 overall. 

Waltham must win its remain- 
ing three games (Brockton, 
North Quincy, and Somerville) to 
qualify for the State Tournament. 
The Hawks are off on Tuesday 
and will resume action on Friday 
with a home-game against North 
Quincy starting at 7:30 p.m. 

For Newton North, the victory 
improves the Tigers to 7-9 with a 
Tuesday home contest against 
Brockton (3:30 p.m.) just around 
the corner. Although Jerry 
Phillips and his Tigers are out of 
the playoffs, that doesn’t mean a 
victory over Newton North can 
be assumed. 

“We knew it was going to be 
close and it was. It was 
anybody’s ball game,’’ Phillips 
said after Friday’s OT win. ‘‘It 
was just a matter of when the 
clock was going to stop.”” 

Neither team held more than a 
six-point lead at any time in Fri- 
day’s squeeker. Waltham held 
the slight edge throughout much 
of three quarters but the Hawks 
were unable to apply the kill. 
North held close, trailing by four 
points after one quarter and by 
one at the half, before taking its 
first lead since the opening frame 
with 2:40 left in the third quarter. 

From there, the teams would 
never get more than a three-point 
leg up on its opponent during 
regulation. Waltham led by three 
twice in the fourth quarter, its 
last being a 39-36 advantage with 
56 seconds left. Newton North’s 
biggest lead was two points, and 
the Tigers led only once in the 
final frame, that being a one- 
point edge, 35-34, with 4:02 left. 

So when Tiger Drew Dixon (10 
points) forced home an inside 
hoop with five seconds to go, ty- 
ing the score at 40, Newton North 
had bought an extra chance. 

O’Brien, who had not figured in 
the Newton North scoring as of 
yet, caught fire in overtime. 

“Eddie broke into the starting 
lineup in the last couple games 
and he’s been doing a pretty good 
job,”’ Phillips said of O’Brien. 
“‘He’s running the offense like a 
point guard should and he’s not 
making a lot of turnovers. We 
don’t look for him to be a high 
scorer, but he does the job.”” 


Ed O'Brien came through in the clutch 


After David O'Toole (six 
points) scored on an outside 
jumper to give the Hawks a 42-40 
lead 53 seconds into OT, Newton 
North missed a chance to tie the 
score, then fouled Matt Little (11 
points) on Waltham’s next run 
upcourt. 


Little, playing with a pulled leg 
muscle, missed the front end of 
his one-and-one however, and 
Dixon came down with the re- 
bound for North and pushed the 
ball ahead to O’Brien. The Tiger 
guard lobbed a high-arcing pass 
to Andy Lockwood (17 points) 
down low, and Lockwood all but 
jammed the ball home to the roar 
of the home-town crowd. 

North ended a scoring drought 
by both teams with the eventual 
game winner with 17 seconds left. 
O’Brien made the hoop possible 
with a pickoff of a Waltham pass 
at midcourt with 35 seconds re- 
maining.

Cacciatore summed up the 
Waltham loss.

NEWTON — Like an old pair of 
slippers or a favorite easy chair, 
“Guys and Dolls” is a com- 
fortable, endurable show. It’s 
always appealing. Whether it is a 
high school cast or Broadway 
veterans, ‘Guys and Dolls’’ per- 
formances never seem to lose 
their flair for fun. The current 
Turtle Lane Playhouse produc- 
tion is good, with a couple of fine 
performances, but overall, not 
sensational. Maybe it was the 
constraints of a small stage, or 
opening night jitters, but the per- 
formance featured many compe- 
tent actors, holding back, on 
what should have been cartoon- 
character, larger-than-life por- 
trayals. No matter, ‘Guys and 
Dolls’’ boasts several great 
songs, and witty dialogue. No 
cast could do it wrong. 


Set against the backdrop of 
New York City’s nightlife, com- 
plete with Hot Box Nightclub per- 
formances and the never ending 
search for a safe location for a 
craps game, gamblers and their 
gals draw us into the world of 
“Guys and Dolls.” 


Nathan Detroit is a fast-talking 
gambler, who fears his 
girlfriend’s marriage proposals 
as much as he fears the police fin- 
ding out about his illegal betting 
games, In an often-revived, over- 
done role, Russell R. Greene does 
a nice job of making the role his 
own. He brings some uniquely 
cocky, and wonderfully sarcastic 
humor to this part. 


Greene is particularly good 
when playing off his on-stage 
girlfriend, Adelaide, brilliantly 
played by Kim Davis. The show’s 
most hilarious part, Adelaide, is

Box club, who is forever trying to 
get her fiance of 14 years, 
Detroit, to finally say ‘I do.” 
Davis is adorable, and totally 
endearing in Hot Box production 
numbers “A Bushel and a Peck” 
and “Take Back Your Mink.” 


In a_ betting-buddies scam, 
Detroit wages Sky Masterson 
that he can’t take a certain doll to 
Havana for the night. Master- 
son’s bet is almost instantly lost 
when Detroit selects mission 
worker, Sarah Brown. As 
Masterson, Bob Reilly’s acting is 
a bit staid, but his vocal execu- 
tion was glorious, His tone and 
stylish clarity were evident in the 
show-stopper, “Luck be a Lady 
Tonight” and ballad, ‘‘My Time 
of Day.” 


As Sarah, Maria Lavieri pro- 
jects a solid soprano voice, but 
does not appear comfortable in 
the role of a “‘little-Miss-Prissy.”’ 
Mission Sarah Brown trys to con- 
vert sinners, but ends up falling 
in love with one — Masterson. 
She learns people are basically 
good, despite who they are, or 
what they do for a so-called, liv- 
ing.

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Fuel economy hinges 
on driver's own habits

These days, old Volkwagen Beetles 
sell for about seven times as much as 
Cadillacs of the same vintage. The 
reason? Fuel efficiency, naturally. 

T used to own one of those classic Cad- 
dies and it totally outclassed your basic 
Bug. But by 1975, when I sold it, it cost 
nearly $200 a month for gas just to drive 
to and from work. With a VW, it would 
have cost only $50. 

We call those dinosaur luxury cars 
“gas guzzlers.”’ Yet a friend of mine 
argues that they’re the best used cars to 
buy, since the lower purchase price 
more than compensates for high-gas 
consumption. Furthermore, he says that 
with fuel-efficient driving habits you can 
actually get gas mileage from an old gas 
guzzler equal to that of a brand-new 
“econo-box.”” 

Fuel-efficient driving habits? He ex- 
plained: 

Before leaving your driveway, let the 
engine warm up for 30 seconds, allowing 
the oil to circulate and lubricate the 
engine. You can then start driving right 
away, but let your engine ‘‘wake up” 
gradually — don’t drive up steep hills or 
at high speeds until it’s completely 
warmed up (which may take awhile on 
winter mornings). Otherwise, the extra 
friction inside the engine will make fuel 
consumption skyrocket. 

Most fuel is used when you accelerate, 
especially from a standstill to a high 
speed, Jack-rabbit starts can cause even 
the most economical subcompact to guz- 
zle gas. The more smoothly and gradual- 
ly you accelerate, the less gas you'll use. 

Once your car has reached cruising 
speed on a fairly level roadway, it 
doesn’t take much gas to keep going. 
Momentum, not your engine, supplies 
most of the push. But whenever you slow 
down, your car will use more fuel ac- 
celerating back up to cruising speed. 
Thus, you'll save gas by holding your 
speed as steady as possible (by an- 
ticipating traffic movements far enough 
in advance to avoid sudden slowing down 
or speeding up). 

Diehards still claim that big-engine 
cars get their best mileage at speeds 
over 55 mph, but this simply isn’t true. 
Wind and rolling resistance increase 
dramatically above 50 mph. Today’s 
streamlined cars — even Porsches — get 
their best gas mileage at between 50 and 
55 mph, while less-modern vehicles 
reach their most economical cruising 
speeds between 30 and 40 mph. Driving 
within the speed limit saves gas — no 
kidding. 

When driving up a steep hill or pulling 
a heavy load, downshift before the 
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engine starts to ‘‘lug”’ or slow down. Ona 
level road at cruising speed, your car 
uses less gas in the higher gears, so it 
seems illogical that lower gears should 
require less energy going uphill. But it’s 
true — ask any bicyclist.

Heavy traffic and stop-and-go city 
driving are by far the worst enemies of 
fuel efficiency. The best advice is to 
avoid rush-hour driving. Easy for me to 
say -- I don’t have to commute in Los 
Angeles, Denver or Houston. If you do, 
turn off the motor any time you have to 
sit at idle for more than 30 seconds. 
(Some state legislatures are proposing 
laws to make this mandatory. ) 

Some comfort-and-convenience ac- 
cessories rob you of power and fuel. Air 
conditioning is the worst culprit. Since 
the air-conditioner compressor is driven 
by a belt from the engine, whenever you 
turn on the climate control your gas 
mileage will nose-dive by as much as 40 
percent, Your car’s heater, on the other 
hand, does not affect fuel consumption. 
In one sense, the heater even increases 
fuel efficiency by using the engine’s ex- 
cess heat energy, which would otherwise 
go to waste. 

Vacuum-driven accessories, such as 
air horns or vacuum windshield wipers, 
also drain engine power. Electrical ac- 
cessories, like a tape deck, power win- 
dows or power-seat adjustment, run off 
the battery and not the engine, so using 
them doesn’t hurt gas mileage directly. 
Of course, cars loaded with electrical 
gadgetry also have bigger alternators to 
charge their batteries, which saps 
engine power whether you use the ac- 
cessories or not. 

My friend has never actually proved to 
me that he can drive an old V-8 
behemoth as cheaply as most folks drive 
high-tech 4-cylinder minicars, but who 
knows? One thing’s certain — whether 
you drive a Toyota, a Chevy or an old 
VW Bug, these tips can save you $300 to 
$500 a year. And if you’re the proud 
owner of one of those old Detroit luxury 
liners, clip out this column. It could be 
worth a fortune.

(NEA) — Small-sized Japanese 
pickup trucks — such as the Mazda 
B2000, Toyota, Isuzu P’up, and Nissan 
pickup — are probably more at home 
in the heart of the city or cruising the 
suburbs than they are on the range. 

Tests of the four pickups by Con- 
sumer Reports’ auto engineers 
revealed that they weren’t very tough 
despite advertising claims to the con- 
trary. All sustained some damage — 
from $372 to $1,285 worth — in the 
engineers’ low-speed bumper-bashing 
tests. 

However, the mini-pickups are in- 
expensive. The base models tested, 
with 6-foot-long cargo beds, cost less 
than $7,000, including a few options 
and the destination charge. 

Of the four, the Mazda B2000 would 
be the engineers’ first choice. Its 
engine started and ran well, and its 5- 
speed manual transmission shifted 
smoothly. Acceleration was ade- 
quate. Expect to average about 25 
miles-per-gallon in routine driving. 

The B2000’s handling was a bit 
heavy during parking, but still predic- 
table and controllable under all cir- 
cumstances. 

The B2000 was the only pickup in the 
group with a front bumper capable of 
protecting the rest of the truck in the 
engineers’ low-speed bumper tests. 
Even so, it sustained more than $370

The biggest drawback with the Nissan 
pickup was its performance in the

Its front bumper was mangled 
and its right front fender folded like a 
tin can under a mild 3-mph hit on the 
bumper’s corner. Repair estimates 
totaled nearly $1,100.

Mazda products have had good 
reliability records, 

Toyota’s mini-pickup truck was the 
“rabbit” of the group. Its accelera- 
tion was about as zippy as that of a 
sports sedan. The Toyota’s engine 
started and ran well, and its fuel 
economy — 29 mpg overall — was 
very good. But the pickup’s ride and 
handling left a lot to be desired. The 
Toyota's overall predicted reliability 
should be very much better than 
average. 

In the engineers’ low-speed 
bumper-crash tests, the Toyota sus- 
tained serious damage to its bumper, 
grille, sheet metal and frame. Total 
repairs were estimated at nearly 
$1,300. 

The Isuzu P’up may be worth con- 
sidering if you don’t want to pay a lot. 
for a small pickup truck. At less than 
$6,700, including several options and 
destination charge, the base model 
P’up was the cheapest of the four 
models tested. But its performance 
was less than thrilling. The P’up’s ac- 
celeration was slowest among the 
four, and it handled sluggishly. Fuel 
economy should average about 25 
mpg overall. 

In bumper-crash tests, the P’up’s 
frame, bumper and fender were 
damaged. Total repairs were 
estimated at $675. Consumer Reports

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Small vans can indeed be roomy 


By the Editors 
of Consumers Reports 
Trying to stuff a large group into a small 
car may be great for the circus, but it’s 
hardly the most comfortable way for 
your family to travel — even for short 
hops around town. 

The “‘troops’’ might be more com- 
fortable in small vans such as the 
Plymouth Voyager, Chevrolet Astro and 
Ford Aerostar that Consumer Reports’ 
auto engineers recently tested. All are 
roomier than station wagons, yet small 
enough to fit into garages. 

The new Voyager LE tested is the top 
of its line. With options, including a 2.6- 
liter 4-cylinder engine, automatic 
transmission, and seating for seven, the 
Voyager was priced at nearly $14,700, in- 
cluding destination charge. 

Of the three vans tested, the Voyager 
was the engineers’ first choice. It was 
easy to drive and park; its large optional 
engine always started and ran flawless- 
ly, and its acceleration was adequate 
and responsive, 

The Voyager handled much like a mid- 
sized domestic sedan. It has front-wheel- 
drive — a plus in the engineers’ view. 
And its transversely mounted engine is 
easy to reach from under the front hood. 
Overall fuel economy, at about 20 miles- 
per-gallon, was average. In the 
engineer’s low-speed, bumper-bashing 
tests, the Voyager sustained damage 
estimated at nearly $1,100 to repair. 
Reliability of the Plymouth Voyager 
(and its twin, the Dodge Caravan) is ex- 
pected to be about average. 

If power in a small van is more impor- 
tant to you than a comfortable ride, the 
rear-wheel-drive Chevrolet Astro/GMC 
Safari twins might be worth considering. 
Their standard V6 engines offer good ac- 
celeration and trailer-towing ability. 

The top-of-the-line Astro CL tested, 
equipped with options such as automatic 
transmission, power steering, seating 
for eight and air conditioning, cost near- 
ly $14,700, including destination charge. 

The Astro’s standard V6 engine per- 
formed well, and delivered about 18 mpg 
overall. But the van’s ride was quite 


Jumpstarting? 
Do it safely 


By Randolph E. Schmid 


WASHINGTON (AP) — That tired 
growl, slowing to silence on a cold morn- 
ing, is the first notice many people get 
that their car battery is exhausted. It’s 
aggravating, but rushing to get a jump 
start without caution can be dangerous. 

Using a car with a good battery to 
start one which won't turn over is a com- 

-mon practice that works well thousands 
of times each winter, 

But officials of both the Department of 
Transportation and the National Society 
to Prevent Blindness warn that ac- 
cidents can happen. 

Federal transportation officials say 
the best procedure is to find the owner’s 
manual for the car with the dead bat- 
tery, and follow the jump starting in- 
structions there. 

But, of course, such manuals aren’t 
always easy to locate, especially on a 
cold morning when scurrying to get to 
work. 

The most serious danger is that the 

. battery being started will explode, injur- 
ing the people nearby and possible spat- 
tering battery acid in their eyes or on 
their skin, 

Hydrogen fumes from the battery can 
be explosive, the safety experts say, so 
the first thing to do is put out any 
cigarettes, pipes or other sources of fire 
which could touch off the fumes, 

And it’s a good idea to wear goggles 
for eye protection when jump-starting a 
car, the society to prevent blindness 
says. 

Generally, the Transportation Depart- 
ment and Society agree on the best pro- 
cedure for jump starting, as follows: 

—Make sure both batteries are the 
same voltage. Most are 12 volts today. 

—Move the cars close together so that 
the jumper cables will reach both bat- 
teries, but be sure the cars do not touch 
each other. That will ground them to one 
another. Set the parking brakes and put 
the transmission in park. 

—With both cars turned off, add water 
if needed to the dead battery. 

—Clamp one cable to the positive pole 
of the dead battery, then to the positive 
pole of the good one. Often these are 
marked with a red color anda plus sign. 

—Attach the second cable to the 
negative pole of the good battery — 
marked black and with a minus sign — 
then attach the other end to the stalled 
car’s engine block, It is attached to the 
engine because placing it on the battery 
itself could cause a spark and set off 
hydrogen fumes. 

—Start the car with the good battery, 
then the disabled one. 

—Once both are running, remove the 
cables, first from the engine block and 
the booster car’s negative terminal, and 
then from the positive poles

punishing. Big bumps made it bound and 
snap. Handling was generally numb and 
sluggish. The Astro’s bumpers proved 
flimsy in the engineers’ low-speed 
bumper bashing tests, sustaining 
damage estimated at $1,000 or more to 


repair. Because the Chevrolet Astro and 
GMC Safari are new this model year, no 
data is yet available on which to predict 
reliability. 

Ford’s new small van the rear- 
wheel-drive Aerostar — can hold lots of 


passengers and cargo. But it has some 
serious drawbacks. The mid-line XL 
tested, equipped with options such as a 
2.@liter V6 engine, automatic transmis- 
sion, power steering, power brakes, 
seating for seven and air conditioning, 
cost around $13,000, including destina- 
tion charge. 

The Aerostar’s optional V6 engine 
started and ran flawlessly. Its automatic 
transmission usually shifted very 
smoothly. Fuel economy, at about 17 
mpg overall, was low even with the 
van's aerodynamic shape 

The Aerostar’s biggest drawback was 
its braking. Despite being carefully 
broken in, inspected and the brakes be- 
ing adjusted by hand, the model tested 
took all of 240 feet to stop from 60 mph 
without locking a rear wheel. Average 
stopping distance for the vehicles the 
engineers have recently tested is about 
170 feet. 

The engineers said the rear-wheel 
locking caused the van to swerve 
sometimes severely. In addition, in the 
engineers’ low speed bumper-bashing 
tests, the Aerostar’s bumpers sustained 
damage estimated at nearly $1,500 to 
repair.

Protesters stop traffic

NEWTONVILLE - Rush hour 
traffic was tied up for blocks 
Tuesday afternoon as police of- 
ficers and firefighters braved the 
cold, steady drizzle and formed a 
continuous picket line around the 
intersection of Walnut and 
Washington Streets 


About eight fellow police of- 
ficers were at the intersection 
working to move traffic along 
whenever a break in the picket 
occurred. 


The two unions were 
demonstrating their anger over 
the fact that 18 months of con- 
tract negotiations have produced 
a stalemate between the city and 
the unions 


Asked whether she believed it 
was illegal to block traffic with 
the demonstration, Newton 
Police Association President 
Lynda Glenn shrugged and said 
her group had no choice. ‘‘We felt 
it would be the most effective 
way of getting our point across,”” 


Kevin McArdle, head of the 
firefighters union, said, ‘*This is 
the result of two years of frustra- 
tion. If the people sitting here in 
traffic are frustrated, then they 


know how we feel.”” McArdle said 
he felt the the city “has been 
playing with us” in the negotia- 
tions. 

About 100 firefighters and 
police officers took part in the 
demonstration, which began 
shortly before 4 p.m. Several of 
the officers had their wives and 
children taking part with them. 


“It affects them just as much 
as it affects us,'’ said Glenn. 

A second picket began to form 
around 4:30 p.m. one block away, 
at the corner of Lowell Avenue 
and Washington Street. Traffic 
was backed up to Watertown 
Street on both Walnut Street and 
Lowell Avenue. 


Several demonstrators carried 
signs reading, ‘‘Honk if you sup- 
port us.”’ 


Horns were honked up and 
down the streets in Newtonville, 
but not all were in response to the 
signs. Several drivers interview- 
ed were agitated and angry, and 
used language not suitable for 
this newspaper to express their 
views of the demonstration. 

Glenn said a similar 
demonstration is planned for Fri- 
day between 3:30 p.m. and 6:30 
p.m. in Newton Centre Square 


BC responds to gays

CHESTNUT HILL — Boston College has 
not dismissed the concerns of a group of 
homosexual students who have charged the 
university with discriminating against them, 
according to an administrator. 

‘We are not closing the doors on the people 
involved or the issues that they raised,” said 
Benjamin Birnbaum, BC’s acting director of 
communications, last week. 

Boston College senior David Brennan 
recently charged the university with 
discriminating against homosexuals in its 
refusal to grant the Lesbian-Gay Community 
at Boston College (LGBC) official club 
status. 

A leader of the LGBC, Brennan said Vice 
President of Student Affairs Kevin Duffy 
told him shortly before Christmas vacation 
the university would not recognize the group 
officially. 


Club status would have given the LGBC 
university funding, the right to use campus 
facilities and a measure of equality with 
other student organizations, said Brennan. 

Since the group is not recognized, 
members are resticted to meeting at Haley 
House, a BC dormitory for students concern- 
ed with social justice, Brennan has said. 

Brennan said BC contends that granting 
the club recognition would contradict the 
Catholic school’s ideology, tradition and 
policy. 

After several attempts to reach Duffy by 
phone proved fruitless, Birnbaum called to 
say BC administrators are still weighing the 
LGBC charge. 


Birnbaum said BC administration was not 
ready to answer Brennan’s accusation that 
the school ‘‘has discriminated” against a 
“‘Jegitimate minority.” 

But the university will offer a response 
soon, he said. “It won’t be months. I would 


say it could be a couple of weeks,’’ he said, 
adding this was an estimate. 

Of Duffy, Birnbaum said, ‘‘His relation- 
ship with the (LGBC) people has been very 
open. He has not closed any doors ...We have 
talked to the group and are continuing to talk 
to the group.” 

Discussions between the LGBC and 
students have been ongoing for several mon- 
ths. ‘We're looking at this issue,’’ he said. 
“This is not something that came as a sur- 
pise.”’ 

Birnbaum said BC is dealing with the sub- 
ject of sexuality in general and gay rights 
through its series of University Forum 
discussions, the first of which was held last 
week. 

The Forum, a student organization that 
presents lectures and panel discussions on 
topics of current interest, has been in ex- 
istence for the last few years.

Cadet sues over sexual bias

NEWTON — A West Newton 
woman in training to become a 
police officer here is suing the ci- 
ty for sexual discrimination 
because she was passed over for 
the job when she applied in 1982. 


The lawsuit filed last August in 
Middlesex Superior Court by 
Judith A. Nortartomaso, 39, of 51 
Wildwood Ave., is pending while 
she undergoes training at the 
Boston Police Academy. 

Ironically, the Garden City ac- 
quired a national reputation 
more than a decade ago when its 


police department became the 
first in the state to hire female of- 
ficers. 

Nortartomaso, whose family 
has lived here for three genera- 
tions, is the daughter of the late 
Martin F. Greeley, a 34-year 
veteran of the police force who 
died in the line of duty on 
Christmas Day 1970. 

Assistant City Solicitor 
Michael Baseman said her name 
first appeared on the state’s civil 
service hiring list for police of- 
ficers in 1981, but she withdrew 
from contention. Her lawsuit 
stems from the next hiring list, 
issued in 1982, when, Baseman 
said, Nortartomaso was passed 


over for “‘other candidates who 
we felt were better qualified.” 

In the fall of 1984, she was 
about to be appointed as a cadet, 
but failed the requirements of a 
physical conducted by City 
Physician John T. LaRossa. 

Nortartomaso said she weigh- 
ed in six pounds over the civil ser- 
vice standards, which set an ap- 
propriate weight based on an ap- 
plicant’s height. 

Finally, her name appeared 
near the top of the hiring list 
issued in 1985 and, after suc- 
cessfully passing her physical, 
Nortartomaso was appointed one 
month ago as a cadet along with 
one other woman and two men. 


Baseman said her name ap- 
peared prominently on the most 
recent civil service list because 
she took advantage of a statute 
that gives preference to relatives 
of police officers who died in the 
line of duty. 

Also contributing to Nor- 
tartomaso’s favorable placement 
on the list was a Civil Service 
Commission decision that she 
may have been improperly 
bypassed when she applied for 
the job in 1982, 

In an telephone interview last 
week, she said she is ‘“‘working 
very hard’ in an effort to pass

From court to court

taunts and jeers from his 
classmates. 

“It is really hard when 
your teammates, the people 
who are supposed to be on 
your side, laugh at you 
behind your back for not cat- 
ching the ball,”’ he said, ‘‘I 
would be in school and the 
kids there would snicker at 
me." 

Things became so bad that 
Burton’s mother asked him to 
make a decision about his 
future in sports. 

“T was always crying and it 
became a real disrupting fac- 
tor in my house,” he said. 
“Finally, my mom told me to 
either stop playing or start 
winning. Success, she told 
me, was a journey, not a 
destination,” 

At the time, Burton’s team- 
mates weren’t the only ones 
who doubted the young back’s 
talents. In Junior High 
School, Burton was the only 
7th-grader out of 45 trying out 
for the team who wasn’t 
given a football uniform. One 
week after practice began, 
though, his coaches “‘felt 
sorry’’ for him and offered 
him one. For the rest of the 
season Burton found himself 
firmly attached to the pine 
slats making up the team’s 
bench. 

The next season, things 
were pretty much the same. 
It was not until the last game 
of the season that Burton saw 
any action. The 35 seconds he 
played, though, became the 
most important half-minute 
of his life. 

“The only reason the coach 
put me in,” he recalled, ‘‘was 
because the other three backs 
were injured and I was the 
only player left. I carried the 
ball for 10 yards. While 10 
yards may not seem like a 
long distance, it was the most 
important 10 yards of my life. 
Because it was the last game 
of the season, all the high 
school coaches were wat- 
ching.” 

After the game, Burton 
said, the coaches asked to 
speak with him for the first 
time in his life. They told him 
that if he wanted to play in 
high school, he would have to 
work his way onto the team. 

Burton listened. The day 
after school ended, he woke 
up at 4:30 a.m., donned runn- 
ing shoes and started what 
would become a ritual of six 
or seven mile runs five days 
a week. 

“While the other guys were 
out having a good time, not 
missing a party, I would be in 
bed by 7:30 p.m.,” he said. 

Perseverance payed off for 
Burton. When summer vaca- 
tion was over and practice 
started, he was ready to show 
his detractors just what he 
was capable of. 

“Every year on the first 
day of practice,’’ he said, ‘‘it 
was mandatory for the 
players to compete in a mile 
race. That way the coaches 
could see who was prepared 
and who wasn't.” 

Burton was prepared. He 
“blew away” teammates who 
had previously left him in the 
dust and won that race and 
every other. The coaches 
were impressed enough to not 
only name him to the varsity, 
a rare feat for any 
sophomore, but pencilled him 
in as the starting running 
back. 

“T don’t care who you are,” 
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‘My grand- 
mother, who was 
a gospel 
preacher, 
always told me 
to that no matter 
how big you are, 
you’re never too 
big to cry.’

he said. “If you are prepared 
and have trained for 
something, you will beat the 
guy next to you who has not.”” 

For the first time in his life, 
people were noticing Ron 
Burton for being more than a 
erybaby who couldn't catch a 
cold. Despite the notoriety, he 
said he was able to keep a 
level head because of his in- 
volvement with church and 
family. 

“T was a choir boy,"’ he 
said. ‘‘In church, we were 
always praying for everyone 
else. Also, my grandmother, 
who was a Gospel preacher, 
always told me to that no 
matter how big you are, 
you're never too big to cry.”’ 

With 200-yard games and 
most school records in his 
pocket, Burton went on to 
become a hometown hero. 
Even Buckeye coach Woody 
Hayes knew about the now- 
famous Springfield running 
back. Hayes took Burton 
under his wing, invited him to 
all the OSU home games and 
even introduced him to the 
governor. 

“Coach Hayes used to send 
a limousine to pick me up,”’ 
Burton remembered. ‘‘In my 
neighborhood, it was pretty 
impressive for a limo even to 
drive through, but to pick me 
up was real heavy.’’ 

As an Ohio youth playing 
football for an Ohio high 
school, it seemed natural 
enough that Burton would 
eventually wear an Ohio State 
uniform. It was not in the 
cards though, because coach 
Ara Parseghian, formerly 
with Miami of Ohio, enticed 
him to play at Northwestern 
University in Chicago. The 
bait, Burton said, was 
Parseghian’s promise of a 
chance to not only beat the 
formidible Ohio State and 
Oklahoma football teams, but 
to ‘‘shut them down.” 

Because Northwestern was 
a perennial losing team, the 
odds were long that they 
would beat anyone, let alone 
the two top football powers in 
the nation. People in Burton’s 
hometown thought the young 
man crazy for not following 
tradition and attending OSU. 
Even Burton’s dad thought 
his son was making a 
mistake. 

“‘My dad told me that I’d 
better slip out of town quietly 
after accepting the Nor- 
thwestern offer,’’ he said. 

Burton did not have to slip 
out. Townsfolk thought 
enough of him to hold a fun- 
draising event to buy him 
some decent clothes and 
equipment. The parade and 
sendoff, Burton said, is a 
memory that has been in- 
fluential in his life. 

“T will never forget how the 
people of Springfield came 
out and sent me off to 
school,’’ he said. ‘‘That was 
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probably the greatest mo- 
ment in my life.’’ 


The promise of knocking off 
the big rivals didn’t come 
true for Burton in 1956. Nor- 
thwestern played OSU, 
Oklahoma, Michigan and 
Notre Dame, among other 
schools and posted a perfect, 
losing record of 0-10. The next 
season, though, would be dif- 
ferent 


The streak started against 
Notre Dame in South Bend, 
Indiana. Northwestern crush- 
ed the Irish 55-12. The final 
score was so improbable, 
Burton said, that the College 
Football Scoreboard show 
refused to put it on television 
because they thought it was a 
mistake. The next victim was 
his former mentor Woody 
Hayes. Northwestern shut out 
the Buckeyes, who were 
number one in the nation, 24 
point favorites, and hadn’t 
lost in five years, by three 
touchdowns. Oklahoma was 
next on the hit list, losing for 
the first time in seven years, 
48-12. 


Eventually, Burton would 
go on to become a Heisman 
Trophy candidate, a 
unanimous All-American and 
NCAA Back of the Year. In 
1960, the Boston Patriots 
made him the first-ever 
Patriot by tabbing him as 
their first No. 1 draft choice. 
After a six-year career came 
to an end due to a back injury 
that ‘‘made me lose a step,” 
Burton put away his helmet, 
but kept his love for the 
sport. 


These days, he is a busy 
man. Flying around the na- 
tion as an executive consul- 
tant for the John Hancock 
Life Insurance Company, the 
Framingham resident is 
never in one place for too 
long. Despite his hectic 
schedule, though, he finds 
time to run a training camp 
for youths in Hubbardston, 
Ma. 


“T always had a dream that 
I would give back what was 
given to me that day they 
sent me off to school,’’ Burton 
said, his eyes glistening. ‘‘I 
bought a village and a lake 
and I offer any boy the 
chance to come out here and 
train the way I did. I provide 
the food, the lodging and even 
the socks. All I ask for in 
return is that they pass the 
same love I got down the 
line.” 


Not surprisingly, Burton’s 
brochure lists the daily 
schedule for the camp as 
starting at 4:30 a.m. and en- 
ding at 7:30 p.m. with lights 
out, In between, campers run 
more than eight miles in one 
stretch, workout and take 
computer classes. 





“A healthy body makes for 
a health mind,” Burton likes 
to point out as often as possi- 
ble. 


There is a special pride 
Ron Burton takes, in helping 
teenagers reach their poten- 
tial.

“This school-wide puppet pro- 
ject encourages creativity and 
sharing within the school, the na- 
tion and the world, and stresses 
positive values of friendship and 
caring,’’ Herzog said.

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Rent scam nets man 


CAMBRIDGE A Chelsea 
man who admitted to luring some 
20 victims through newspaper 
ads into renting the same four- 
bedroom Newton home last spr- 
Ing was sentenced last week to an 
8-12-year state prison term, 

Robert Lane, 30, a former 
paralegal secretary, also receiv- 
ed an additional 4-5-year term at 
Cedar Junction State Prison, in 
Walpole. After Superior Court 
Judge Charles Grabeau deter- 
mined him to be a ‘common and 
notorious thief.” That determina- 
tion allowed the judge to sentence 
Lane up to 20 years under the 
“common and notorious” thief 
section of the Massachusetts 
larceny statute, as opposed to a 
maximum of five years under 
general larceny. Assistant Mid- 
dlesex District Attorney Jeffrey 
Locke asked that Lane be 
sentenced as a common and 
notorious thief. 


The state had charged that 
Lane met with prospective 
tenants while dressed in three- 
piece suits and that he wined and 
dined them at area restaurants, 
while taking their security 
deposits for rental of the house at 
16 Wiswall St. In one case, Lane 
secured a down payment on a 
sale of the home. In total, he bilk- 
ed victims of more than $19,000, 
according to Locke. 

Without formally pleading guil- 


prison term 


ty, Lane, last Feb. 5, admitted to 
the Commonwealth’s evidence in 
connection with 11 counts of 
larceny and two counts of 
possessing phony state identifica- 
tions, Those admissions con- 
stitute criminal convictions, 

Lane argued before Judge 
Grabeau that he should not be 
subjected to more than 5-7-year 
term because, he claimed, the of- 
fenses involved a single larceny 
scheme and were not a string of 
11 separate larcenies, 

According to Locke, Lane used 
phony names of people and 
businesses to ‘‘fleece”’ 11 groups, 
consisting of more than 20 in- 
dividuals, many of whom attend- 
ed court, 

Locke told the judge that 
Newton police intend to lodge a 
complaint against Alio Fishman, 
of Newton, the owner of the house 
at 16 Wiswall St., for failing to 
return $1,400 that represents 
Lane’s last month’s rent on that 
home. Lane had rented the home 
from Fishman. 

Locke said the Com- 
monwealth’s position is that the 
$1,400 which Lane gave as his last 
month’s rent to Fishman was ac- 
tually money Lane stole from the 
victims and therefore it should be 
returned to them. Locke in- 
dicated that Fishman has refused 
to return the money. He stressed 
that Fishman had no knowledge 
of the rental seam. 


Arson suspected in weekend blazes 


NEWTON - Two one-alarm 
fires in the Garden City over the 
weekend are being blamed on ar- 
son. 

The first blaze, which occurred 
around 8:45 p.m. Saturday in the 
McKim Group offices at 225 
Riverview Ave., did not develop 
into much because it was ex- 
tinguished by the sprinkler alarm 
system inside the building. 

Investigators found a barrel 
full of partially burned toilet 
paper and paper towels inside the 
building. They also found a stick 
with paper around the end of it, 
perhaps used as a torch to start 
the fire, and more paper towels 


were found outside the building. 
A glass pane had been smashed 
in a men’s room at the rear of the 
building. 

The second fire, at the Depot 
restaurant at the Riverside 
MBTA station at 2:29 a.m. Sun- 
day, caused more extensive 
damage. Fire officials believe 
the fire started when someone lit 
some paper behind two soda 
machines in front of the building. 

The flames damaged the entire 
front of the restaurant and crept 
into the eaves of the building 
before it was extinguished. 

No firefighters were injured at 
either blaze. 


Bonner’s kin suspicious of visa change 


NEWTON CENTRE — Despite 
a report from a Soviet journalist, 
relatives of Soviet dissident 
Yelena Bonner say they won't 
believe she has been granted an 
extension of her stay in the West 
until they see her passport. 

“We are waiting for her 
passport” with permission to 
stay for an additional three mon- 
ths of medical treatmemt, Mrs. 
Bonner’s son-in-law Efrem 
Yankelevich said Monday. 

“Why should I speculate on 
this? I don’t see the point of 
speculating whether he is telling 
the truth or not,’’ Yankelevich 
said. 


Journalist Victor Louis, who 
has served as an unofficial con- 
duit for stories the Kremlin 
wants published in the West, said 
in Moscow Monday Mrs, Bonner 
would be able to return to the 
Soviet Union as long as she has a 
Soviet passport and a medical 
certificate saying a longer stay 
was necessary. 

“To the best of my knowledge 
she has been granted this exten- 
sion,” Louis said, adding that 
such extensions are largely for- 
malities. He did not specify the 
length of the extension, but visa 
extensions generally are for 
three months, 


Aldermen scrutinze lodice garage plans 


NEWTON — The aldermanic 
Land Use Committee has asked 
developer Michael Iodice for 
more details in his petition for a 
site plan approval for a garage 
under an office building he is con- 
structing at 36 Crafts St. 

In addition to the revised plans, 
the committee persuaded Iodice 
to seek ways to reduce the square 
footage of the building in order to 
eliminate the necessity of a 
loading bay. The loading bay, re- 
quired for buildings in excess of 
5,000 sq. ft., would have 
restricted use of five parking 
spaces, according to a report 
issued by Planning Director 
Barry Canner. 

Because the site plan calls for 
the minimum number of parking 
spaces required by ordinance, it 
was Canner’s opinion that as is, 
Todice's site plan for a 5,200 sq. ft. 
building, would not meet city 
standards and the building size 
would have to be reduced. 

There was also a disagreement 
between Iodice and Canner on the 
number of parking spaces re- 
quired. Iodice’s site plan called 
for 12. Canner, using a formula 
that bases the number of spaces 


required on the total rentable 
space provided, determined that 
he needed 12.4 spaces. Iodice said 
he figured that would be rounded 
to 12 spaces. Canner said any 
figure in excess of a whole 
number is rounded to the next 
highest number because “there 
is no such thing as .4 of acar.” 

The committee unanimously 
voted to hold the petition until 
Todice comes back with plans to 
reduce the rentable floor space, 
landscaping plans, a redesign of 
entrance and exits and a revision 
of the site plan that would ad- 
dress the parking problems. 

Todice did win one point when 
Assistant City Solicitor G 
Michael Peirce stated that, if fil- 
ed correctly, his petition for a 
perimeter plan would be upheld. 

Earlier, there was some 
dispute over whether or not the 
plan, which protects the zoning 
status of a parcel of land for three 
years, was valid. The Crafts 
Street parcel is part of an area 
down-zoned from industrial to 
residential. The perimeter plan 
protects the industrial classifica- 
tion where office buildings are 
permited

Gentile still considering Senate race 


NEWTON ~- School Committee 
Chairman Leonard J. Gentile is 
giving every indication that he in- 
tends to run for the State Senate 


seat now held by Sen. Jack H. 
By a0 (Keine on 7 

Brookline/Newton). 

Last week, Gentile’s wife, 


Susan, appeared at the Election 
Commission's offices in City Hall 
seeking nomination papers for 
the slot, which is up for grabs 
because of Backman’s impen- 
ding retirement. 

But the papers, which originate 
from Secretary of State Michael 
J. Connolly's office, had not yet 
arrived through the mail. 

Gentile, who has been hinting 
at a possible run for weeks, is in 
Virginia on business and could 
not be reached for comment last 
week. 

Sources said Gentile is keeping 
his options open, but has not yet 
made a firm decision to enter the 
race. 

If he does run and wins, he will 
be able to retain his seat on the 
School Committee. The Senate 
post carries a two-year term. 


Gentile, who lives at 214 Adams 
Ave. in West Newton, won his 
third term on the School Commit- 
tee last November by polling 53 
percent of the votes cast in an un- 
contested bid. 

So far, former Newton alder- 
man and state representative 
Lois Pines is the only known con- 
tender for Backman's slot, 
although she has yet to formally 
announce her candidacy. 

Pines, a Waban resident, has 
already begun cranking up a 
campaign with the slogan - 
“Because the best is the least we 
deserve.”’ 

She said she intends to formal- 
ly announce her candidacy 
“shortly,’’ but has already won 
endorsements from U.S. Rep. 
Barney Frank (D-Newton), 
members of the Brookline School 
Committee, all of Gentile’s col- 
leagues on the Newton School 
Committee, 19 of Newton’s 24 
aldermen and a number of well- 
placed Democratic politicians in 
both communities. 

She expects the race to cost her 
close to $300,000. 






Firefighters in marathon bargaining stint 


NEWTON Firefighters and 
city officials bargained through a 
marathon 15 hour stint last week, 
but made no progress towards 
settling a new contract, ac- 
cording to one negotiator. 

“We met for 15 hours and we 
didn't get anywhere,’’ said 
Richard Ciccone, chairman of 
Newton Firefighters Association 
bargaining team. 

The marathon session was held 
at Lasell Junior College, ac- 
cording to Richard Kelliher, the 
city’s chief administrative of- 
ficer. 

“We met for 14 hours and both 
sides worked very hard,’’ said 
Kelliher. ‘We weren’t able to 
reach an agreement on a 
package, but the city’s intent is to 
try to get to the bargaining table 
(again) as soon as possible."” 

Firefighters and the city 
agreed that last week’s meeting 
would be “‘off the record,”” mean- 
ing no proposals would be 
discussed with the press. 

Kelliher said no arrangements 
have been made for another ‘‘off 
the record’’ session, though it is 
possible both sides could agree to 


hold similar negotiations in the 
future. 

As of three weeks ago, the city 
was offering 5 percent for each of 
two years witha 1 percent bonus. 


Union President Kevin McAr- 
dle at that time said firefighters 
want the same raise given to 
teachers - 7 percent for 1986 and 
1987 and 6 percent for 1988. 

McArdle could not be reached 
for comment. 

Kelliher has said firefighters 
would receive an average of 
more than $2,000 in back pay and 
$240 for the 1 percent bonus if 
they accepted the city’s 5 percent 
offer. 


The settlement with teachers 
was fueled in part by the state’s 
recently passed education 
reform bill, which provided 
money for educators that is not 
available for other municipal 
unions, Kelliher has said 

McArdle has criticized the city 
for refusing to accept voluntary 
binding arbitration to settle the 
dispute. He said if the city’s offer 
was a just one, it should not fear 
the decision of an arbitrator. 






Early dismissal discussion on Feb. 27 


NEWTON — A special School 
Committee meeting is scheduled 
at 7:45 p.m. Thursday, Feb. 27, to 
offer more parents and teachers 
the opportunity to discuss the 
elementary school early 
dismissal times on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, 

School Superintendent Dr. 
John Strand recommends the 
continuation of early dismissal 
days for grades 1-6 and the exten- 
sion of the kindergarden school 
day, but many parents say they 
are not convinced by his 
arguments, 

According to Strand, elemen- 
tary school teachers use short 
days for curriculum enrichment 
and planning, parent and teacher 
conferences and _ professional 
development. 

The structure of the elemen- 
tary school week was studied by 
Director of Elementary Educa- 
tion Dr. Melvin Hines and a 
report of his findings was submit- 
ted to the School Committee in 
January, 

The School Committee plans to 
make a decision on whether or 
not to extend the short days on 
March 10, Parents would like 
these days lengthened by two 
hours. 

Parents were given the op- 
portunity to share their opinions 
and concerns with the School 
Committee Monday night, but 
board member Angela Nielsen 
said people should be given 
another chance to meet with the 
committee before a final decision 
is made. 


Several parents complained 
that Hines’ report does not ad- 
dress adequately the question of 
whether students need more 
hours in the classroom, 

Alderman Louis Irwin urged 
the School Committee to make 





the elementary school week 
uniform, 

“This is a distinct advantage 
for two-career families and 





single-parent families, whose 
lives are complicated enough as 
it is,”’ Irwin said. ‘I recognize it 
is not the purpose of the schoois 
to provide day care, but it seems 
to me we should be able to work 
out a consistent schedule.”’

Sullivan said another man 
from a different cart approached 
him and asked what was going 
on 


“T told him what happened and 
he pulled out a walkie-talkie and 
said he was going to call the 
police,”’ Sullivan said. “I think he 
was the thief's mate because the 
police didn’t repond to the call 
until I called them,” 

The suspect was very well 
dressed and acted very calm and 
did not seem like the type to pull 
off such a caper, according to 
Sullivan. 

“He was very professional 
about the whole thing. It all hap- 
pened so fast I didn’t have time to 
panic,"’ he added. 


Sullivan said he has been work- 
ing for Honda Village for only 
five days.

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Preserving the city’s unique past 


Even the staunchest supporters of 
the Jackson Homestead, the city’s 
repository of historical treasures, 
were a bit taken aback recently when 
10 students from Weston appeared on 
the doorstop of the grand old home on 
Washington Street. 

The students were researching the 
history of their town’s involvement 
with the Underground Railway that 
led 19th-century slaves from the South 
to the North and freedom. The only 
source of firsthand information they 
could come up with in the entire 
Boston area, they said, was the home 
of the City of Newton’s Historical 
Commission. 

We who drive by the Homestead 
every day tend to overlook the value 
of the precious resource we have at 
our disposal. Forward looking com- 
munity leaders, who long ago saw the 
value of preserving our past while 
there was still some to preserve, 
deserve the credit for making the 
Homestead unique in this area. 


Few cities or towns have devoted 
the energy we have to creating and 
maintaining such a facility. Credit is 
due to Duscha Scott and her staff for 


making the best of the appropriations 
they have been able to eke out of the 
city’s annual budget. 


Mrs. Scott and the other stalwarts 
at the Homestead will deserve our fur- 
ther support in the near future. They 
are organizing a fund drive to 
rehabilitate some of the facilities in 
the old Jackson home. The environ- 
ment in the basement, which was used 
as a hiding place for runaway slaves, 
needs to be stabilized. Exhibits need 
to be better protected from the rigors 
of time. 


The furnace needs to be changed 
over from oil, a costly operation that 
increases efforts to keep priceless col- 
lections clean, to gas. 


The renovations planned can only 
enhance the operation of The 
Homestead. The Newton Graphic, as 
the 114-year-old ‘‘paper of record’’ for 
the Garden City, feels a kinship with 
this institution, and we urge all our 
readers to support it in the hopes of 
preserving our past. Keep in mind 
that a working knowlege of our past is 
crucial to putting the present in its 
proper perspective. 


Seniors deserving of estate tax break 


Occasionally good things happen 
under the Golden Dome cresting 
Beacon Street without fanfare or par- 
ticular notice. While surtax repeal got 
all the attention in the closing stages 
of 1985, another tax relief action was 
quietly put through and signed by 
Gov. Dukakis. 


Close to 10,000 families may gain 
relief from an important change in the 
estate tax law. The amount of proper- 
ty value exempt from taxation to 
heirs has been increased from $60,000 
to $200,000. This would be inclusive of 
all assets, a dwelling, insurance 
policies, savings, stocks, art, house 
furnishings, personal jewelry and 
other elements in a total estate. 


Those who gain significantly are 
senior citizens in the middle income 
family bracket who have had 
justifiable fears as an estate tax 
would put too much of a burden on 
survivors. A widow, for example, 
might have to dispose of a home oc- 
cupied over a long period of years if 
forced to come up with $4,000 or $5,000 
in an estate tax claim. 


Assessed valuations of houses are 
the key to estate taxes. While they no 
longer follow the precise ‘‘fair market 
value”’ requirements, assessments 
have tripled and quadrupled under 
Proposition 2 1/2 dictates. A dwelling 
assesed at $20,000 in 1981 might carry 
an $80,000 figure for tax purposes, 
possibly half what it could be sold for. 
This would be the value amount for 
estate purposes, exceeding the 
original base exemption allowance. 


Under the newly applied formula, 
the older person with a home of 
modest worth, together with an equal 
amount of other belongings, would not 
be placing a tax burden on those in- 
heriting the property. A further provi- 
sion of a $1,500 tax credit will un- 
doubtedly diminish the chances of 
hardship. 


While the Revenue Department loss 
is projected at some $30 million, large 
estates paying taxes in a time of 
economic prosperity could well offset 
much of that. Preserving home 
ownership is a worthwhile objective. 


Dapper brings gadfly tradition to race in 8th

He lays it right 
on the line, gun control or gay rights 
or what have you. 


Older Walthamites will recognize 
him as a throwback to a City Council 
member of similar fundamentalist 
virtues. Joseph D, (Jerry) McCarthy, 
a Ward 7 legend, whose syntax far ex- 
ceeded that of the Dapper. So did his 
voice range as he heaped scorn on a 
matter not to his liking. Modestly 
educated, Jerry was nevertheless an 
acknowledged expert in municipal 
finance, Dapper evidently has some of 
those McCarthy traits 


Newton currently has a ¢ 


aldermanic personality who delights 
in challenging the leadership with 
bombastic rhetoric. Dick McGrath 
provides the board with a lot of vitali- 
ty that might be missed i! he were not 
there. Like Dapper, he ‘ills a special 
purpose, disturbing as it must be to 
those who worship at the altar of 
status quo. Gadflies or mavericks, 
call them what you will, make the 
systems work. 


Another thought about the Dapper, 
While other Democrats are buiilding 
war chests that will make this 
possibly the most expensive Congres- 
sional campaign Massachusetts has 
ever seen, he can be counted on to 
nickel and dime it, reusing old posters 
and cards with needed alteration here 
and there. This recalls a veteran 
councillor in Waltham who got a 
dozen years out of the same cards 
passed out at the polls. His workers 
had instructions to pick them up after 
voting hours, No one seemed to mind 
the mothball odor.

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More real clout needed 
for Ethics Commission

The former police chief and the fire chief of Revere 
had been paid by private corporations to perform 
certain security duties which were already includ- 
ed in their public responsibilities. 

The long-standing arrangements had been sanc- 
tioned by a prior city solicitor’s opinion. But the 
State Ethics Commission ruled last May — and the 
parties agreed — that, notwithstanding, they had 
violated state conflict of interest laws. Civil 
penalities were levied and the retainer ar- 
rangements terminated. 

“People have a right to expect that public of- 
ficials will serve them first,’’ admonished SEC 
director Andrew Crane at the time, ‘‘that their 
judgements won’t be clouded by outside private 
associations or commitments.” 

A former Mass. Public Health Council member 
had capitalized on his official position by seeking to 
sell life insurance payroll deduction packages to of- 
ficers of a hospital which had matters pending 
before the Council. He was assessed a $1000 civil 
penalty. 

The former treasurer of Norfolk County was 
found to have secured favorable mortgage terms 
for a friend from banks where his agency had 
deposited substantial amounts of county penions 
funds. Again, a civil penalty was assessed. 


The former Mayor of Boston, no less, was chastis- 
ed, after a 10-month probe, for appearing to have 
violated conflict of interest laws when $110,000 for a 
birthday party for his wife was collected from in- 
dividuals who work for or do business with the city. 

These are only a smattering, randomly selected, 
of the 800-odd tough findings of the State Ethics 
Commission since it was set up in 1978 as a perma- 
nent, independent, non-partisan state watchdog. 

It was the McKee-Berger-Mansuetto scandal a 
decade ago that brought the Commission into being, 
thanks to a petition drive by Common Cause. Last 
year alone 665 complaints were lodged with it, 20 
percent more than 1984. (A further dividen was the 
Ward corruption commission’s dramatic investiga- 
tions into state and county building contracts which 
led in turn to creation of an Office of Inspector 
General.) 


On their face, the above cited instances would 
seem obvious violations of Chapter 268A, the con- 
flict of interest law. And they would seem the sort of 
things officials would instinctively lean over 
backward to avoid, in keeping with their noble call- 
ing as dedicated public servants. 

Wrong. Some violations are, indeed, clear and 
unequivocal. But in many of the more esoteric in- 
stances that come before it, the Commission has 
had to split hairs and draw very fine lines to fill in 
the small print about what consitutes public integri- 
ty. 

And despite a growing body of precedents, public 
officials retain a knack for resourcefulness trying 
to skirt the intent of the 24-year-old law. Suddenly 
last July, the Supreme Judicial Court tossed a 
monkey wrench into the oversight machinery. The 
SJC ruled the SEC exeeding its statutory authority 
by assessing penalities on violators. Immediately, 
some 215 pending complaints went on hold and into 
limbo. (No one has yet tried to get back a fine 
already paid). 

Such is support for the Commission that legisla- 
tion to close the loophole would have passed easily 
last year (over the curious and lonely opposition of 
two former speakers - Tom McGee and Bob 
Quinn), had not Senate President Bulger pulled a 
fast one at the last possible moment. A Supreme 
Court opinion on a peripheral aspect of the legisla- 
tion was bottled up by Bulger until the legislative 
session all but ran out of time. 

Speaker George Keverian, something of a 
stickler about ethics, promptly had corrective 
legislation reintroduced as the first order of 
business for 1986, 

When it’s enacted and signed by the Governor, 
the SEC can get back to cracking its whip. 

The Senate, it must be said, did not cover itself 
with glory when Bulger personally whithheld that 
SJC opinion until too late to make the adjustments 
needed. 

The Senate can ill afford to defy public sen- 
sitiveness about abuse of power. 

After all, it was three members of that august 
body who were indicted and convicted in federal 
court of extortion during the 70s. Their misdeeds, in 
fact, set the stage for the creation of this very ethics 
commission now trying to clean things up.

Reagan budget priorities are 
distorted in favor of military

President Reagan wants to 
spend far more money next year 
for research on a single military 
project his ‘Star Wars” 
scheme — than to pay all the 
operating expenses of the federal 
courts, Congress and their 
related agencies. 

The president’s proposed 1987

budget calls for expenditures of 
slightly less than $2 billion to run 


— 





the entire legislative branch of 
government and slightly more 
than $1.2 billion to cover all the 
costs of the federal judiciary. 

During the same _ period, 
research on the Strategic 
Defense Initiative would con- 
sume $4.2 billion. 

That's only one example of the 
distortions in Reagan’s budget 
produced by his penchant for pro- 
fligate military spending while 
relentlessly slashing expen- 
ditures for child nutrition, stu- 
dent loans, job retraining and 
scores of other domestic pro- 
grams 

Indeed, the yearly costs of 
many weapons systems equal or 
exceed the amount of money re- 
quired to finance entire govern- 
ment departments, agencies or 
programs. Some examples 

Proposed procurement of an 
additional 216 F-16 Falcon jet 
fighters for the Air Force would 
cost $3.9 billion. For the same 
amount of money, the govern- 
ment can pay the annual 
operating costs of all federal law 
enforcement agencies the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
Secret Service, Drug Enforce- 
ment Agency, Customs Service 
and others 

The F-16 costs a phenomenal

means that the price of a single 
plane is equivalent to the annual 
salaries of 900 teachers at $20,000 


per year 


—Proposed procurement of ad- 
ditional 120 F/A-18 Hornet jet 
fighters for the Navy would cost 
$3.5 billion. That’s the same 
amount that Reagan proposes 
spending on all domestic child 
nutrition programs. 

—Another $2.4 billion would be 
spent to construct four new SSN- 
688 nuclear-powered attack sub- 
marines for the Navy. That 
figure is identical to the Coast 
Guard's entire operating budget 
for the year 

The Patriot air-to-air 
missile, a weapons system 
plagued by persistent problems, 
would cost $1.1 billion for the 
year the same amount ear- 
marked for Food for Peace 
shipments to millions of starving 
people throughout the world 

The Army’s Bradley Fighting 


Vehicle, another can’t-shoot- 
straight weapons system whose 
performance has never matched 
its promise, would cost §1.2 
billion the same amount 


designated for research at the 
National Cancer Institute 
Reagan's budget contains 
billions of additional dollars for 
other extravagant weapons 
systems — $3.1 billion for Trident 
Il missiles, $2.6 billion for the 
Navy’s DDG-5} destroyers, $2.3 
billion for the Air Force's F-15 
Eagle jet fighters and §2.2 billion 
for the Army’s M-1 tanks. 
There’s more: $2.1 billion for 
the CG-47 Aegis cruiser, 2.0 


billion for the C-5B Galaxy 
transport plane, $1.8 billion for 
the MX missile and $1.4 billion 
for the AH-64 attack helicopter. 

Reagan has thrown so much 
money at the Defense Depart- 
ment during the past five years 
that the Pentagon is awash is 
unexpended, unobligated funds 
that even it cannot spend. 

A departmental study last year 
acknowledged $28.4 billion in ex- 
cess money, but the General Ac- 
counting Office says the correct 
figure is $38.6 billion and indepen- 
dent studies place the total at as 
much as $53.7 billion, 

The Jobs with Peace Cam- 
paign, a Boston-based organiza- 
tion, has calculated that the 
average household will pay $5,767 
in federal taxes this year, not in- 
cluding money paid to the 
government to support Social 
Security trust funds. 

Of that total, $3,103 (almost 54 
percent) will be consumed by 
military spending, while only 
$115 will go for housing, $126 for 
education and $138 for food and 
nutrition programs. 

That's an important reason 
why so many people — voters and 
politicians, Republicans and 
Democrats view the presi- 
dent’s budget demands as irrele- 
vant, irrational and irresponsi- 
ble

Don't be lulled by Shcharansky’s release 


Dear Editor, 

Anatoly Shcharansky is free at 
last. His release brings great joy 
to his long-suffering wife, Avital, 
who has wandered among the 
capitols of the world seeking 
freedom for the man she has not 
seen since just after their wed- 
ding on July 4, 1974. 





, His release will now give hope 
to the many others who remain 
behind, still trapped in the Soviet 
Vnion; to Jews for whom he 
became a symbol through nearly 
a decade of imprisonment, and to 
non-Jews who were emboldened 
hy Anatoly’s advocacy of the idea 
that all Soviet citizens have 
rights assured them under the 
Helsinki Accords the Soviet 
Union signed in 1975. 


While he is an important sym- 
bol, he is but one man. Moreover, 
if the emigration trends of the 
last few years continue to hold 
true, then he will be but one of a 


hundred or so Soviet Jews who 
will be permitted to emigrate in 
February, 1986. From a high of 
more than 51,000 in 1979, the 
figure for last year dropped to 
just 1,140. This past month, 
January, only 79 Soviet Jews 
were allowed to leave for Israel. 

20,000 other Soviet Jews still 
wait for permission to emigrate 
to Israel. They have completed 
the long and hazardous task of 
applying to leave, often at the 
cost of losing their jobs, facing 
constant surveillance by the 
KGB, and being the subject of 
ridicule and abuse by their 
neighbors. Several hundred of 
these are now separated from 
their families who have left the 
USSR. We cannot be lulled into a 
false sense of well-being. While 
Shcharansky is now free, there 
are others, less well-known, who 
must now be the focus of our con- 
cern. 

A real show of good faith by the 


Soviet Union cannot hinge on the 
release of one man, even a man 
of such symbolic importance and 
personal dignity as Anatoly 
Shcharansky. Even as he is freed 
from prison, and from the larger 
jail of the Soviet state, other 
Soviet Jews also guilty of the 
“crime” of wishing to live as 
Jews in the Soviet Union, or 
emigrate to Israel, are harassed, 
arrested, imprisoned. Until they 
are free, the world cannot be ap- 
peased by this gesture, as much 
as we rejoice at Shcharansky’s 
release. 

We will contilnue to work to ob- 
tain the release of all who wish to 
emigrate.

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GOPs deserve ‘A’ for effort 
in their pre-election activity

If Massachusetts Republicans 
don’t make at least modest gains 
in state legislative seats in next 
fall's election, it will not be for 
lack of effort. 

Instead of sitting back and hop- 
ing for would-be contenders for 
state Senate and House represen- 
tatives to come forward, the GOP 
last month began advertising for 
potenial contenders. 

This move, ridiculed by some 
critics as an act of desperation, 
has turned up close to three dozen 
men and women from outside 
part-activist ranks eager to run 
or help in the campaigns of 
others. 

While unwilling to speculate 
about how many of these could-be 
candidacies will blossom, state 
Republican chairman Andre S. 
Natsios is clearly encouraged by 
the response thus far. But neither 
he nor anyone else within GOP 
leadership circles is suggesting 
this might be the year their party 
regains control in either the 
Senate or House. 

Republicans have not held a 
majority of the House seats since 
1954 and have not prevailed in the 
Senate since 1956. Two years ago, 
when Republicans increased 
their ranks by six, the biggest 
gain in more than two decades, 
more than half the com- 
monwealth’s 200 legislative seats 
went to Democrats by default. 

Despite its 1984 legislative 
gains of one senator and five 
representatives, GOP members 
are outnumbered 32 to 8 in the up- 
per chamber and 126 to 34 in the 
House. With the April 29 filing 
deadline still a couple of months 
away, Mr. Natsios hopes 
recruiting pursuits will produce 
viable GOP contenders for more 
than a few democratic-held 
lawmaking chairs. 

Although not about to 
discourage anybody who would 
like to run for Senate or House, 
the Republican strategy is focus- 
ed largely on seats where pro- 
spects appear the brightest. 
These include areas where GOP 
candidates, including President 
Reagan, have fared best recent- 
ly. 
Because of this, legislative 
districts in such traditional 
Democratic strongholds as 
Boston and some of the state’s 
mill communities may be pretty 
much written off. 

In contrast state Democrats 
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view legislative seats as too 
tough to bother with, even on the 
home turf of deeply entrenched 
Republicans. This lack of 
political timidity has assured 
two-party elections in most GOP- 
held districts 

The Republicans, whose 
statewide voter registration is 
barely one-quarter that of the 
Democrats, simply lack the 
resources to stage even token 
campaigns in many legislative 
districts. 

Instead of scattering its com- 
eback thunder and dollars in all 
directions, the GOP intends to 
concentrate on a couple of dozen 
House and Senate chairs where 
they have especially attractive 
candidates. Also targeted will be 
legislative districts where the 
Democratic incumbant is viewed 
as vulnerable. 

The Republican decision to 
advertise for candidates reflects 
a determination to attract the 
best available talent. The 
preponderance of those answer- 
ing the SOS are young. Most are 
either in the professions or form 
the business community. 

What the Republican talent 
scouts seek are not those politcal- 
ly shopworn from unsuccesful 
electoral pursuits but those with 
interests and backgrounds that 
will appeal not only to )e 
voters but to independents and 
perhaps to Democrats as well 

With this in mind, the ‘help 
wanted’’ advertisements were 
placed in publications with 
specialized readerships, such as 
business and professionals jour- 





















nals, rather than general- 
circulation newpapers or 
magazines. 
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Nobody likes to lose, Thus a 
major Bay State Republican 
challenge is to convine those 
anwering the call for help that 
their time and effort would not be 
wasted, and that they can count 
on financial aid from the party 
Chairman Natsios, who is also a 
state representative from 
Holliston, has been moving about 
the commonwealth meeting with 
possible legislative candidates, 
telling them what they might ex- 
pect in the way of campaign sup- 
port 

Having been in the House for 
the past 12 years, Natsios cer- 
tainly knows any weakness of 
Democratic lawmakers they 
may seek to topple. This could be 
particulary useful in shaping 
campaign pla since many of 
those being recruited have rarely 
been political activists and might 
not be familiar with the short- 
comings of their intended ballot 
foes 4 

Although not about to adandon, 
as a lost cause, congressional 
seats or tewide offices, Nat- 
sios and his GOP colleagues are 
generally convinced that the best 
way to revitalize the party is 
through building from the bottom 
up, with strong legislative can- 
didates. Those Republicans suc- 
cessful in winning chairs in the 
state Senate and House would 
thus provide a larger pool of 
potential contenders for higher 
offices in future years. 

Party rebuilding efforts from 
the top down have been far from 
successful, despite a lot of cam- 
paign effort.

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Graham was interviewed last 
week in his office in the Roxbury 
District Court building in Dudley 
Square. It was 4 p.m. and he had 
just finished a full day of listen- 
ing to criminal cases 

One of the cases was a probable 
cause hearing involving a man 
charged with assault and bat- 
tery, threatening to commit a 
crime and extortion. The man 
allegedly had punched his former 
girlfriend in the face. Then, after 
being arrested on some other 
charges, he allegedly threatened 
her life and that of her mother’s if 
she didn’t come up with some bail 
money for him. 

The defendant was ‘‘very ex- 
citable,’ as Graham put it, and 
he had to be threatened with ex- 
pulsion from the courtroom after 
numerous outbursts. 

Graham appeared annoyed 
when he asked the defendant's 
lawyer to ‘‘get to the heart of the 
defense”’ after several objections 
from the prosecuting attorney, 
who claimed the defense lawyer 
was asking irrelevant and 
repetitive questions. 

At one point the defense lawyer 
asked the former girlfriend if she 
would “expect this court to 
believe’ that a swollen eye, 
allegedly administered by his 
client, was bad enough for her to 
call off work, but not bad enough 
for her to go to the hospital and 
have it checked out. 

Graham bound the case over 
for trial in Superior Court and 
later said with a slight smile, 
“Watch that case come before 
me again.” 

Speaking in his office about the 
case, he said a probable cause 
hearing ‘‘is a discovery tool that 
allows the defense to find out how 
much information the govern- 
ment has against his client.’’ It 
may result in the reduction, or 
even dismissal, of a charge. For 
that reason, he said, a defense 
lawyer must be given ‘broad 
latitude”’ in his questioning. 

But he added, ‘‘As far as I’m 
concerned, and any judge is con- 
cerned, there is a difference bet- 
ween giving a lawyer broad 
latitude and going over the same 
answers.” 

Asked what he thought he 
would enjoy most about his im- 
pending move, if approved, he 
said, ‘‘I think I’ll enjoy the varie- 
ty of kinds of cases. I might sit for 
a whole month and listen to 
lawyers argue civil cases with 
the jury waived. Or I might listen 
to civil cases with a jury during 
another month... There is a 
greater variety and greater 
finality to the trials in Superior 
Court. All appeals are on ques- 
tions of law only.”” Commenting 
on the state’s provision for an 
automatic right of appeal at the 
District Court level, he said, 
“There is an old saying among 
lawyers that goes, ‘If justice 
prevails, we’ll appeal.’ 

“It was never my intention to 
stay in the District Court, but to 
go with the flow and move around 
in the Superior Court system,” he 
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added. Asked what he would miss 
about his current job, he said, 
“The first thing I do when I come 
in in the morning is say hello to 
my secretaries, all the clerks, 
probation officers, court officers 
... This place is like a second 
home." 

He said he still would have the 
opportunity to use his judicial 
discretion in the Superior Court 
to turn young offenders away 
from a life of crime. 

“T think the system works pret- 
ty darn well, but only if judges 
recognize the problems in the 
system. You always have to be 
concerned with the problems, 
and I think judges are.”’ 

Asked what kind of judge he is, 
Graham smiled and said, ‘I have 
no problems with labels such as 
‘tough’ or ‘lenient.’ I consider 
myself a fair judge.”’ 

Like many judges in the 
District Court system, Graham 
said he feels an accountability to 
the community he serves, which, 
in the case of Roxbury, has one of 
the higher crime rates in the 
state. For the last three years, he 
has been involved with Project 
Commitment, which focuses on 
Boston’s middle schools, en- 
couraging better interaction 
among the students, police and 
courts. He said he intends to con- 
tinue with Project Commitment, 
no matter what happens with his 
judicial nomination. 

He visited the Lewis School in 
Roxbury last Tuesday, and said, 
“T talk not just about courts, but 
about general philosophy, about 
taking advantages of op- 
portunities, so they’ll consider 
different values from what they 
see from their peers everyday... 
We sit here and hear all these 
cases and can’t just be here to 
punish people. The court ought to 
be a resource to influence people 
in a positive fashion.”’ 

Graham himself grew up in the 
only public housing at the time in 
White Plains, N.Y. His father 
was a fire stoker at the city gar- 
bage dump, and his mother was a 
housewife. He said he has ‘‘fond 
memories of growing up in White 
Plains.” 

He attended New York Univer- 
sity, where he earned a degree in 
business administration in 1967, 
and was awarded the Rudolph 
Brosius Key for outstanding 
business writing and speaking. It 
was at NYU, where one of his 
good friends was a law student, 
that Graham first began thinking 
about law as a profession. 

His decision to enter law as a 
career was confirmed a few 
years later when, as the Celtics 
chief scout, he had a lot of time to 
think about his life while roaming 
the country looking for basket- 
ball talent. It also was at NYU 
that Graham was a star guard on 
the basketball team, earning All- 
American status in his senior 
year. 

The Celtics made him their 
number one draft choice that spr- 
ing and Graham became, in his 
own words, ‘“‘the first holdout in 
the history of the Celtics. I miss- 
ed the whole training camp and 


nother 


only played in the last pre-season 
game... It was incredible,’ he 
says now, laughing. It must have 
been incredible when one con- 
siders that Red Auerbach’s 
reputation as an extremely tough 
contract negotiator had not yet 
been softened in the least by the 
rising tide of professional athletic 
salaries during the 1970s. 

“IT had two absolutely fantastic 
years with the Celtics. As I like to 
tell my daughter, because she’s 
the only one who will listen to this 
baloney, the year before I came, 
we lost the championship. The 
two years I was there, we won. 
And the next year, they lost.” 

Starting guard Larry Siegfried 
went down with a back injury 
midway through his rookie 
season and suddenly Graham 
found himself starting in the 
same backcourt with Celtics 
great, Sam Jones. John Havlicek 
was the sixth man at the time. 
That season also was interrupted 
by a stint in the Army Reserve. 

During his second season he 
was plagued by an illness, which 
he said was somewhat like 
mononucleosis. It became evi- 
dent to him that his career was 
over. Upon his retirement after 
only two years, he was appointed 
chief scout for the organization. 

Did the Celts draft good 
players during his tenure as chief 
scout?‘‘Well let’s see,’’ he said, 
looking slightly amused, ‘‘there 
was this left-handed guy, had red 
hair...” 

Graham had gone to see Dave 
Cowens, then with Florida State 
University, play at Kent State 
University in the fateful year of 
1970. ‘I was there with Bob 
Cousy, who was with the Kansas 
City Kings organization, and 
some other scouts. We were talk- 
ing and I said, ‘What do you think 
of this kid Cowens?’ Cousy said, 
‘He stinks,’ and got up and left at 
halftime. When I told Auerbach 
about it, he just laughed and said, 
‘Cousy knows how good he is.” It 
turned out that the Kings picked 
right after the Celtics, who chose 
Cowens. His retired number 18 
now hangs from the rafters inside 
hallowed Boston Garden. 

After graduation from BC Law, 
Graham joined the Boston law 
firm of Peabody & Brown and 
mostly handled cases involving 
labor law. He later joined the 
firm of Budd, Reilly & Wiley, 
before leaving to practice law on 
his own. Oddly enough, he said he 
never handled any cases at 
District Court level as a lawyer. 

Graham and his wife, Joyce, 
have lived in Newton for about 
eight years. They have two 
daughters, Lynsey, 13, and 
seven-year-old Tracey. 

He had to cut his interview 
short last week, taking off his 
judge’s robe, donning a cap and 
jacket, and hurrying out the door 
to pick up Lynsey at swimming 
practice.

CHESTNUT HILL — A former Philippine 
statesman called for the United States to warn 
President Ferdinand Marcos to listen to the will 
of his people and step down from power. 

Raul Manglapus, who has been in self-imposed 
exile since Marcos first declared martial law in 
1972, told an audience of about 70 at Boston Col- 
lege that Marcos will not give up his position 
unless President Reagan threatens to tell the 
Filipino armed forces the U.S. no longer wants 
him in power. 

“He has strived too hard, stolen too much, lied 
too many times, killed too many people to step 
down now,’”’ Manglapus said. ‘‘We must go to the 
Filippino armed forces and tell them we don’t 
love him anymore.” 

Manglapus brief remarks followed the show- 
ing of a one hour documentary on Mangapus pro- 
duced by Dr. James Kenny, a lecturer in the 
Boston College Speech-Communications depart- 
ment. 

In the documentary, entitled, A Statesman in 
Exile, filmed in October 1985, Manglapus 
predicted Marcos would defeat his opposition 
Corazon Aquino. “She's up against defeat,’”’ he 
said, when interviewed by Kenny. ‘I can’t see 
Marcos letting himself lose.” 

His prediction came true last weekend when 
the National Assembly of the Philippines 
declared Marcos the victor in an election which 
Reagan said was marred by widespread fraud. 
“There’s a bittersweet satisfaction in making 
that prediction,” said the former Fillilpino 
senator. 

This time, however, Marglapus said it is too 
early to predict what would happen in the Philip- 
pines, but added he believes the end of the Mar- 
cos regime is near. “I can’t predict how long it 
will be but I think it is safe to say the beginning of 
the end of Marcos has come,”’ he said. 

The U.S.could be instrumental in hastening 
this end, depending upon “how far the U.S. is 
willing to go along with the will of the Filipino 
people,” said Manglapus. 

It is also too early to tell what impact special 
U.S. envoy Philip Habib, who arrived in Manila 
on Saturday, will have on the situation. Marcos 
will disregard what Habib says unless it is back- 
ed with a threat to his power, according to 
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Exiled statesman says 
Marcos’ reign doomed 


Manglapus. 

“Marcos will not laugh at Philip Habib, if 
Habib is authorized to tell Marcos that he should 
get out of the Philippines and tell him, ‘If you do 
not get out of the Philippines, we will go to your 
armed forces and we will tell them we are no 
longer interested in keeping you in power.’”” 

In the meantime, Manglapus said Aqwuino 
will establish committees representing various 
functions of the government, such as labor and 
justice committees, and will consider declaring 
herself the legitimate leader of the Philippines. 
If she did so, Aquino, who already has the sup- 
port of the Christian Democrat International, 
might have the formal recognition of countries in 
which Christian Democratic parties are in 
power, including West Germany, Italy, Belgium, 
El Salvador and the Netherlands, said 
Manglapus. 

Aquino already has the support of the Catholic 
Church, shown by a declaration by an assembly 
of bishops calling for the Philippino people to re- 
ject Marcos. This declaration will help sustain 
the pressure on Marcos to step down, according 
to Manglapus. 

“Tt might eventually crack the armor of Mar- 
cos and force him to yield to democracy,” he 
said. 

Pressure will also be sustained by workers 
who plan general strikes within the Philippines 
and from organizations outside the Philippines. 
Manglapus is the founder and president of one 
such organization, the Movement for a Free 
Philippines. 

“We will act as a rallying point for the 
democratic force in the Philippines, to organize 
a truly decisive move to end the dictatorship 
once and for all,’’ he said. ‘The ideal is to have 
Marcos step down and be put in jail, but we can’t 
always have the ideal. Ferdinand Marcos is not 
an instant dictator. He is a career dictator and he 
won't let go of that power.” 

Manglapus, who was charged with subversion 
while in the U.S. on a ten-day speaking tour in 
1972, faces arrest if he returns to the Phililppines 
under the Marcos regime. However, he hopes the 
events of the next few days will allow him to 
return home and help build what he termed a 
Christian Democratic alternative to prevent the 
growth of the Communist Party in the 
Philippines.

Residents advise consultants 


Save historic Upper Falls atmosphere

NEWTON UPPER FALLS — The historic 
district in Upper Falls is expanding, but 
some residents fear future commercial and 
residential development could still mar the 
center’s old New England charm. 

“We can’t rely on the district to fight 
something that zoning allows,’’ Historic 
District Commission member Lee Fisher 
said last week 

He made that remark to around 50 
residents and officials gathered at the Emer- 
son Community Center for the Upper Falls 
Village Study meeting. 

Connery Associates of Winchester, the 
consulting firm the city hired to conduct the 
study, has surveyed existing conditions of 
Newton's village centers and is now visiting 
each to present its findings and gather resi- 
dent comment. 

Working with the city’s Economic 
Development Commission (EDC), Connery 
plans to present recommendations for the ci- 
ty’s long range development by June 1987. 

EDC member Brian Yates haled the study 
asa chance for residents to plan the future of 
their village centers. In the past, unwanted 
industrial and commercial buildings have 
been constructed without any thought to 
their wishes, he said 

“The y never asks until it’s too late in 
the game,”’ he said. ‘‘Not true this time.” 

Many residents told Yates and Connery 
consultant Robert Catineau they want to 
preserve the historic atmosphere of Upper 
Falls. Some are just as interested in solving 
area traffic woes, while others want to 
eliminate troubles allegedly caused by a 
local tavern. 

The Historic District in Upper Falls was 













established because of the large number of 
old buildings and homes in the area, a fact 
made apparent by the colonial design and 
stately columns of many Elliot Street struc- 
tures. 

Unofficial village historian Kenneth 
Newcomb, who lives on Ohio Avenue, 
pointed out the area has 50 to 100 buildings 
which are 150 or more years old. And it has 
five which date back to the 1700s, he said. 

Both Newcomb and Fisher said the com- 
mission is expanding the district to take in 
more of Upper Falls. 

But historic status means only that the 
commission can review the appearance of a 
new building so it conforms with area ar- 
chitecture, Fisher said. Neither the commis- 
sion nor residents can prevent development 
allowed by zoning regulations, he said. 

“Which way are we going - historic or com- 
mercial?” asked Newcomb. 

The potential commercial development 
there is not as great as in village centers 
near the Massachusetts Turnpike, according 
to Connery, But unlike most of those centers, 
Upper Falls can greatly increase its supply 
of residences, Connery’s figures show. 

The study - which focuses on Pettee Square 
and the intersection of Chestnut and Elliot 
streets - states Upper Falls could add 224 
new residences to its existing supply under 
present zoning. That would be an increase of 
59 percent over the residences already there, 
Connery states. 

The city’s zoning laws also permit 179,000 
square feet of new commercial develop- 
ment, 82 percent of the present amount, the 
Winchester firm says. 

But those figures pale in comparsion to 
potential commercial development in some 
other village centers, 


Lower Falls residents air concerns 


Chestnut Hill, for example, could see 4.8 
million square feet of new commercial 
development under existing zoning. Nonan- 
tum has 1.6 million square feet of potential 
commercial use. 

Newcomb said he fears the old 9-acre Mar- 
cy Farm near the Charles River will fall vie- 
tim to development. 

Historic District Commission Chairman 
Leslie Friedman said the farm has been 
recommended for inclusion in the National 
Historic Register. 

She also said a lawyer has contacted her 
about a client’s wish to purchase the site. 
Catineau said under the city’s zoning 8 
residences per acre could be constructed on 
the farm’s buildable land. 

A portion of the farm is wetlands, which 
the city may acquire, said Friedman. 

Radio station WHDH presently owns the 
land on which its transmission tower is 
located, Yates said. 

Mary Ann Hague of Roundwood Road ex- 
pressed fears about development on the 
banks of the Charles River. She said if in- 
dustries replace “defunct” paper mills now 
there, the waters could be polluted. 

“You might have homes bordering the 
river,” she suggested. 

A plan is needed to protect vacant parcels 
on Chestnut and Elliot streets, said Gregory 
Ferrick. That land could easily be 
developed, he said. ‘It’s a time bomb,” Fer- 
rick said. 

Traffic congestion also must be addressed, 
said Alfred Carroll of Rockland Place. 

Commuters during the evening rush hour 
avoid the traffic on Route 128 by using Elliot 
Street, he said. They make it difficult for 
residents to turn from side roads onto Elliot 
Street, he said.

NEWTON — Upper Falls 
began as a commercial center 
in 1688 when John Clark built 
the first saw mill there, ac- 
cording to resident and unof- 
ficial historian Kenneth 
Newcomb, 

And in 1852 Pettee Square 
found its place on the map 
when the Charles River 
Railroad was extended to the 
area, Newcomb said Thursday 
night. Otis Pettee was the 
railroad president. 

Today, the Chestnut-Llliot 
Street section of Upper Falls is 
a center for antique and fur- 
niture sales that attracts 
customers from throughout 
the Boston region, Connery 
Associates of Winchester 
reported at Thursday night’s 
Upper Falls Village Study 
meeting. 

Pettee Square has a com- 
bination of neighborhood 
stores and businesses that ap- 
peal to a ‘‘community-wide” 
market, Connery said. 

There is a total of 10.2 acres 
of vacant land in both loca- 
tions, Connery stated in a sum- 
mary of its findings. 

In the Chestnut-Elliot Street 
area, the vacant land sur- 
rounds a_ shopping center, 
while in Pettee Square the 
empty land is sprinkled among 
several sites that are not 
developed to capacity, Con- 
nery stated. 

The Chestnut-Elliot area en- 
joys a surplus of 96 parking 
spaces, but has a shortage in 
the Elliot Street block. Narrow 
roadways discourage vehicle

parking, Connery said. 

“There are, however, very 
few employees in the area,” 
the Winchester firm's report 
stated, ‘‘and antique shops do 
not attract large numbers of 
shoppers at any one time.” 

Pettee Square has a parking 
shortage of 24 spaces, mostly 
in the Mechanic-Ossipee 
Street area, according to Con- 
nery’s estimates. 

Oak and Chestnut streets 
are the principal north-south 
traffic routes in Upper Falls, 
while Elliot Street is the major 
east-west road. 

The study revealed 
“moderately high traffic’ at 
the Chestnut-Elliot street in- 
tersection, primarily caused 
by vehicles coming from 
Needham and Route 128. 

Both streets are narrow in 
spots, Connery reported. Traf- 
fic on Elliot occasionally 
backs up from the Charles 
River Bridge as far as 
Chestnut Street during the 
evening rush hour, Cortnery 
reported, 

Chestnut Street has a “‘less 
than desirable’ design to han- 
dle high traffic volumes at the 
intersection, Connery stated. 

The view from side streets is 
difficult and hazardous in 
spots because of Chestnut 
Street’s upgrade and because 
of buildings located at in- 
tersections, the study said. 


S-curves farther north on 
Chestnut can be difficult for 
drivers unfamiliar with the 
area, especially since 
residents tend to drive at high 
speeds through the curves, the 
study reported.

NEWTON — The Board of 
Aldermen plans to vote on a 
$130,000 appropriation for the 
school system to provide private 
school transportation in fiscal 
1987, but school Superintendent 
Dr. John Strand said he hopes the 
money will not have to be spent. 

The Programs and Planning 
Committee and the Finance Com- 
mittee voted last week to recom- 
mend the appropriation to the full 
board, Alderman Louis Irwin 
said. 

“The schools didn’t include the 
money in their budget because 
they didn’t expect to have to pay 
for it,’ Irwin said. 

In 1983, the state Legislature 
passed a law that requires public 
schools to provide transportation 
for private school children, but 
the state is not providing finan- 
cial reimbursement as required 
by Proposition 2%, according to 
Assistant City Solicitor Madelyn 
Morris. 

The school system filed a suit

against the state for imposing the 
transportation expenses without 
providing the funding. Morris, 
who is representing the schools in 
the suit, said she expects a deci- 
sion from the Supreme Judicial 
Court within two months. 

“Since the imposition of Pro- 
position 2%, it is illegal for the 
state to impose new mandates 
without a guarantee to be reim- 
bursed for it,’’ Strand said. 

Originally, money was not ap- 
propriated for private school 
transportation in the fiscal 1986 
budget, but the School Commit- 
tee voted to reverse that decision 
in order not to lose other state 
reimbursements, according to 
Morris. 

“The School Committee made 
it very clear (it) voted to provide 
private transportation under 
duress,’’ Morris said. ‘‘The 
schools stood to lose approx- 
imately $525,000 in state aid if 
they didn’t approve the expense, 
and they didn’t want to risk los- 
ing that much money.” 

Morris claims the state's tac- 
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tics in this area are out of order. 

“They're forcing us to provide 
transportation without paying for 
it, and on top of that, the state 
will penalize us in other areas if 
we don’t volunteer to provide it,”’ 
Morris said. 

The courts decided in favor of 
the Lexington school system, 
which also claimed the state 
mandate placed an unjustified 
burden on public schools. Ac- 
cording to Morris, the court said 
the mandate was ineffective and 
the state could not require cities 
and towns to provide extra 
transportation services without 
absorbing the costs. 

“We used the Lexington deci- 
sion as an authority for the con- 
tention of our case, and I think we 
have a very good chance of the 
court ruling in our favor,”’ Morris 
said. 


State Rep. David Cohen, D-

Bogus Boston census figures cited

Boston City Councilor Albert 
“Dapper” O’Neil is asking for an 
investigation into the matter and 
Boston Financial Committee 
member Jack Molesworth is call- 
ing Boston census results ‘‘totally 
worthless.”” 


“I couldn’t care less about 
what it means to Boston,” 
Licarie says of the differential, 
“but it will effect the amount of 
state aid and state representation 
Newton gets over the next 10 
years.”” 

The 1980 Federal Census 
estimates Boston’s population at 
575,719. According to Boston 
Election Commission Chief 
Registrar John Donovan, 


Boston’s 1985 decennial census 
report lists the city’s population 
at 620,889. The extra 45,000 peo- 
ple, Licarie points out, can add 
up to an extra Statehouse 
representative for the city of 
Boston. 

In addition, state aid to each ci- 
ty is based on population. With a 
limited amount of funds 
available for the state to dole out, 
the more people who live in a city 
or town, the more aid it will 
receive. Because State Represen- 
tative districts average out to one 
for every 36,000 persons, he also 
said the extra representation 
Boston might garner in the 
Statehouse would harm Newton's 
ability to win favorable legisla- 
tion on Beacon Hill. 

Donovan denied that the 45,000- 
person margin was unusual. In- 
stead, he chalked up the dif- 
ference to shifting population, in- 
creases in minority population 
and Oriental and Haitian im- 
migration. In comparison, 


Licarie says Newton’s 83,000-plus 
census figure varied ‘‘by only 
about 600 people’? from the 
Federal census. 

O'Neil says he is upset with the 
Boston Election Commission’s 
work and will call for a formal in- 
vestigation by the city council 
this week. 

“This is ridiculous,’’ O’Neil 
says. “I am looking for an ex- 
planation into the shoddy way in 
which this census is_ being 
taken.”’ 

O’Neil specifically criticized 
the number of excess census 
forms being sent to Boston 
residents. 


“I got two forms,” he says. 
“The guy next door to me got six 
and another guy I know got four. 
I received a letter from Jack 
Molesworth, who is on the Boston 
Financial Committee, complain- 
ing that he got four census forms 
in the mail for his house at 88 
Beacon St.”

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Zero coupon bonds 
get back to the future 


Dear Mr. Frankel 


I've heard a great deal lately 
about zero coupon bonds, used to 
pay for college education. We 
have a newborn grandaughter. If 
we purchased these bonds for 
her, how would they work? 

M.B.R., Malden 
Dear M.B.R.: 


A zero coupon bond costing 
$1,060 today will develop into ap- 
proximately $10,000 in 18 years, 
maturing just about the time 
your grandaughter starts col- 
lege. 

How do zeros work? 


Different from a regular bond, 
a zero coupon bond does not ac- 
tually pay interest until it 
matures. Therefore, it is sold ata 
deep discount from its face value 
The bon’s value enlarges year by 
year so that by the time it 
matures, it is worth far more 
than what you paid for it. 

The yield on your investment is 
the difference between the price 
paid for the bond, and its value of 
maturity. Principal and interest 
together in a lump sum are 
received at the end of the bond’s 
term. 

The return on a zero coupon 
bond can be quite attractive. For 
example, if a $1,000 zero, due in 
18 years, currently sells for $126, 
you are able to secure a return of 
11.5 percent compounded mon- 
thly. With a zero, you know exact- 
ly how much you are going to 
receive at the end of the bond's 
term. Because the compounded 
interest rate is stabilized for the 
term of the bond, a zero pays 
about one-half to one percent per- 
cent less than a regular bond with 
a comparable maturity. 
Remember, interest on the zero 
is reinvested at the same rate 
throughout the bond’s term, 
whereas the yield on a traditional

Follow parking law 


NEWTON — Reflecting on the 
recent storm and being in the 
shadow of possibly another one, 
Chief William F. Quinn would 
like to remind readers that they 
can minimize potential problems 
by observing some basic rules: 

Observe the All Night Parking 
ordinance which is in effect 
throughout the winter months 
and strictly enforced. The 
primary purpose of the ordinance 
is to keep streets open for snow 
removal. 

Once a storm has begun and a 
snow emergency is declared not 
only are vehicles subject to being 
tagged if parked either on a city 
street or in a municipal lot 
thereby impeding snow removal, 
but they can also be towed. 

During the recent clean up ef- 
fort at least 100 cars were towed 
because they were blocking the 
city plows or were preventing the 
DPW from clearing the streets 
properly. Chief Quinn said, 
“Towing cars is not something 
we like to do but it is absolutely 
necessary if Newton is to quickly 
and effectively make the streets 
safe for travel.”’ 

This brings the chief to another 
problem: motorists. Even during 
a snowstorm there will always be 
those who need to travel. For 
these residents the chief urges 


Quinn calls for 


NEWTON — Chief William F. 
Quinn encourages the public to 
support local law enforcement ef- 
forts. 

“Public support and involve- 
ment is one of the most important 
crime fighting tools of today’s 
law enforcement efforts,’’ Chief 
William Quinn said recently. ‘In 
Newton and throughout the state 
public involvement is the key to 
effective law enforcement.” 


According to Chief Quinn, to- 
day’s police officers must work in 
an extremely complex environ- 
ment and deal with a growing, 
highly sophisticated criminal ele- 
ment in their enforcement efforts 
against drugs, organized crime 
and commercial vice. 


There are many things which 
the concerned citizen can do to 
help the police department and 
themselves, the chief added. For 
instance, simple precautions can 


that they allow themselves 
enough time to get to their 
destinations safely. The numbers 
of auto accidents increase 
substantially even with a minor 
amount of precipitation and 
anyone who must drive during a 
storm or shortly thereafter 
should exercise extreme caution 
and patience. 

In addition he also encourages 
residents to clear their sidewalks 
as soon as possible so that 
pedestrians also might have a 
clear and safe passage. He cau- 
tions, however, that even the 
well-intentioned can make a 
serious mistake when clearing 
their driveways or walks. Piling 
snow at the edge of a drive or pro- 
perty line can create a snowbank 
that will block the sidewalk long 
after the storm has passed. This 
is especially dangerous for 
children who could be forced to 
walk in the road. 


Chief Quinn concludes: 
“Snowstorms cause each of us a 
degree of extra work and effort 
but these, as well as the danger a 
storm can pose, will be minimiz- 
ed when we work together as a 
community, each accepting some 
civic responsibility for making 
the streets and sidewalks safe 
and passable."‘

WALTHAM — Inside a ram- 
shackle, two-story building on Foun- 
dry Street lies a vision of the future 
for millions of housewives across 
America. 

The building, squatting forlorn 
amidst a raft of monolithic brick 
structures, is Raytheon’s ‘‘New Pro- 
ducts Center’’ — where tommorow’s 
appliances are conceived today. 


Since its inception 15 years ago, 
the center has nearly 100 patents 
either granted or pending, and has 
spawned more than three dozen pro- 
ducts which have made it to the 
marketplace. 


“And we've got another 50 or 60 
that never made it,’’ says George 
Freedman of Wayland, who directs 
the center. 


At 64, Freedman has the energy 
and enthusiasm of a man half his 
age. He is a creative Pied Piper, or- 
chestrating the center’s organized 
confusion and setting the pace for a 
crew of inventors, innovators, draft- 
smen and designers. 

“‘T think we're the smallest iden- 
tifiable group in Raytheon,” says 
Freedman, who himself holds more 
than 20 patents. ‘‘We’ve only got 40 
people.” 

To many observers, Raytheon is a 
defense contractor — period. A com- 
pany that made its mark developing 
mass-producable radar during World 
War II, and now closely identified 
with the Sidewinder, Patriot, Hawk, 
Sparrow and NATO Seasparrow tac- 
tical air-defense systems. 


There is no contesting that 
Raytheon would be something of a 
fish out of water without its defense 
contracts, which comprise about 57 
percent of its $6 billion in annual 
sales. 

Less well known, however, is that 
the company is among the nation’s 
top five producers of household ap- 
pliances. Speed Queen, Modern Maid 
Co., Caloric and Amana all are 
Raytheon subsidiaries and benefit 
from Raytheon technology. 

The New Products Center is where 
Amana's ‘‘Mastercook” microwave 
ovens were developed — not to men- 
tion Caloric’s ‘‘Touch Me"’ micro- 
electric ranges and Speed Queen’s 
computerized dryers. 

“You're not going to win a Nobel 
Prize with these things,”’ admits 
Freedman, who graduated from MIT 
in 1943. “But a lot of what (these 
companies) are selling originated 
right here in this building.” 

Who needs Nobel Prizes anyway? 
Freedman’s pride and joy are the 
patents — all of which are inscribed 
on plaques hung in a conference 
room at the center 

“It’s a big honor to get a patent,” 
he says, motioning to the plaques. 
“Some of these patents are worth a 
lot. Some are worthless.”’

Such is the nature of the research 
that Freedman appears unconcerned 
with dollars and cents. He reports 
directly to Raytheon’s vice president 
in charge of growth and planning, 
and the New Products Center gets 
its funding directly from Raytheon’s 
corporate office. In 1985, it ran 
quite nicely, mind you — on a $2.5 
million budget. 

“I think we give a bigger return 
for the dollar than anyone else 
around,’’ he says. ‘‘We spend very 
few dollars to try out a new idea 

This keeps Freedman and his in- 
novators (the ‘mad inventor’’ label 
is tempting, but not quite ap- 
propriate) on the good side of 
Kaytheon's accountant and manage- 
ment types 

“I love this,’’ says Rudy Bernier of 
Framingham, a microwave techni- 
cian who entered the promised land 
of the New Products Center 18 mon- 
ths ago after laboring with Raytheon 
for 32 years. “I love working with 
tools and I love research and 
development.”’ 

Freedman’s engineers share Ber- 
nier’s enthusiasm. Eight of them 
all of whom all share his insatiable 
curiosity and ability to visualize 
solutions to complex problems 
work exclusively on ‘‘new concepts 

“These are the real ‘dreamer’ 
types, the guys who just don’t fit in 
anywhere else,’’ Freedman says. 
‘Here you really do need an obses- 
sion with success. All these fellows 
are sort of like born-again Christians 
in that respect."’ 

Such is the nature of unrestrained 
creative thought. It is Freedman's 
mission to provide an environment 

conducive to such thought 
‘There is a freedom here that you 
probably wouldn't get in any other 


organization,”’ he says matter-of- 
factly. 

Where else are employees allowed, 
even encouraged, to spend hours and 
hours just staring off into space” 
Where else can engineers spend 
days, even weeks, cutting up kitchen 
appliances to see what makes them 
tick? 

According to Jeff Charney, a 
Raytheon spokesman, it is to Freed- 
man's credit that in the 15 years 
since the New Product Center open- 
ed he has been able to maintain a 
creative distance from the business 
factors involved in operating a $6 
billion-a-year corporation 

‘We're close to Raytheon but im. 
mune from its daily problems, 
Freedman concludes 


As confident as Freedman is of his 
staff, there are problems that even 
his merry band can’t handle. In such 
instances he relies on a string of out- 
side consultants; some on loan from 
other Raytheon divisions, others bor 
rowed from the greater Boston col 
lege community. 

While working on a project for 
Speed Queen several years ago 
Freedman’s engineers needed to 
know exactly how detergents ir 
teracted with fabrics to remove dirt 
The answer? He persuaded a pro- 
fessor at the Philadelphia College of 
Textiles to come to Waltham and 
deliver 40 hours of instruction on the 
subject 

‘Now we know more about 
detergents and permanent press 
than anyone at Speed Queen,” 
Freedman chuckles 

And speaking of Speed Queen, one 
of the latest innovations at the New 
Products Center involves a 
by which plastic cards are used ¢ 





replaceinents in standard coin 
operated washers and dryers. The 
cards, about one-third the thickness 
of a normal credit card, are inserted 
into a slot to activate the appliance 

One such “credit card laundry 
has been installed at Linden Hall on 
the Bentley College campus 
Students can purchase cards worth 
10 washes. Some refinements are 
necessary, Freedman chuckles, as 
students already have figured a way 
to crack the system

Dudley, cur- 
rently working on x-ray components 
for sophisticated CAT in systems, 
recalls that past efforts have not 
always gone smoothly 

“T’ve had many id 
out,’’ Dudley smiles, 
of the busin aL 

Freedman agrees 
inevitable part of research and 
development. He operates according 
to an unspoken philosophy which 
sounds almost too simple to be effec- 
tive 

Whatever works best, works best 

‘Who says a washing machine has 
to have wetness?” Freedman asks 
rhetorically, ‘The primary function 
is to separate dirt from fabric. 

“By the same token, who says a 
refrigerator has to be cold?"’ 

Freedman says early research into 
irradiation of foods indicates 
refrigeration —- for food preserva- 
tion, anyway — may someday soon 
be a thing of the past, Raytheon 
already is working on it. 

Understandably, the free-thinking 
philosophy encouraged at the new 
products center does not always 
result in products that are easily 
marketable. Some Raytheon divi- 
sions, such as specialized industrial 
microwave ovens, do a very limited 
amount of annual business. 

‘It’s almost a nuisance to have all 
these little businesses around," 
Freedman says. ‘But we keep them 
going because someday we feel 
there's going to be a practical ap- 
plication

Teenagers, You know the 
breed. You used to be one 
yourself, remember? Or have 
you been trying to forget those 
years? 

Being a teen is not easy. 
Music star Cyndi Lauper ex- 
pressed it quite succinctly: 
“Girls just wanna have fun.” 
So do boys, for that matter. 
Now, the catch is that to really 
have fun, teens absolutely in- 
sist that they have their own 
room. 

Hanging out in the family 
room doesn’t make it. Other 
people hang out there — like 
Mom and Dad and kid brother 
who's always hollering, ‘I 
wanna go along.” Teens love 
privacy almost as much as 
they love music and hate broc- 
coli. So, if the teen doesn’t 
have his own room, you double 
up somewhere or convert the 
den to a den of a different sort. 
That taken care of, it’s time to 
decorate. 

When we talk decorating, 
we're not talking about what 
goes on the walls or what col- 
ors we're going to mix-and- 
match. Let the teens take care 
of that. They’re going to 
anyway. Independence is a 
part of what psychologists call 
“the growing years” and what 
you refer to as ‘“‘those years 
spent on the dark side of the 
moon.” 

What you want to do is make

the teen’s room as much like a 
small apartment as possible. 
I'm not saying that you have to 
put in a stove, fridge and 
microwave. That’s pushing a 
good thing too far. You want a 
place where the kid can relax, 
listen to music, do schoolwork, 
entertain friends and stash all 
the goodies teens tend to ac- 
cumulate. 

If the space is large enough, 
outfit it with a small sitting 
area. Find a couch and maybe 
an easy chair. Depending on 
your teen's tastes and the 
family budget, you can choose 
anything from brand-new, 
high-tech furniture to thrift 
shop salvage. Whatever your 
choice, realize that the fur- 
niture probably is going to get 
gobs of abuse. Teens don't sit, 
they kind of sprawl. 


If the room is too small for a 
couch, make the bed do double 
duty. A bed without a head- 
board can be transformed into 
a studio couch with slipcovers 
and contour pillows. If the bed 
has a headboard and a foot- 
board, put pillows at both ends 
for a couch effect. 


Floor pillows make a lot of 
sense in a teen’s room. Kids 
love the floor. It’s a good place 
to talk on the phone. 


For a desk use an old door as 
the top and two office-type file 
cabinets as the base. The 
cabinets can be painted to 
match the decor, and they 
make great storage spaces. 








Car sound 
systems 
improving 


DETROIT Motor City’s 
famous Motown sound is being 
put into the dashboards and doors 
of the newest cars and trucks 
coming off the line as a result of 
consumer demand. 

The auto industry, which has 
never been known for its great 
stereo systems, has been moving 
at four-quarter time to improve 
the quality of its factory-installed 
sound systems and stem the flow 
of models being ordered without 
radios — only to be filled later 
with after-market systems. 


The popularity of stereo and 
cassette players are on the rise, 
according to General Motors Cor- 
p.’s Delco Electronics division. A 
recent company study found that 
77 percent of prospective new car 
buyers want a cassette in their 
next car. 


It also found that 80 percent of 
all GM buyers order a premium 
four-speaker stereo system, and 
that 50 percent order a factory- 
installed stereo cassette player 
when purchasing a new vehicle. 


All the automakers offer as op- 
tional equipment stereos and 
cassettes that use the same state- 
of-the-art technology found in to- 
day’s home systems. Electronic 
digital tuning, graphic equalizers 
and multiple speaker enclosures 
are becoming cominonplace in 
many models, and are a far cry 
from the old knob and push but- 
ton radios, which used to occupy 
the same spaces. 


But some new systems are not 
without drawbacks. Although the 
technology is there to make them 
small enough to fit in a 
dashboard, their controls also 
have become correspondingly 
small and multi-functioned, 
leading to many complaints that 
they are distracting and hard to 
operate while driving. 


Their increasing complexity is 
evidenced by the growing size of 
the instruction manuals found in 
the gloveboxes of new cars. 


Although after-market stereos 
and cassette players from 
manufacturers such as 
Audiovox, Mitsubshi, Pioneer or 
Sony are often cheaper, car 
makers claim that premium 
factory-installed systems o‘fer 
optimium acoustics because they 
are tailored for each particular 
model. 


Car makers also are concerned 
with profits, of course, and they 
would much rather see a car 
leave the dealer with one of their 
stereo setups. So to quickly 
develop good systems, they have 
adopted the ‘‘if-you-can’t-beat- 
them-join-them'’ philosophy, 
signing partnerships with outside 


audio companies and 
establishing links with a 
reputable name buyers 
recognize. 


Housing afford ability is improving

NEW YORK — While the hous- 
ing markets are regaining 
something of the good old days 
that existed before inflation and 
high interest rates, they aren’t 
quite recapturing the past. 

It is true, as one survey after 
another notes, that housing af- 
fordability has improved as 
prices stabilize, incomes rise and 
interest rates decline. 


But it is true also that more 
families today are relying on two 
incomes to meet costs. A second 
paycheck accounted for at least 
10 percent of total household in- 
come for 56.5 percent of 
homebuyers last year, compared 
with 53.6 percent in 1983. 

It is true that sales of single- 
family houses, new and existing, 
rose to nearly 4 million units, the 
highest number since 1979. 

But the percentage of 


households owning their own 
homes continues to fall. It reach- 
ed 63.9 percent in the third 
quarter 1985, the lowest percen- 
tage since 1968. Ownership has 
fallen in every year of the 1980s. 
It is true that millions of young 
Americans qualified on the basis 
of income to buy last year, as op- 
posed to other years in the 1980s, 
when housing prices were rising 
far more swiftly than incomes. 
But the median age of first- 
time home buyers continued to 
rise last year, reaching 35.8 
years, compared with 34.4 years 
in 1983 and 32.4 years in 1977. 
While it might be true that its is 
easier for the typical .family to 
buy the typical house, the strains 
show in the size of 
downpayments. In 1977, 67.8 per- 
cent made downpayments of at 
least 20 percent; in 1985, only 44.1 
percent. 
All these figures are from the 
latest homeownership study of 
the U.S, League of Savings In-

In its place is the variable mor- 
tgage, which transfers a great 
deal of the risk from lender to 
borrower. Last year, according 
to the study, a variable rate 
averaged 10.5 percent, but a fixed 
rate cost two percentage points 
more. 

Ironically, in one way the 
return toward tradition is mak- 
ing it more difficult for would-be 
buyers to qualify for loans.

When times were tougher a few 
years ago, many lenders allowed 
a borrower to qualify for a loan 
whose payments — plus those of 
other loans — would consume 40 
percent, or even more, of income. 
It was a concession to the tough 
times. 

Now, however, many lenders 
are following the lead of the 
Federal National Mortgage 
Association, which has reverted 
to the 28 percent-of-income limit 
that prevailed in the good old 
days of the 1970s. 

The impact of this has been fur- 
ther complicated by another 
trend of the past five years or so. 
That is, there has been a tenden- 
cy for young Americans to go 
deeper into debt via bank card 
loans. 

And the repayment costs of 
those loans go into that shrunken, 
28 percent-of-income formula. 

We might be headed back to the 
days of tradition, but we are not 
there.

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Tigers gain tourney with tie

WATERTOWN — Pulling the 
goalie is a desperation move, but 
every once in a while it pays off. 
It certainly did for North Quincy 
on Wednesday, as Dave Tapper’s 
second goal of the night with 33 
seconds left to play gave the 
visiting Red Raiders a 2-2 tie with 
Newton North. 

It was a bittersweet night for 
the Tigers, who were thinking 
win when Mike Kornitzer beat 
North Quincy goalie Kevin Jef- 
fers with 2:14 left in the game. 
But the tie does clinch a tourna- 
ment spot for them, and even 
Coach Jack Heavey admitted 
that he would have taken a 2-2 tie 
if someone had given it to him 
before the game began. 

Making the tournament is ‘“‘a 
great accomplishment for our 
kids,” said Heavey, whose club is 
now 11-5-1 overall and 6-3-1 in the 
Suburban League. ‘‘They did a 
great job.” 


On the other side, Raider men- 
tor Kevin Jago can’t be too 
displeased with a tie either. His 
club remains in the driver's seat 
in the league race with a 6-2-2 
mark, one point ahead of the 
Tigers. Ironically enough, the 
Raiders haven’t yet clinched a 
tournament spot. Their overall 
record is 10-4-2. 


With first place and tourna- 
ment berths on the line in a 1-1 
tie, both clubs came out surpris- 
ingly cautious for the third 


period. It might have had 
something to do with the strong 
defense on both sides, but neither 
team could manage much of an 
offensive threat. In fact, after 
more than half the period had 
been played, the shots were even 
at one apiece. 

But the disappointly small 
crowd (considering what the 
game meant in the standings) 
was in for some excitement down 
the stretch. First came penalties 
to North Quincy’s Paul McGrath 
(holding) and Newton’s Tim 
Weaver (an elbowing major for 
retaliating). The result was a 2%- 
minute power play for the 
Raiders. 


But even before that stretch 
started, the action heated up. 
With the teams skating four a 
side, Tapper hit the inside of the 
post to goalie Chuck Goldman’s 
left, but the puck bounded right to 
Goldman in the crease and he 
wisely fell on it — more in relief 
than anything else. 

When the Raiders finally did 
get the man advantage, the 
Tigers did a good job of shutting 
off the power play. North Quincy 
boasts two of the top four scorers 
in the league (not counting Mike 
Haynes, who is out for the year 
with an ankle injury), but in the 
Raiders’ three power-play op- 
portunities, they came up empty. 

“They shut our power play 
down,” said Jago. 

All-Star defenseman Greg 
McGlame, who threatened to 
take over several times down the 


stretch, did manage a good shot 
on Goldman during the man ad- 
vantage, but the Newton 
sophomore stood his ground. 

Once Newton got even again, it 
took only 23 seconds to take the 
lead. Kornitzer intercepted a 
clearing pass in the Raider end 
and walked in alone to Jeffers’ 
left. He flicked a shot up high that 
appeared to go off of the goalie’s 
glove and in the far corner. 

That set off a Newton celebra- 
tion that proved to be a bit 
premature. With 50 seconds left 
Jeffers vacated his net, and 17 
seconds later the game was 
deadlocked 


Goldman had already saved 
North’s bacon at least twice 
within 10 seconds. His saves in- 
cluded a brilliant kick stop on 
Dave (38 points, fifth in the 
league) Fasano, 

But Tapper (44 points, third) 
finally managed to dribble one 
through Goidman’s pads from 
the right slot, creating the final 
score. 

“Goldman played a_ great 
game,”’ said Heavey. ‘We've got 
11 wins and a tie, and he’s respon- 
sible for 10 wins and a tie. (B.J. 
Travers played one game in 
net.)’” 

Just as important was the 
defense. Though a bit shorthand- 
ed, as Dave LeConti missed the 
entire game and Dave Robinson 
part of it, the blueliners shielded 
Goldman extremely well from 
the Red Raider snipers. He faced 
only 19 shots, a relative picnic 
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compared to what he’s used to. 
Dom Bianchi filled in for the 
regulars, rotating with Rob 
Arone and Dave O’Connor, and 
played extremely well. 

With the D keeping Tapper, 
Fasano and Co. away from 
Goldman for the most part (until 
the final seconds), the Raiders 
never got any momentum. 

“Newton's defense played very 
well,’’ Yago said, adding. ‘‘We 
didn’t forecheck well.”’ 

As a result, the Tigers had the 
edge in the scoreless first period, 
then got on the scoreboard first at 
1:40 of the second. Tom Tocci got 
that one, breaking in with Greg 
Burke on a 2-on-1. The sophomore 
elected to go for the shot, and 
beat Jeffers high on the stick 
side. Paul Fay made the pass 
which sent the pair away. 


That lead stood up for 12 
minutes, until Tapper flipped in a 
rebound with 1:12 to play. The 
Raiders had just come off the 
power play and still had the guns 
on the ice. Fasano fired one the 
Goldman stopped, but Tapper 
was left unguarded in front and 
tossed the rebound under the 
crossbar,

several are interior views of the 
bimah. There is a wide range of 
architectural styles among the 
different wooden synagogues, all 
of which were built in the 16th, 
17th, or 18th centuries.

1985 a disastrous year 


Red Cross calls for help 


NEWTON — For the American 
Red Cross, 1985 was a disastrous 
year. A series of hurricanes, 
floods, and other natural 
calamities since July 1 have cost 
the Red Cross $48 million, leaving 
its disaster budget facing a $14 
million deficit with half the fiscal 
year yet to go. Never before in 
the organization’s 105-year 
history has its disaster budget 
been so deep in the red. 


Now that the calendar year has 
come to a quiet close, Guy 
Sturgeon, Chairman of the 
American Red Cross of 
Massachusetts Bay, looks back 
on this unusual year filled with 
some of the most dramatic 
disasters in recent history. 

The following questions were 
asked by volunteers in local Red 
Cross chapters. 











Q: As far as disasters, was 1985 
the worst year ever? 

A: In terms of how much 
money the disasters cost us, this 
year was by far the worst. Before 
this, our costliest year was 
1979/80, when we spent almost 
$38 million on disaster’. We’re 
already $10 million over that 
record year, and our fiscal year, 
which ends June 30, 1986, is only 
half over. 

Q: Why wasn’t there more 
money in the budget? 



















A: We based the budget on how 
much disasters have cost us over 
the past five years. Since 1980, 
our disaster expenditures have 
averaged about $29 million. We 
budgeted resources totalling 
more than $30 million this year 
for disasters, but there’s just no 
predicting Mother Nature 

Q: Which disasters this year 
cost the most money? 

A: I call them the “Big Six.” 
We've spent or committed almost 
$38 million for hurricanes Elena, 
Gloria, Juan, and Kate, the Puer- 
to Rican mudslides, and floods in 
West Virginia and _ bordering 
states. All together, six hur- 
ricanes hit the U.S. this year, 
more than any other year since 
1916. 

Q: Of the “Big Six’’ disasters 
you mentioned, which cost the 
most? 

A: We'll spend $9.6 million to 
help victims of the mudslides in 
Puerto Rico. Hurricane Juan will 
cost us $8.9 million, while the 


flooding in and around West 
Virginia will run about $8.7 
million. 


Q: Spending $48 million in six 
months is a lot of money. What's 
the money used for? 

A: When a disaster strikes, 
Red Cross is the first to arrive 
and the last to leave. In the initial 
phases of disasters, we provide

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Bradly vehicle 
performs better 


in war games 
than on the Hill

FORT IRWIN, Calif. — The Bradley Fighting Vehicle may 
face rough going on Washington’s Capitol Hill, but it acquitted 
itself well in a recent mock battle on the dry hills and gullies of 
this desert training base. 

Soldiers using the aluminum-armored tracked personnel 
cartier on the computerized battleground of the Army’s Na- 
tional Training Center here say the Bradley is much more 
capable than the steel-hulled M113 it replaces. 

And U.S. troops, who play the Soviet 32nd Guards Motorized 
Rifle Regiment in mock battles here, say the Bradley is a for- 
midable opponent. 

“The Bradley's a killer on the battlefield,”’ said Lt. Col. John 
Schneeberger, who commands the 32nd Guards “‘opfor,”’ or op- 
posing forces, in the field against U.S. armored units. ‘You 
can’t bypass a Bradley. That chain gun (a turret-mounted 
25mm automatic cannon) in there is a killer.” 

Lt. Col. Bill Janes, who switches off with Schneeberger com- 
manding the 32nd Guards in the field, found that out the hard 
way last week. 

Ina mock battle against Bradleys and M-1 tanks of the First 
Cavalry Division from Fort Hood, Texas, Janes’ elite troops 
were clobbered in their own back yard. 

Combat controllers who refereed the mock battle attributed 
the Fort Hood ‘blue force” victory in large part to the 
Bradleys, which effectively blinded Janes by knocking out his 
reconnaissance vehicles the night before the battle. 

The controllers should know what they’re talking about. 
Everything that happens on the battlefield here is recorded 
with a system of lasers and radios so that wargamers can see 
later what they did right and wrong. 

The lasers, mounted on the guns used by both sides, trigger 
sensors on each potential target to register ‘near misses,” 
“hits” and ‘‘kills.” A central computer, linked to the lasers 
and sensors by radio, keeps continous track of the fighting. 

On Jan. 12 Janes planned to take his force of combat vehicles 
rigged to look like their Soviet counterparts on a 20-kilometer 
dash along the southern boundary of the battlefield to take his 
objective. Janes was counting on his 2-1 advantage in numbers 
and the element of surprise to carry off the attack against the 
heavier, more deadly M-ls. 

In the end it was Janes who was surprised. Like the Soviet 
commanders whose tactics he mimics, Janes sent scout 
vehicles onto the battlefield the night before his attack to spot 
blue force concentrations and other obstacles. But the red 
scouts, accustomed to operating against the older M113s, prov- 
ed easy nighttime targets for the thermal sights and 25mm 
automatic cannons of the Bradleys. 

As a result, Janes didn’t know exactly where all of the blue 
force tanks were located when he began his attack. More than 
a dozen of them turned out to be hidden near a crucial open 
area he had to cross to reach his objective, and they laid down 
a murderous, unexpected fire. 

Janes lost 80 percent of his force, while blue force losses 
were held to 50 percent. 

Schneeberger said his opfor troops, who spend more than 260 
days a year in the field here, tend to ignore the M113 at night 
because theve’s very little it can do to hurt them. 

“T have to beat them over the head to get them to go after 
one,” he said. “But that 25mm can hurt you. It'll go right 
through a BMP (Soviet scout vehicle).” 

The Bradley’s thermal sight, which detects the heat a vehi- 
cle emits, also is an improvement over the M113’s conven- 
tional sights, according to trainers here. Computer center per- 
sonnel proudly display an electronic map from an earlier bat- 
tle that shows one of the red scout vehicles driving straight 
through a formation that included the blue force commander 
completely undetected in the darkness by screening troops in 
M1l13s. 

The Army has already bought almost 1,900 of the 6,882 
Bradleys it wants. But congressional critics charge it is too ex- 
pensive at $1.6 million a copy, and too vulnerable to serve as a 
“battlefield taxi” for foot soldiers to fight alongside tanks as 
the Army plans. 

Critics also charge the Army has rigged its live-fire tests of 
the Bradley to show the vehicle at best advantage by avoiding 
vulnerable spots on the aluminum hull. The Army vigorously 
denies the charge. 

“T would want to go to war in a Bradley, and I'd like for the 
opfor to be equipped with the Bradley,”’ said Schneeberger. 


Priest sent to jail 
for attack on clinic 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala. — Roman Catholic priest Edward 
Markley went to jail Tuesday after he was arrested for refus- 
ing to pay restitution for an attack on an abortion clinic. 

Authorities said Markley would be treated just like any 
other inmate 

‘I don’t recall us having a Catholic priest in the jail 
but he's in jail on a warrant just like anybody else,”’ 
Deputy Charlie Norment said. 

“He'll get no preferential treatment," 

The priest vowed he will not take part in the jail’s work 
release program and will continue to ignore a judge's order 
that he make restitution 

“T will not work for any pay,” 
about this.”’ 

He said he would stay in jail and serve out his one-year term 
rather than work to pay restitution. The priest said he does not 
think he owes any money because he caused the damages “in 
the act of defending a human life." 

Norment said the sheriff's department received the warrant 
Friday when Madison County Circuit Judge John David 
Snodgra: ued the order for Markley to report to the work- 
release program to make restitution to two women injured in 
the June 1944 paint-splashing attack on the Wornen's Com- 
munity Health Center in Huntsville. 

We tried to serve the warrant at a time when we could slip 
pon him, but he still called every reporter in town,” Norment 
ald 

‘We didn't allow any interviews. We're not in that business 

ve whisked him right on into the basement and right upstairs 

\o the jail atop the county courthouse).”’ 

Norment said Markley will be treated like anybody else in 
jail for a probation violation until he is officially placed on 
work-release, It has not yet been determined when that will be 

Work Release Program Director Thurman McCormick said, 
“I don’t know what he'll be doing. My staff hasn't gone up to in- 
terview him yet, so I don’t know what he's qualified to do 
It’s not something where we will be sending him out tomorrow 
We could be talking days or weeks.” 

McCormick said he has been flooded with calls about how he 
will treat the Catholic priest

point is thal ne is on work-release. He will be treated like 
anyone else — no different, no better, no worse. 

If he lives by rules and regulations, he will get the benefits. 

If he violates the rules and regulations, he will be returned 
back to the courts for revocation, which means he could go to 
the state penitentiary.

Markley has said his beliefs would not permit him to pay 
money to make restitution for injur ing employees and damag- 
ing equipment ata ‘murder factory.”

A truism in the news business 
is that bad news sells. 

Fortunately, the news business 
does not have to depend on Honda 
Motor Co. Ltd. 

This Japanese automaker is 
trying to do to journalists what 
Maytag claims to do to washer 
repairmen. 

Honda is so consistently good, 
it’s boring. This company just 
doesn’t make any interesting 
mistakes. 

Item One: According to J.D. 
Power & Associates, a California- 
based auto-market research 
firm, Honda was one of the few 
car companies in the 1985 model 
year to introduce a new car that 
didn’t have any major problems. 

Item Two: Honda is well on its 
way toward repeating that per- 
formance in 1986. 

Witness the new, splendiferous- 
ly speedy Honda Accord LXi 
sedan. It’s a complete remake of 
its predecessor, the 1985 Accord 
SEi. 

The LXi is a little lower in the 
front, a little wider in the middle, 
and roomier inside. The four- 
cylinder engine’s up from 1.8 to 2 
liters. 

Suspension, interior, virtually 
evrything has been redone, with 
no known goofs. 

I wonder if these people do 
facelifts. 

Outstanding complaints: None. 

Outstanding praise: Begin with 
the clutch and the five-speed 
manual gearbox. 

The clutch gives to you what 
you give to it. It’s remarkably 
responsive; no jerky starts, no 
miscues, no stalls 


1986 Honda Accord ... acar so consistently mistake free It’s boring 


The gearshift’s equally 
wonderful. It glides from first to 
second, to third, fourth, fifth and 
— zoom! The folks at Toyota like 
to shout, ‘Oh, what a feeling!” 
Ha, if they only knew. 


Acceleration, ride, handling: 
The LXi’s engine has lots of kick. 
Credit Honda engineers for a 
superb job of developing an elec- 
tronic fuel-injection system that 
gives the engine the precise 
amount of gas needed, when 
needed. Having three valves per 
cylinder — two intake and one ex- 
haust — also helps this sedan zip 
down the road. 

The ride is a pleasant combina- 


tion of sports feel and puff stuff. 
Seems like Honda has worked a 
bit of magic here.

Mileage: About 27 to the gallon, 
combined city-highway, running 
driver-only and with winter 
climate-control system operating 
most of the time. 

Price-as-tested: $12,675, plus 
$189 destination charge. The real- 
world overall price may be 
higher because of additional 
dealer markups so-called

The Sable-Taurus 
wagons go even further, 
favoring the rounded look 
over the squared-off lines 
of other automakers.

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Detention sends wrong signals, official says 


HOLLYWOOD, Fla A congressman 

Says the case of a South Florida 
businessman’s detention on criminal 
fraud charges in Taiwan ‘‘sends the 
wrong signal’’ to Americans involved in 
trade relations with that country. 

But these concerns of Rep. Dante 
Fascell, D-Fla., are not shared by of- 
ficials in the U.S. State Department or at 
the American Institute in Taiwan (AIT), 
a non-profit corporation on contract with 
the State Department to serve as a 
liaison between Americans and officials 
of the Taiwan government 

Charles E. Wheeler III, 42, president 
of Baby Furniture Outlet Inc. of 
Marathon, Fla., has been detained in 
Taiwan for eight months in a dispute 
about more than $1.7 million that two 
Taiwanese wood product suppliers claim 
he owes them. 

“Tt seems rather unusual to me what 
appears to be a civil matter is being 
treated as a criminal prosecution by the 
government of the Republic of China,’’ 
says Fascell, chairman of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee. His district 
includes Monroe County, where Wheeler 
lives. 

“It sends the wrong signal to the hun- 
dreds of Americans who are doing 
business in Taiwan,’ he says. “I’m 
working to get the matter satisfactorily 
resolved so that Mr. Wheeler can leave 


Taiwan and tend to his business here in 
this country.” 

Although his activities on the island 
province are unrestricted, Wheeler is 
unable to leave the country because of 
criminal fraud charges filed in connec- 
tion with the Taiwanese suppliers’ 
claims. 

Wheeler’s wife, Kathleen, 37, and their 
four children also were detained until a 
judge dismissed criminal fraud charges 
against her last month. The Wheelers 
maintain they were in Taiwan on a 
business trip to resolve differences with 
two wood supply companies over ‘‘quali- 
ty control problems” with products their 
company was importing from Taiwan. 

Bill McClure, a commercial officer at 
AIT in the Washington, D.C., area, says 
Fascell’s staff has known of the Wheeler 
situation for about six months. 

If there was the type of concern that 
Fascell has expressed recently, there 
would have been a congressional inquiry 
and the State Department would have 
been advised to take action, he says. 

The State Department has been 
monitoring the case since last summer, 
according to State Department 
spokesman James Callahan. 

“We're handling it as an arrest case 
although it’s not an arrest case per se,”’ 
Callahan says. 

“In an arrest case, we cannot in- 


tervene in a legal procedure. The reports 
we have received from Taiwan is that 
(Wheeler) was charged legitimately 
under Taiwanese law. Whether it would 
be a civil case in America has no bearing 
in Taiwan. We are not aware that Mr. 
Wheeler has been treated unfairly under 
their system of law,” he says. 

McClure says: ‘‘If there was any in- 
dication that Mr. Wheeler had been 
treated unfairly or that there appeared 
to be a violation of human rights, we'd be 
all over there like flies on honey.” 


McClure estimates hundreds of con- 
sumer product suits involving U.S. 
businessmen are filed in Taiwan each 
month, because Taiwan is the United 
States’ fifth largest trade partner, with 
more than $12 billion in goods per year 
involved. 

“T don’t know what (Wheeler) said,” 
says McClure. ‘But there are always 
two sides to the story. Don’t forget, 
we're dealing with two different coun- 
tries and two different legal systems. 

“The average U.S. citizen operates 
overseas with the misconception that if 
they get in trouble, they call the State 
Department to send in the Marines and 
liberate them. But it doesn’t work that 
way atall.” 

Under the Taiwanese legal system, it 
is not unusual for criminal fraud charges 


Crackdown urged on 
drug abuse by pilots

WASHINGTON — The public should 
demand a crackdown on drug and 
alcohol abuse by commercial drivers 
and aviators, possibly including random 
checks, a Senate committee chairman 
said Tuesday. 

At a hearing on drug and alcohol pro- 
blems in commercial transportation, 
Sen. John Danforth, the Missouri 
Republican who chairs the Senate Com- 
merce Committee, applauded tough new 
Federal Railroad Administration 
regulations that went into effect on Feb. 
10. 

Danforth suggested the federal agen- 
cies that monitor aviation and highway 
transportation might follow the FRA’s 
example. 

“If (baseball commissioner) Peter 
Ueberroth makes the argument that 
baseball players should be tested for 
drugs, why should it not be a very fre- 
quent occurrence for locomotive 
engineers or airline personnel to be 
tested?” Danforth asked witnesses. 

“It seems to me that it is a clear threat 
to the public if people operate airplanes 
and trucks and trains while they are 


drunk or while they are on drugs.” 

Federal Aviation Administration of- 
ficials told Danforth they had no 
evidence of any commercial airline acci- 
dent caused by pilots affected by alcohol 
or drugs. But they conceded they had no 
way of knowing whether airline 
maintenance workers could be prepar- 
ing or fueling planes while under the in- 
fluence. 

Richard Landis, associate ad- 
ministrator of the Federal Highway Ad- 
ministration, told Danforth that screen- 
ings of highway carriers had found 
evidence of recent drug or alcohol use in 
a percent to 47 percent of those screen- 
ed. 

The railroad regulations were upheld 
by the Supreme Court in late January 
after a lengthy court test pressed by 
railroad unions. They authorize 
railroads to require pre-employment 
screening for drug and alcohol abuse as 
well as breath and urine tests under cer- 
tain conditions. Random testing is not 
allowed. 

The railroad unions considered the 
testing authority unfair and 
discriminatory, but Danforth insisted 
those and similar tests should be com- 


South Yemen: 
an impoverished land

ADEN, South Yeman — Arriving with 
the first commercial flight in Aden is 
melodramatic. 

As we entered what had long been a 
vicious little war zone all lights aboard 
were extinguished, a steep diving turn 
made, the runway lights quite suddenly 
illuminated and as quickly swiched off 
the moment the pilot had set up his lan- 
ding. 

It all seemed a little ludicrous. When 
Western correspondents are allowed into 
“‘closed’’ countries such as the Popular 
Democratic Republic of South Yemen, 
you can be sure the shooting has stop- 
ped, as of course it had. 

A rag-tag assembly awaited us at the 
bottom of the staircase. Slim little men, 
wearing skirts and turbans, armed with 
Kalashnikov assault rifles, peering at us 
with a sense of quiet disbelief before her- 
ding us on to a bus that had lost most of 
its window glass. 

We were driven to a small building of 


colonial design with the dishevelled ap- 
pearance appropriate for a construction 
that had recently suffered the impact of 
mortar bombs. 

Unsure what to do with such an unlike- 
ly group of foreigners, our hosts took our 
passports away and we were shepherded 
into what once, certainly very long ago, 
must have been the VIP lounge. Here 
Muhammad Hubaishi came to collect us. 

Most Arab governments, as they have 
become more experienced and self confi- 
dent in the post-independence epoch, 
have dispensed with the Muhammad 
Hubaishis of this world, Not South 
Yemen, the most impoverished and the 
only avowedly Marxist state in the Arab 
world. 

Muhammad's entrance was not 
auspicious. He straightened his glasses, 
tugged at his trousers which, fastened 
below a gut of massive proportions, were 
constantly in danger of slipping off and 
clapped several times with the con- 
descending, if somewhat worried air of a 
schoolmaster faced by a group of unruly 
childen over whom he could at any mo- 


mon in all modes of commercial 
transportation — including, if possible, 
random checks of transportation person- 
nel. 

Currently there are minimal federal 
requirements for toxicological testing 
for commercial airline pilots and 
maintenance workers and none for bus 
and truck drivers.

Some Swedish socialists 
refuse to laud Myrdal

STOCKHOLM, Sweden Thousands 
of Swedish socialists have taken partina 
massive memorial to Alva Myrdal, one 
of the principal architects of their 
welfare state, who died Feb. | at the age 
of 84. 

A torchlight parade through 
Stockholm for this saintly figure of 
social democracy concluded with a 
nationally-televised service in the 
cathedral at which Prime Minister Olof 
Palme paid tribute to Mrs. Myrdal’s 
devotion to the causes of peace and 
women’s liberation 

Quite forgotten was another less suc 
cessful campaign waged by Mrs. Myrdal 
at the start of her career: she wanted 
compulsory sterilization of the mentally 


ill, the deaf and ‘anti-social’ elements 
in Swedish society 

Mrs. Myrdal's belief in compulsory 
sterilzation was set out in her first book 
titled “Crisis in the Population Ques- 
tion”’ (Kris I Befolknings Fragan), writ- 
ten with her husband, Gunnar, and 
published in Stockholm in 1934. 

In a section headed ‘Race hygiene and 
social pedagogy," Mrs. Myrdal explain- 
ed that she aimed at a ‘‘presentation of 
the socio-political measures which could 
be used to maintain and improve human 
material. Immediate plans include, 
naturally, the radical sifting out of in- 
dividuals who are extremely unsuitable 
for life, which can be achieved through 
sterilisation 

“Preferably, one would like to exter- 
minate all manner of physical and 
psychologia! inferiority in the popula- 


tion, both madness and mental illness, 
bodily diseases and poor character 
traits.”” 

Mrs, Myrdal, who won the Nobel peace 
prize in 1982, said schizophrenics and 
manic depressive were ‘‘easily accessi- 
ble for sterilization.” 


“Society is in any case for purely 
economic reasons interested in curbing 
propagation by the mentally ill,” she 
wrote. 

“Again and again we encounter large 
litters of children of unmarried, im- 
becilic mothers, where the whole brood 
must be maintained by the public sector 
and whose anti-social traits and 
criminality will cause still more trouble 
in the future.’’ 

Many Swedes refused to join the party 
faithful in lauding Alva Myrdal 


to result from a case of this matter, ac- 
cording to McClure. 

“It's dragged out a long time. But it’s 
dragged out because all the people in- 
volved have allowed it to be dragged 
out,’’ McClure says. 

“This is an unusual case, though,”

We always urge them to | 
be aware that the U.S. Constitution does 
not follow them overseas,” Callahan 
says. 

“It just makes common sense. If 
you’re going to do business in another 
country, you better make sure what the 
laws are,’’ he says. 

“Although we certainly sympathize 
with Mr. Wheeler, we can’t directly in- 
tervene at this point.”

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Stanza Wagon: Minivan could preview the future 


By Jan A. Zverina 


At first glance Nissan’s Stanza 
station wagon looks a_ bit 
disconcerting, possibly the effort 
of some ambitious automotive 
designer who accidentally cross- 
pollinated a subcompact with a 
minivan. 

But this experiment seems to 
work, giving a truly small car 
some respectable interior space 
while keeping it in a subcompact 
category. And it may well be the 
forerunner of what we can expect 
to see from domestic car makers 
as the present generation of 
minivans are further shrunk into 
future models. 

The front-wheel-drive Stanza, 
Nissan’s first 1986 model, has 
been traveling Japanese roads 
for more than two years under 
the Prairie name. But Nissan 
said restrictions on auto 
shipments prevented it from in- 
troducing it to the U.S. market 
until now. ‘ 

What’s most striking about the 
Stanza wagon is its short 99-inch 
wheelbase which carries around 
a rather van-like greenhouse. Its 
tall windows look out of syne with 
the rest of the vehicle, although 
once inside all proportions feel 
right. 

Nissan prefers to call the Stan- 

‘za a mini-wagon, but its sliding 
side doors on both sides give it a 
van-like appearance. The Stan- 
za’s ‘‘all door’’ design makes ac- 
cess easy, especially when the 
sliding doors and front doors are 
opened together. 

As tested, the 2,800-pound Stan- 
za is priced at $11,344. Added to 
its base price of $9,949 is air con- 
ditioning ($695), and a package

Standard equipment includes a 
five-speed manual overdrive 
transmission (four-speed 
automatic is $650), power steer- 
ing, power disc brakes, AM-FM 
stereo, tinted glass, rear defog- 
ger and wiper, and bodyside 
moldings. 

The Stanza’s interior is typical-. 
ly Japanese. It is well finished 
throughout, and the fully ad- 
justable seats are comfortable, 
the forward ones placing oc- 
cupants up high. 


Storage pockets are found 
throughout the vehicle — even 
the door armrests lift up to reveal 
little pouches. Folding window 
cranks on the sliding doors make 
it hard to operate the rear win- 
dows, however, which lower the 
glass only about a quarter of the 
way for child safety. 

The Stanza has a cargo capaci- 
ty of about 80 cubic feet when the 
seats are folded up, which is 
larger than its elosest com- 
petitors — the Dodge Colt Vista, 
Toyota Tercel wagon and Honda 
Civic wagon. 

Its dash, which includes analog 
gauges and a tachometer, glow 
orange at night and are easily 
read any time except when the 
adjustable steering wheel is in its 
lowest position. Stalk-type con- 
trols are used for lights and 
wipers, but once mastered they 
are easy to use. 

An old-style hand brake lever 
sticks out of the dash just to the 
right of the steering wheel. 
Although it looks out of place, it 
works well.

The Stanza’s power comes 
from a fuel-injected 2.0-liter four- 
cylinder engine which uses two 
spark plugs per cylinder. The 
plug-per-valve design is said to 
raise efficiency levels. 

The engine puts out 97 
horsepower at 5,200 rpm although 
cruising at the legal limit puts the 
engine’s revs at just under 3,000 
rpm. When coupled with the 
manual gearbox the engine offers 
adequate acceleration. 

Mileage with the 5-speed is 
EPA rated at 23-city-28-highway, 
about three mpg less with the 
automatic. 

+ The long-stemmed gearshift 
and clutch have a light but 
positive feel, and the power 
‘brakes have the right degree of 
sensitivity even when loaded, 
which is important for this type 
of vehicle. 

The spare tire resides under 
the vehicle, and employs a winch-

In normal driving the Stanza 
feels well balanced, but on quick 
maneuvers it wallows and leans 
because of its tall stance. 

The Stanza has a very high 
level of fit and finish, something 
that is now taken for granted by 
American buyers. But the thin 
gauge of its doors and the fact 
that it has no center post raise 
some concern about its structural 
integrity and its accident 
resistance. 

Although the Stanza driver sits 
high and the interior gives the 
impression one is driving a car 
larger than it is, American-made 
minivans look positively large 
from the driver’s seat and serve 
as a reminder that this is still a 
subcompact vehicle sharing the 
roads with larger cars and 
trucks.

DeNucci opts to stay put

BEACON HILL — State Rep. Joseph 
DeNucci (D-Newton/Waltham) Monday 
came within a hair of mounting a campaign 
for the Bay State’s third-highest elected 
post. 

DeNucci was prepared to run for 
Secretary of State Michael J. Connolly’s of- 
fice until Connolly announced he would not 
enter the growing field of candidates looking 
to succeed Attorney General Francis X.

NEWTON CENTRE — A police 
officer was injured after being hit 
by a white BMW during last 
week’s police and fire union 
demonstration in Newton Centre. 

Officer William Dargin was 
rushed to NewtonWellesley 
Hospital around 4:45 p.m. Fri- 
day, where he was treated for an 
injury to the lower back and 
released. 

“I thought there was plenty of 
police protection out there on the 
street,”’ Dargin said from his 
Norwood home. “I couldn't 
understand how it happened. The 
guy seemed to be stopping then 
started forward as the picketers 
crossed in front of him. Two other 
officers got brushed by the car, 
then I was right in front of it as I 
was walking across Beacon 
Street. I was right in the middle 
of the car, it picked up speed and 
carried me 20 ft. on the hood. 
When he finally stopped, I rolled 
of the hood onto my feet. I was 
kind of in shock.”’ 

Dargin and more then 100 
fellow police officers and 
firefighters walked around 
Newton Centre, braving icy rain 
and stiff winds for almost three- 


and-a-half hours. They were car- 
rying signs and tying up rushhour 
traffic to demonstrate what they 
say is unfair bargaining by city 
officials in the 18-month-old con- 
tract dispute. 

“I think (the demonstration) 
brought to the attention of the 
public throughout Newton that 
we definitely have a problem,"’ 
Dargin said. “‘We feel we have 
been mistreated because we have 
been without a signed contract 
since 1982 and we have been 
without a pay raise since 1984 
My back is hurting, and I will 
have to use my sick leave for the 
time I will be out, but it’s part of 
the job, I guess.”’ 

The dispute, according to 
Newton Police Association 
(NPA) President Lynda Glenn, 
centers on whether or not the city 
can afford to pay police and 
firefighters more then the four- 
year, 23.4 percent raise offered 
Glenn said the protest was held to 
show Garden City residents that 
police and firefighters are 
frustrated with lack of city 
bargaining.

GBPC bids 
were rigged

A second charge of bid rigging has been lodged 


against the Greater Boston Police Council (GBPC), this time by a 


Wellesley automotive dealership. 


Howard K. Block, fleet 
manager for Silver Lake Dodge, 
claims the GBPC’s_ bidding 
specifications for police cruisers 
are written in such a way that on- 
ly dealerships specializing in 
Ford vehicles qualify as com- 
pliant bidders. 

Block said the restrictive 
nature of the specifications has 
enabled Natick Auto Sales to win 
at least five consecutive, single 
year collective purchasing con- 
tracts administered for the 
GBPC by the Newton Purchasing 
Department. 

Because other departments are 
allowed to buy equipment from 
the GBPC’s contracts if they 
wish, Natick Auto Sales has 
become the sole supplier of police 
vehicles worth more than $50 
million for almost every law en- 
forcement agency in the state 
since 1981. 

Block and Silver Lake Dodge 
President Herbert A. Abramson 
are both prepared to take their 
charges to the federal grand jury 
that has been investigating the 
GBPC’s finances since last fall. 


“I would give up my left arm to 
go in and testify before a grand 
jury on this one. I would go in 
there in a New York second,” 
Block said Monday. 

Abramson would be “right 
there with me’’ when the time 
came to testify, he added. 


Block, who has been with Silver 
Lake since 1973, claims that 
“every line item”’ featured in the 
GBPC’s bidding specifications 
for police vehicles came “right 
out of the Ford spec book.” 

His charge echoes a complaint 
lodged recently by General Elec- 
tric Sales Manager Jack Chap- 
man, who claimed the GBPC’s 
bidding specifications for the 
Boston Area Police Emergency 
Radio Network (BAPERN) were 
based on technical data provided 
by Motorola and, thus, written in

such a way that only Motorola 
could bid successfully. 

Block’s complaint can be trac- 
ed back to the fall of 1981 when 
Silver Lake Dodge offered a low 
bid of $9,194 per car for each of 
the 1,500 full-sized police cruisers 
sought by the GBPC. 

The net price of Silver Lake's 
bid for the full-size car came to 
$13.48 million after trade-ins, 
while Natick Auto Sales’ net 
price after trade-ins totalled 
$13.95 million. 

Silver Lake also came in as the 
low bidder on three other types of 
police vehicles, while Natick low 
bid on the only other two vehicle 
types. 

Because Chrysler had stopped 
making a car known as “‘the St. 
Regis” the year before, Silver 
Lake offered Dodge Diplomats to 
the GBPC. Natick Auto Sales of- 
fered the Ford LTD. 

The Diplomat had been rated 
as “the most desirable police 
vehicle” in 1982 by the Michigan 
State Police Department, which 
regularly tests potential cruisers 
in conjunction with the Interna- 
tional Association of Chiefs of 
Police. 

More than half the nation's law 
enforcement agencies seeking 
vehicles purchased Diplomats 
that year.

NEWTON The region's 
strong economy and record low 
mortgage rates drove the 
average sales price of a Garden 
City home up to $244,000 at the 
end of 1985, according to a local 
realtor.

“That's when it gets hard 
sometimes because that takes up 
our parent’s time and attention,” 












Koss said. ‘‘But then it evens out 
and we all get our turn.” 

Joyce Eldridge, who does part- 
time public relations work at the 
Hebrew College and the Bureau 
of Jewish Education, said her 
children get inspiration from 
each other.

Water/sewer rates on rise

NEWTON — Residents’ 
sewer and water rates will rise 
52 percent for the next 2 1/2 
years, if the Board of 
Aldermen backs a weekend 
vote by its Public Facilities 
Committee. 

Under the new rates, 
residents would be charged 83 
cents per hundred cubic feet of 
water consumption for the 
first 4,000 cubic feet they use. 

They would pay 99 cents per 
100 cubic feet for the next 4,000 
cubic feet and $1.14 for each 
100 cubic feet more than that. 


The old rates were 55 cents, 
65 cents and 75 cents, respec- 
tively. Residents are charged 
75 percent of their water bill 
for sewer services. 

Department of Public Works 
(DPW) Commissioner James 
L. Hickey and Judith Curby, 
business manager for the 
DPW’s Sewer-Water Division, 
documented how the rates 
would affect one Newton fami- 
ly of five. 

Under the existing rates, 
that family would pay $241.50 
for the year beginning July 1, 
1986. Their sewer-water costs 
would be $367.92 for the same 
period with the new charges. 

Those figures were not in- 


tended to show the average 
sewer-water rate increase, but 
only to give aldermen a 
specific example of what the 
new rates would mean, said 
Curby. ‘Different families use 
different amounts,’’ Curby 
said. 

The increases are needed 
primarily to cover charges by 
the Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority (MWRA) 
and the city’s $9.1 million 
sewer rehabilitation project. 

Formed last year, the 
MWRA is responsible for the 
cleanup of Boston Harbor and 
improving sewer~ -water ser- 
vices in the roughly 50 
member communities. 

The state wants cities and 
towns to charge enough money 
to cover their sewer-water 
costs. 

City officials have said only 
two or three commonwealth 
communities now charge 
enough money to break even 
on those services, The state 
has threatened to reduce local 
aid to communities whose 
rates fail to cover costs, they 
have said. 

Stephen Cirillo, the city’s 
chief budget officer, presented 
two five-year rate increase op- 
tions before Public Facilities 
voted 4 to 1 to recommend a 2 
1/2 year compromise.

City and Needham to rehabilitate bridge 


NEWTON Needham and 
Newton are close to joining hands 
on a project to rehabilitate the 
deteriorating and potentially 
dangerous Nahanton/Kendrick 
Street bridge. 


In Needham, an article to ap- 
propriate $34,000 for that town’s 
share of the project easily passed 
during a special Town Meeting 
Monday night. 

In Newton, the aldermanic 
Public Facilities and Finance 
committees voted to appropriate 
the same amount for the Garden 
City’s share. 


The full Board of Aldermen 
must approve the expenditure 
before Newton can contribute its 
share. 

The state has agreed to pay for 
reconstructing the bridge’s con- 
crete deck if Needham and 
Newton pay $68,000 in design 
costs. 

The bridge spans the Charles 
River and connects Nahanton 
Street in Newton to Kendrick 
Street in Needham. 

A “gaping hole” in the bridge 
that has been gradually getting 
larger is now covered with a 
metal plate, Newton City 
Engineer Paul Giunta told 
aldermen recently. 

The bridge’s pavement also is 


cracked and would be replaced if 
construction goes forward. As a 
preliminary estimate, Giunta 
told aldermen construction would 
cost between $250,000 to $300,000. 

The bridge was built in 1959 and 
jointly deeded to both towns, 
Department of Public Works 
Commissioner James L. Hickey 
said. “‘So both towns have the 
responsibility for it,’’ he said. 

The gaping hole and cracked 
concrete could pose a_ safety 
threat to drivers if the heavily 
trafficked bridge is not repaired 
soon, Giunta said. 

“There could be a joint liability 
problem with Needham,’’ he 
said. 

The project could be completed 
by the end of this construction 
season in late autumn, Giunta 
has said. If it is not finished by 
then, work would have to resume 
in the spring. 

Giunta also said the project 
could pave the way for a similar 
Newton-Needham bridge 
reconstruction effort. The bridge 
joining Elliot Street in Newton to 
Central Avenue in Needham has 
a wooden sidewalk and rail that 
should be replaced, he said. 

“We will hopefully develop a 
good rapport with Needham and 
we can pursue the bridge on 
Elliot Street,’’ Giunta said. 


Indicted on murder attempt charge

The babysitter saw 
flames at the rear of the home, 
and they immediately left the 
house. 

The other apartment in the 
building was not damaged by the 
fire and ‘‘was intact,” according 
to Chyten. 

No one was injured in the blaze. 
The cause of the fire is still 
undetermined. 

Chyten said she returned home 
and found firefighters battling 
the blaze. She said she and her 
husband had been renovating

their apartment for about three 
years, doing much of the work 
themselves. 

“We had just about finished the 
work. That’s a lot of labor down 
the drain,’ she said. Brennan, 
who formerly was a contractor, 
said, “I had really been working 
hard for the last two years. We 
just about had it ready so that we 
could occupy most of it. We had 
been living in just several rooms 
of the house.” 

The couple said they intend to 
rebuild the home. 

The first alarm for the fire 
came in at 8:22 p.m. The second 
alarm was sounded three 
minutes later. Flames had 
engulfed the upper floors on the 
left side of the building by the 
time firefighters arrived. Most of 
the fire damage was done to the 
second and third floors with 
water damage on the first floor. 

Firefighters worked for three 
hours to extinguish the blaze. It 
was so hot that it melted light 
switches in parts of the apart- 
ment that flames did not even 
reach.

VCR's 
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Creativity, good faith only solution 
to dispute with police, firefighters 


To those residents who wonder what 
disgruntled police and firefighters are 
doing picketing in the freezing rain, 
causing traffic backups and risking 
the possibility of turning off the same 
citizens they are trying to win over to 
their cause, we suggest that anyone 
who has been beating his head against 
a stone wall for almost two years is 
bound to start acting a little odd. 

They are extremely frustrated. The 
avenues of appeal in their struggle for 
a contract comparable to that offered 
the city’s teachers are utterly ex- 
hausted. Given existing bargaining 
guidelines, they could negotiate with 
the city until they are as blue in the 
face as their uniforms. , 

Ever since the passage of Proposi- 
tion 2%, which failed in the City of 
Newton, there has been no such thing 
as binding arbitration. There is a bill 
before the House of Representatives 
that would provide the sort of closure 
mechanism that is needed to end this 
dispute, but there are a number of 
hurdles in front of that. And the House 
has its own set of priorities. 

The Board of Aldermen has sug- 
gested that a resolution to Mayor 
Theodore Mann might help matters. 
While they are prohibited from in- 
terfering in the collective bargaining 
process, they contend that recent 
escalation of the contract dispute now 
warrants their attention. Public safe- 
ty in the city, they say, is now in 
danger of serious erosion. 

Listen to an alderman talk of the 
need for a resolution. Then ask if the 
entire executive suite could be 
papered with aldermanic resolutions 
that have gone unheeded over the past 
decade. 

Even within the ranks of police and 
firefighters there is a measure of 
discord. Contract offers their bargain- 
ing teams have agreed to present 
have been soundly rejected by union 
membership. 

In other words, there is nothing to 
suggest an end to the protracted 
police and fire contract dispute save 
the principals’ bargaining creatively 
and ‘‘in good faith.” 

Police Chief William F. Quinn has 
made it clear that he is no longer in- 
volved in the negotiating process. He 
says he has hammered out 
“language’”’ problems in the city’s 


latest offer, and his job is through. He 
has made it clear that the rest of the 
process is in the hands of the Ex- 
ecutive Department (Read: Mayor 
Mann. ). 

The mayor, for his part, has stood 
up for the city’s already burdened tax- 
payers and for judicious fiscal 
management. He has extrapolated 
police and fire demands decades into 
the future with scary results. Ac- 
cording to him, acceding to those 
demands would make the ‘‘slow fiscal 
strangulation” he has lamented since 
the passage of Prop. 2% a thing of the 
past and considerably hasten the time 
when the city would have make 
serious cuts in essential services. 

We sympathize with all parties in- 
volved, and we believe that if an easy 
solution to the problem were available 
it would have been seized by both 
sides. Police and firefighters have a 
responsibility to fight for what they 
and their families deserve. The 
mayor has a chartered responsibility, 
to which he has pledged himself under 
oath, to do what he believes is best for 
the city in the long run. 

It might be satisfying to excoriate 
the School Committee for building 
one-time state education monies into 
the salary structure of the School 
Department. The governor’s Office of 
Educational Affairs confirms that it 
was entirely up to local school com- 
mittees what they would do with the 
additional funds, but we agree with 
the mayor that the course of action 
they chose has made forecasting 
within the department difficult and 
settlement with other unions nearly 
impossible. 

We are looking for something new to 
be added to the formula. And we are 
not talking about further inroads into 
police and fire disability and pension 
payments, which are currently afoot. 

Disgruntled police and firefighters 
could modify demands, slightly. The 
city could up its offer, slightly. The 
state legislature could pass the 
closure bill, quickly. 

Until something new is added, the 
standoff will remain. Meanwhile, go 
easy on the police and firefighters 
trudging along through the freezing 
rain while you are forced to sit in your 
car with your heater and radio on. 
They are at the end of their rope. 


Skyrocketing house prices not a boon to all 


“Incredible” is the official word on 
the latest increase in house prices in 
the city. As realtor Roy Mennell so 
rightly put it, the word is ‘‘almost an 
understatement.”’ 

According to his estimates, the 
latest figures on the average sale 
price of Newton homes is $244,000 — 
nearly a quarter of a million dollars. 
Mennell states further that prices in- 
creased over 31 percent in 1984 and 
that Newton homes have almost 
doubled in value in over three years. 


While our first reaction is a dropped 
jaw and a genuinely agape expres- 
sion, a very real concern for those 
lifelong residents who can not afford a 
quarter of a million dollars for a home 
quickly follows. 

We reiterate our contention that the 
city’s leaders, both the administration 
and the Board of Aldermen, could in- 
crease their active commitment to in- 
creasing the city’s inventory of 
affordable housing. 


Granted, the state and federal funds 
originally used to increase the amount 
of low- and middle-income housing 
have all but dried up over the past 
several years. What remains as vir- 
tually our only vehicle for increasing 
this sort of housing in the city is the 10- 
percent ordinance, which requires 
that developers contribute housing 
units to the city in return for special 
permits that allow for increased den- 
sity. 


Despite objections from many 
developers, one of whom is contesting 
the constitutionality of the 10-percent 
ordinance in court, we see it as a 
modest enough leverage vehicle. If 
anything, some of the existing 
“loopholes” in it make it more modest 
than we would like. 

There is work to be done on the or- 
dinance, especially regarding 
developments of less than 10 units. 
The present arrangement, whereby a 
developer building less than 10 units is 
required to donate only 10-percent of 
the value of one unit, seems to us as 
deviating from the original intent of 
the ordinance. 

The discrepancy might seem a 
small matter, but its having survived 
for so long indicates to us that the pro- 
per amount of attention has not been 
paid to the problem of creating af- 
fordable housing in the city. 

We think it is important, because we 
think this sort of linkage is the only 
hope for avoiding, in the long term, 
the sort of community in which those 
who keep it running can not afford to 
ive. 

Well-established linkage pro- 
cedures, such as a perfected 10- 
percent ordinance, are not 
guaranteed to solve the problem of 
longtime natives having to flee the ci- 
ty for less expensive housing, but they 
are a step in the right direction. 

We urge that they be applied more 
aggressively. 
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Duke’s ambitions: the year’s 
poorest-kept political secret

Michael S. Dukakis is guar- 
ding, but none too well, what may 
be one of the year’s poorest-kept 
political secrets: His ambitions 
extend considerably beyond 
Beacon Hill. 

Although not about to declare 
his availability for anything ex- 
cept a third term as 
Massachusetts governor, he is 
clearly interested in a place on 
the Democratic national ticket in 
1988. And those who think other- 
wise have simply not been very 
good Dukakis-watchers. 

While it is questionable how ag- 
gressively the Brookline 
Democrat or his political 
operatives might pursue a bid for 
the White House, the Bay State 
governor is moving none too subt- 
ly to gain greater national 
visibility. 

His immediate goal, quite 
understandably, is not merely to 
win reelection but to do so by a 
landslide. Clearly, the wider the 
victory margin next November, 
the more attractive he might be 
to party activists across the na- 
tion two years down the road. 

Dukakis’s third-term outlook is 
brightened by the lack of a for- 
midable opponent within his par- 
ty and by the possibility of a free 
ride to renomination in the 
September primary. This would 
enable him to focus on the 
November election and his 
Republican foe. 

One of the toughest reelection 
challenges facing the governor 
could be convincing voters that if 
given another four-year term as 
head of state he will complete it. 
Thus far, he has been unwilling to 
make such a commitment, which 
if later broken could weaken his 
credibility. 

In fairness to Dukakis, he has 
every right to keep his options 
open for as long as possible, and 
at this point his prospects for 
gaining a place on the 1988 
Democratic national ticket are at

best uncertain. 

If the Bay State chief executive 
is to increase his stature among 
national Democrats, he may not 
have much time because the 
scramble for the party’s next 
presidential nomination is likely 
to begin taking shape before 
year’s end. 

Some Dukakis boosters view 
him as perhaps little more than a 
long-shot compromise candidate 
for top of the ticket. The possibili- 
ty of his landing the vice- 
presidential nomination seems 
more likely, especially if the 
Democratic standardpearer is 
from another part of the country 
and without experience in runn- 
ing government. 

Much could depend not only on 
the dimensions of a Dukakis 
reelection next fall but on a con- 
tinued strong economy, including 
low unemployment, in the Bay 
State. Also helpful to the Dukakis 
cause could be the problem- 
solving record of his administra- 
tion. 

The current Dukakis strategy 
for gaining increased national at- 
tention is based substantially on 
projecting the governor as an in- 
novator who has turned a 
problem-fraught state around. 

Being touted, as particularly 
successful and worthy of duplica- 
tion by other states and the 
federal government are the com- 
monwealth’s Employment Train- 
ing (ET) and Revenue Enforce- 
ment and Protection (REAP) 
programs. 

The latter is heralded by 
Dukakis as having substantially 
boosted tax collections and 
sharply reduced tax evaders, 
through a variety of approaches, 
including an amnesty program 
that alone brought in more than 
$70 million. In Feb. 11 testimony 
before the budget committee of 
the US House of Representatives, 
the Massachusetts chief ex- 
ecutive urged implementation of 
a federal REAP program to br- 
ing in a substantial portion of the 


estimated $100 billion a year in 
taxes that is owed but uncollected 
nationwide. 

This approach, Dukakis sug- 
gests, would greatly improve 
federal revenues without the 
necessity of increasing taxes and 
would prevent threatened cut- 
backs in various federal human 
services programs and in aid to 
state and municipal govern- 
ments. 


The ET program, the 
Massachusetts alternative to 
workfare, has helped lift more 
than 23,000 people from relief 
rolls into self-supporting jobs. 
Accompanied by several former 
welfare recipients helped by this 
ongoing training and placement 
effort, the governor was~ in 
Washington Feb. 6 trumpeting 
the ET story before a gathering 
of Democratic activists from 
around the United States. 


Certainly Dukakis is getting 
much better known at least 
within top party ranks. But at the 
political grass-roots level he has 
not achieved the prominence of 
some fellow Democrats like New 
York’s Gov. Mario M. Cuomo and 
US Sen. Gary Hart of Colorado, 
those most frequently mentioned 
as potential 1988 presidential con- 
tenders. 


Dukakis prospects for winning 
a place on his party’s national 
ticket, as remote as they may 
seem, were hardly weakened by 
the decision of US Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy not to seek the 
presidential nomination but in- 
stead run for reelection. 

At the satne time, however, 
that late-December move by the 
veteran lawmaker foreclosed 
any possibility of the 
Massachusetts governor moving 
on to a Kennedy-vacated Senate 
seat.

It was just about 15 years ago 
that my generation decided that 
the Vietnam War was an in- 
justice. Yet the more we spoke 
out, the more we were maligned, 
accused of being unpatriotic, and 
being “hippy freaks.”’

Without even a warning, the 
plastic face shields were pulicd 
down, night sticks were taken 
out, and a sea of blue swarmed 
out swinging clubs at our bodies 

As they approached us, they 
called us commies and didn't 
hestitate to pummel some of the 
demonstrators. 

That is why, last week, I was 
somewhat amused when 
members of Newton's finest 
blocked traffic intersections in 
Newtonville and Newton Centre 
in order to call attention to their 
contract problems. 

That's right folks, the Newton 
Police were using civil disobe 
dience in order Lo get then

across, in order to protest in- 
justice, and in order to ‘‘bring the 
issue home.”’ Life is filled with 
irony, isn't it?

“|. the eyes of men, after a 
well-graced actor leaves the 
stage, are idly bent on him 
that enters next, thinking his 
prattle to be tedious.”’ 

Coming behind the masterly 
Reagan, I expect my prattle to 
be judged tedious, especially if 
I dare question his in- 
telligence, accuracy and 
veracity. 

But, can we talk? Especially 
about Reagan’s press con- 
ference? 

As a prime time example of 
presidential equivocation on 
the Philippine election, 
misrepresentation of welfare 
reform and brazen lying about 
his civil rights record, the per- 
formance was vintage 
Reagan. 

It took only four days for his 
press conference canard on 
the “‘possibility of fraud ... oc- 
curring on both sides’ to 
become miraculously 
‘“‘widespread fraud and 
violence perpetrated largely 
by the ruling party.” 

My first reaction to the 
president’s initial assessment 
was to blame his advisors. 
After all, nobody could be that 
dumb. Apparently, somebody 
could. 

“It was just incredible,’ 
marveled a congressional aide 
who had accompanied the U.S. 
monitoring team. ‘‘(Sen. 
Richard) Lugar really thought 
he had made it clear to 
Reagan what was going on.”” 

But clarity does not always 
repudiate ideology. Reagan 
has been victimized by the 
Jeanne Kirkpatrick doctrine: 
All dictators are equally bad, 
but some are better 
especially if they are our anti- 
communist allies. 

This tortured reasoning has 
permitted Reagan to condone 
Philippine President Ferdi- 
nand Marcos’s_ systematic 
assassination of opponents and 
thrashing of civil liberties in 
the name of America’s self- 
interest in the Pacific. By ig- 
noring the courage of the 
Philippine Catholic Church in 
opposing the incorrigibly cor-

rupt Marcos, Reagan sends 
contradictory signals to the 
Filipino people — and to the 
world. 

He sends similarly con- 
tradictory signals when he 
tries to abolish the successful 
federally funded work- 
incentive program for welfare 
mothers, then denies this is his 
budgetary intention. 

“Well, I don’t think that the 
program was really the man- 
ner or the way by which the 
states were doing that,” he 
replied to a reporter's ques- 
tion, Now, really, what does 
that mean? 

To mask confusion with 
vagueness, Reagan tap danc- 
ed off on a tangent about 
“what we did in California as 
part of our welfare reform 
way back when I was governor 
there.” 

Way back is right. So far 
back that what Reagan claims 
happened in California never 
did. 


When the reporter persisted 
— by exposing Reagan’s con- 
tradictions with more facts — 
the president took a bold step: 
He either lied out of ignorance 
(“but we are keeping the pro- 
gram”’) or he really doesn’t 
know any better. 

But he does know better 
when he tried to pass himself 
off as a friend of civil rights. 

I can think of no more tragic 
political obscenity than 
Ronald Reagan invoking the 
name of Martin Luther King 
on Feb. 11, 1986, after refusing 
on Oct. 19, 1983, to comment on 
whether King was a com- 
munist sympathizer. (‘We'll 
know in about 35 years, won’t 
we?’’ he responed to a ques- 
tion.) 

But, as Antonio warned 
Bassano, even ‘‘the devil can 
cite Scripture for his pur- 
pose.’’ So Reagan used King’s 
name to justify the erosion of 
civil rights under his ad- 
ministration. But black 
Americans aren’t fools. In the 
latest polls, 56 per cent of them 
said they believed Reagan was 
aracist. 





When an _anti-egalitarian 
manages in one press con- 
ference to invoke the names of 
King, Franklin Roosevelt and 
Hubert Humphrey — three 
passionate fighters for justice 
— either he’s a presidential 
Isaiah summoning us to 
“*Come let us reason 
together,’’ or the biggest con 
artist since P.T. Barnum. 

T’ll give you 100-to-1 on Bar- 
num — and you can throw ina 
used car from Richard Nixon, 
too.

‘The mayor claims that the Ci- 
ty of Newton’s tax rate is too high 
to permit the extra revenue that 
might be required to pay the in- 
creased costs of wage and 
benefits requested,’’ she said. 
“But, yet again, there was a 
surplus of $8.6 million, extra 
money the city would not have if 
its police and firefighters had 
received a fair wage increase.”’ 

Before the demonstration, 
which started just after 3:30, 
Glenn warned protesters to ‘‘be 
on your best behavior.’” 

“It is very, very important that 
you behave,” she said. ‘‘No 
swearing, no obscenities, no 
touching of vehicles. We don’t 
want (the city) to get an injunc- 
tion,” 


Earlier in the week, following a 
demonstration in Newtonville 
which he said created ‘“‘a life- 
threatening situation,’’ Mann 
said the city would not seek an in- 
junction against the picketers. 
Glenn, however, said the city 
tried and failed. 

“We have heard they tried to 
get an injunction but couldn’t,”” 
she said. ‘‘The chief may feel we 
violated the rules and regulations 
of the department, but we have 
not violated any state or city 
regulations. The on-duty 
behavior should not effect us out 
on the streets.”’ 

The goal of the picket, she said, 
is to “get public support.’’ Both 
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the mayor and Police Chief 
William Quinn said they have 
received calls and visits from 
residents upset over inconve- 
nience caused by a_ previous 
picket last week in Newtonville. 

“We are being accused of doing 
things we have not done,’ she 
said. ‘‘People have claimed that 
we made obscene jestures and 
the mayor accused us of making 
anti-semetic remarks. That is not 
the case.” 


On Friday, many of the 
motorists in the intersection of 
Beacon and Centre Sts., where 
the on-duty officers controlled 
the flow of traffic, said they sym- 
pathized with the picketers. 

“T am a citizen of Newton,” 
Holly Barlow said through the 
window of her car. “We have 
very, very good police and I am 
inclined to listen to their 
grievences. This corner is always 
a mess anyway, and if they have 
a grievence, they have to get it 
out somehow.” 


Another motorist, who 
wouldn’t give her name, agreed. 

“This is a union action,’’ she 
said, ‘‘and it is a legitimate way 
to express a need. I can deal with 
the traffic.” 

Not all motorists, 
were sympathetic. 

“This is a real pain in the 
neck,’’ a woman said. 

In order to handle the traffic 
tie-up and other problems 
associated with the Newtonville 
picket, Quinn held the dayshift 
for two extra hours Friday. Many

of those officers were used to 
direct traffic on intersections in 
and around Newton Centre. An 
officer who went on record said 
he would rather picket. 

“T’d rather be on the other side 
of the picket line,’’ day officer 
Frank Coveno said, ‘‘but I was 
ordered here. I’m not here by 
choice. I think the city and the 
police department leadership is 
poor. Quinn has never backed us 
for anything, that’s why we are 
$2,000 behind everyone else. I on- 
ly make $285 a week for 40 hours 
and I’ve been with the depart- 
ment for 20 years.” 

Despite the criticism by 
Coveno and many other officers 
who would not go on record, 
Quinn said he is ‘‘the best thing 
they ever had.”’ 

‘“‘This is a resonable 
demonstration,’”’ the chief said. 
“There is an obvious police 
presence and it is quite obvious 
that no one is going to block these 
streets. I have no idea what it will 
cost in overtime to have theses 
officers on duty at the intersec- 


tions. I haven’t heard any 
criticism.” 
Quinn’s comments sparked 


Bronx cheers and many angry 
and unprintable remarks from 
those walking the line. 

‘He know’s what he’s full of,” 
one officer commented. ‘He 
walked into the station and called 
us things you can’t print in the 
paper after the last protest. He’s 
not even with us, he doesn’t come 
out here and stand behind his own 
men.”

health and safety of motorists 
and pedestrians by blocking traf- 
fic. People were trying to get 
home before the freezing rain. 
This was a life-threatening situa- 
tion.” 

Mann added that public reac- 
tion against the demonstration 
was “unprecedented.” 


“A number of people have call- 
ed my office complaining about a 
public safety hazard committed 
by public safety officers,”’ he 
said. “I know that there were 
also a lot of people who went 
down to the police station to com- 
plain. The unions are going to 
have to realize that they are 
responsible for the actions of 
their members.” 

Mann also repeated his stand 
that the city cannot afford to pay 
the officers more than they are 
being offered.

tinues,”’ he said, ‘‘there will be in- 
sufficient funds to operate city 
programs.” 

Mann called NPA arguments 
that the city is being unfair to 
police and firefighters while of- 
fering raises to teachers 
“slanted.” 

The much-discussed teacher 
raise was fueled by state money 
from the education reform bill to 
be paid over a two year period. 
Those funds are not available for 
other unions, Mann said. 


“The part that is difficult to 
understand is the School Depart- 
ment used two-time education 
funds to fund such an agree- 
ment,’’ Mann said. ‘‘There are no 
such funds for police and fire.” 

It costs the city $640,000 for 
each percentage point raise it 
gives to all its employees, Mann 
said. A raise of 2 percent — from 
5 to 7 percent — he added, would 
thereby cost the city $2.5 million 
over two years. 

Compounded over nine years, 
that 2 percent raise would cost

Newton taxpayers $20 million, he 
said. 

The relatively low amount of 
state aid Newton will receive is 
also a factor in contract negotia- 
tions, Mann said. 

Of all the commonwealth’s 
cities, Newton is receiving the 
smallest percentage of state 
reimbursement for lost federal 
revenue sharing funds, he said. 

Police and fire salaries in 
Newton currently rank in the top 
5 percent in the state, he said. 

Richard Kelliher, the city’s 
chief administrative officer, said 
police have been offered a four- 
year pact, 23.4 percent pay hike. 
That would give the Newton 
police officers ‘‘the fourth 
highest base salary among cities 
in Massachusetts.”’ 

Mann noted that one of the 
union bargaining units approved 
a previous city offer only to have 
it rejected by the membership. 

“The fact is the city is 
recognizing its responsibilities 
and has made ‘good faith’ of- 
fers,’’ he said.

Na’amat campaigns to 
add financial agreement 
to Israel’s marriage papers 

















“Because love is not enough,” 
Na’amat, Israel's largest 
women’s organization, has laun- 
ched a nationwide campaign to 
have married and engaged 
couples add a financial agree- 
ment to their marriage contracts 
aimed at reducing dissension and 
hardship in the event of divorce 
and widowhood. 

A randoni sampling of the 3,000 
divorce cases in which Na’amat’s 
Legal Aid Bureaus were involved 
from 1982 to 1984 showed that 80 
percent of the settlements gave 
rise to grave disagreements over 
property and child support. It 
was this revealing statistic that 
led the organization to draft a 
standardized contract for Jewish 
couples that covers division of 
property and financial assets, 
child support, alimony and other 
matters that arise when a mar- 
riage is dissolved. The agree- 
ment, drawn up in consideration 
of Jewish law, is designed to be 
approved by the distract court 
and, if possible, by the religious 
authority marrying the couple so 
that it becomes part of the con- 
tract. Na’amat urges the docu- 
ment to be signed before mar- 
riage and the organization is also 
encouraging married couples to 
add to their existing marriage 
documents.

percent of the cases, and that in 
three-quarters of these the 
divorced women were 
housewives who presumably 
would have difficulty in sup- 
porting themselves. For Israel’s 
non-Jewish population, Na’amat 
has prepared agreements that 
are consistent with Moslem, 
Catholic, Greek Orthodox and 
Druze marital law. Na’amat, 
which has 750,000 members in 
Israel, said its campaign for the 
widespread adoption of marital 
financial contract would be car- 
ried out through lectures, discus- 
sions, seminars and panel groups 
at Na’‘amat branches throughout 
Israel, as well as through televi- 
sion announcements, newspaper 
and magazine articles and 
posters. 

To further support its effort, 
Na’amat’s Status of Women divi- 
sion has just published a 50 page 
booklet covering the legal 
aspects of marriage, separation, 
divorce, widowhood, child 
custody and support, alimony, 
wills and the division of authority 
in the country’s court system. 

Na’amat announced it would 
seek to focus women’s attention 
on the advantages of dealing with 
the civil courts rather than the 
rabbinical courts, noting that 
many women are not aware of 
the inferior status accorded to

Newton Purchasing Agent 
Blair Kanbar said Monday the 
GBPC’s specs for police cruisers 
have been and continue to be bas- 
ed on the requirements 
generated by the Michigan State 
Police tests on an “almost word 
for word”’ basis. 

But Block said Silver Lake’s 
bid was rejected because the 
Diplomat’s wheel base was less 
than two inches shorter than the 
114-inch minimum called for in 
the GBPC’s specs and because 
the Diplomat had less leg room in 
the rear seat than the LTD. 

The GBPC’s 1982 bidding 
specifications make no mention 
of a rear seat leg room require- 
ment. 

“They had written the specs in 
such a way that only a Ford LTD 
could win. You could overlay the 
two of them and they would be a 
match in a large majority of line 
items. The differences were 
marginal, but the only vehicle 
that could meet the specs was the 
LTD,” he said. 

As chairman of the GBPC’s 
“Automotive Committee,’ John 
Rooney, then deputy chief of the 
Waltham Police Department, 
“carefully evaluated’? the bids 
submitted by all five dealerships. 

In a Sept. 23, 1981, letter to 
GBPC Chairman and Newton 
Police Chief William F. Quinn, 
Rooney called Silver Lake’s bid 
“noncompliant’”’ because the 
Diplomat was a ‘‘mid-size”’ vehi- 
cle, rather than a full size. 

“Since more than 90 percent of 
the vehicles purchased under the 
Council’s cruiser program are 
full size vehicles, it is imperative 
that participating police depart- 
ments be given a choice as to 
whether they choose to purchase 
full size or mid-size vehicles,” 
wrote Rooney, who is now 
Waltham’s chief of police. 

He also cited the lack of space 
in the Diplomat’s trunk and said 
More room was needed in the 
rear seat so prisoner screens 
could be installed to protect 
police officers from unruly 
prisoners. 

Block said Chrysler officials 
were so concerned about the 
GBPC’s rejection of the Diplomat 
that a special meeting was ar- 
ranged with Newton officials on 
Oct. 2, 1981 to discuss the issue. 

Block, Abramson, the head of 
Chrysler fleet operations and two 
Chrysler engineers from Detroit, 
Chrysler’s Boston fleet manager 
and John Gahan III, attorney for 
Silver Lake, all attended the 
meeting. 

The Chrysler group brought 
along a fully-equipped Diplomat

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to show Kanbar, GBPC General 
Counsel Timothy C, Coogan and 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann. 

“They came up with all sorts of 
reasons why they felt the LTD 
was the superior product. No 
matter what our argument was 
for giving us a shot at this thing, 
they wouldn’t even consider it,”’ 
Block said. 

“We left the meeting with the 
distinct impression that their 
decision had already been made. 
The feeling we all had was that 
even if the Ford cost twice as 
much as what we were offering, 
they were going to go with the 
Ford,” he added. 

Three days later, Coogan wrote 
a letter to Kanbar reiterating the 
Automotive Committee's deci- 
sion that Natick Auto Sales was 
“the lowest responsible com- 
pliant bidder.” 

In retaliation, Abramson sent a 
letter to every member of the 
GBPC offering them the op- 
portunity to buy their vehicles 
directly from Silver Lake at the 
lower cost. 

Abramson also threw in a 
50,000 mile warranty at no addi- 
tional cost, an option none of the 
other dealers were willing to 
match. 

“Not one of the chiefs broke 
with the council,’ Block said. 
“Basically, everybody follows 
whatever the council says, which 
basically amounts to whatever 
Coogan says.”” 

“After going through this 
thing, the company made a deci- 
sion that it was not worthwhile to 
bid any more. It takes about 100 
man hours to put together a bid of 


that size. If it’s just going to be 
thrown in the wastebasket, we 
figured, ‘Why bother?,’’’ he add- 
ed 

Block estimates that Silver 
Lake has lost more than $250,000 
in profits because of the allegedly 
restrictive nature of the GBPC’s 
bidding specifications. 

He described Natick Auto Sales 
ability to consistently win the 
GBPC’s cruiser contracts as 
“very unusual in this industry. 

“Tf you lose legitimately, you 
lick your wounds and try it again 
next year. But if you consistently 
submit the low bid and your pro- 
duct meets or exceeds all the 
specs and then you lose, you get a 
little peeved,"’ Block added. 

Ed Langille, fleet manager for 
Framingham Auto Sales, said he 
has never encountered problems 
with the GBPC’s bidding 
specifications, 

Framingham Auto Sales has 
bid without success on the 
GBPC's cruiser contracts for the 
last four years. 

“We just look at the specs as 
guidelines to follow and take our 
best shot,’’ Langille said. 

Richard Lee, fleet manager for 
Natick Auto Sales, also said he 
had not encountered problems 
with the specifications.

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‘Man of many houses

French industrialist Paul 
Louis Weiller collects houses 
the way other people collect 
stamps — and his house guests 
have been some of the most 
famous people in the world. 

Weiller, 92, may own as 
many as four or five dozen 
chateaux, palaces, hotels par- 
ticuliers and villas, according 
to an article in the February 
issue of Town & Country, and 
he makes a practice of allow- 
ing his friends to live in them 
rent-free. 

“The Duke and Duchess of 
Windsor lived for many years 
in my house at 85 Rue de la 
Faisanderie (in Paris),’’ he 
said, ‘‘but they were friends, 
not tenants.”’ . 

Weiller has had at least 
three homes in Versailles. The 
most famous in the Villa 
Trianon, bought in 1933 from 
the decorator Elsie de Wolfe 
(Lady Mendl), who lived there 
until her death. 

Fifty yards east of Villa 
Trianon is another Weiller 
home. 

“That is where Oscar Wilde 
and Lord Arthur Douglas liv- 
ed, and lived very well, on the 
royalties from Wilde’s plays,’’ 
he said. 

Weiller spends August at La 
Reine Jeanne, his house near 
Saint-Tropez. Among his 
guests have been President 
Richard Nixon, Greta Garbo, 
Vivian Leigh, Laurence 
Olivier, the King of Sweden, 
and the Grand Duke of Luxem- 
bourg. 

Tish Martinson, who came 
to Paris to model at age 15, 
tells how, when she was a 
teenager, Weiller gave dinner 
parties for her at which she 
could name the guests — 
anyone she wanted. 

“So I chose Omar Sharif, 
Andre Malraux, the Duke of 
Windsor, Maurice Chevalier, 
Christian Dior, Yul Brynner, 
Orson Wells — he knew them, 
and when he summoned them 
they came to whichever house 
he had indicated.” 

Weiller is the son of a 
French industrialist. 
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“My father early envisoned 
how important flying would 
become and offered a prize of 
$100,000 to the first flyer who 
could stay in the air for one 
hour with one passenger,’’ he 
said. ‘‘So Wilbur Wright came 
to Paris and on Oct. 11, 1908, he 
won the prize and became a 
family friend.” 

Weiller, a World War I air 
ace, ran airplane engine fac- 
tories and two airlines after 
the war. In 1935, his airlines 
were nationalized into what 
became Air France, paying 
him a fraction of their worth. 
He decided never to do 
business in France again. 

During this period he was 
much sought after socially. 

“Charlie Chaplin asked me 
to go to Japan as his guest,” 
Weiller said, ‘“‘And it was on 
that trip I learned he always 
kept a few crusts of bread in 
his pockets. It was the result of 
being so terribly poor and so 
often hungry when he was a 
boy. Winston Churchill, on the 
other hand, always had his 
coat pockets crammed with 
books to read whenever he had 
a moment free.” 

Weiller was imprisoned by 
the Germans in World War II, 
but escaped and worked in 
Canada for Charles de 
Gaulle’s government-in-exile. 

After the war, Weiller came 
to the United States where he 
made fortunes in Cuban sugar 
and Venezuelan oil. 

He became a collector of 
whatever delighted him — a 
beautifully shaped rock or a 
Rembrandt. He bought the 
Jubilee diamond, the fourth 
largest in the world, and car- 
ried it around in his coat 
pocket as the ultimate worry 
head. 

Weiller is reluctant to 
discuss his charities, but in 
Town & Country he likened his 
giving to the button marked 
“Renvoyez l’ascenseur’’ on 
Paris self-service elevators, 
asking you to return the 
elevator to the ground floor. 

“T believe that in life, too,” 
he said, ‘if you have been 
lucky as I have ... You must 
send back the elevator and 
help others to get up.”

Not everyone is being asked to 
make the choice, but by 
September 1986 more than half of 
all phone customers will have 
been asked to name a primary 
long-distance carrier.

If you haven’t been asked to 
select a primary long-distance 
company, your long-distance 
calls are billed by AT&T. If you 
live where touch-tone dialing 
isn’t available, AT&T is the only 
long-distance company you can 
use from home. 

If you have touch-tone service 
and a touch-tone phone, you can 
use a company other than AT&T 
by establishing an account and 
dialing 12 to 16 extra digits each 
time you make a call. Usually, 
there's no charge for setting up 
an account and you are not 
charged a monthly service fee. 

Most companies, including 
Allnet, GTESprint, ITT, MCI, 
and US Telecom, set no monthly 
minimum for your bill. Western 
Union has a $10-a-month 
minimum, SBS has a $15 
minimum, and some of the 
smaller companies also have 
minimums. 

When you are asked to choose a 
primary company, it’s easy to 
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ther help. If you are a customer 
of Bell-Atlantic, Mountain Bell, 
Southwest Bell or BellSouth, you 
ean ask your local office for the 
number of Tele-Consumer 
Hotline, a nonprofit group that 
ean answer inquiries and send 
out charts that compare long- 
distance companies, including 
regional companies available 
where you live. The charts are 


restricted to it. You can use 
another company by dialing ex- 
tra digits. 

If you change your mind some 
day and want to choose a dif- 
ferent primary company, there 
will usually be a $5 fee. In some 
states the fee may be higher. 


get confused. Depending on 
where you live, the service may 
be called your equal access, easy 
access, easy dialing or one-plus 
dialing long-distance company. 

The new equal access system is 
being phased in by telephone ex- 
change, not simply by region. 
The area code and first three 
digits of your phone number 
determine whether you will be 
asked to choose a company and, 
if so, when. You could even be 
asked to choose a company when 
your neighbor is not.

If you don’t make a choice, you

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State Track Meet 


Bourland leads North to 4th 


CAMBRIDGE - Peter Bourland placed in 
two individual events, in addition to running 
on the third-place mile relay team, to lead 
Newton North to a fourth-place finish in the 
boys’ State Track Meet, held at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology on 
Thursday. 

Bourland grabbed second in the hurdles 
and tied for sixth in the high jump, as well as 
anchoring the relay. 

When the points were all totalled, Subur- 
ban League rival Cambridge Rindge and 
Latin had won the meet with 38 points. Bel- 
mont was second with 31, followed by Fox- 
boro (18) and Newton North (162). 

Bourland’s highest finish was in the 
hurdles. For the second time in a week he 
was in a tough race with Chelmsford’s 
Charles McCrea. As was the case in the 
Class A meet on Saturday, McCrea was first 
and Bourland was second at 6.4 seconds. 

Despite shuttling back and forth between 
that event and the high jump, Bourland 
managed to tie for sixth in the latter event at 
6-2. The winning jump was 6-6, by Attleboro’s 
Scott Manlove. 

David Gates provided North's other in- 
dividual points, with a fifth in the 300 at 32.8, 

From a fan’s point of view, the race of the 
night was probably the relay, with Cam- 
bridge, Belmont and Newton all finishing 
with seven-tenths of a second of each other. 

Chris Rutan grabbed the lead for North 
early, but on the baton exchange, Eric 
Cosentino became boxed in, He was forced to 
stay there through most of his leg, but kept it 
close enough for Gates to recapture the lead. 
Cambridge got by late in that leg, however, 
and anchorman Karim Saunders protected 
the lead despite Bourland’s best leg ever, a 
49.9, 

Cambridge finished at 3:27.1, followed by 
Belmont (3:27.7) and Newton (3:27.8). 

Tiger coach Hank Van Putten said he was 
“extremely pleased with the results.”” 

Class meets 

Anew and an old school record went by the 
boards when the Tigers finished third in the 
Class A meet at Harvard University. Only 
Cambridge (50) and Chelmsford (40) finish- 
ed with more points than the Tigers’ 31. 

The relatively new mark which was 
broken came in the mile relay. Only last 
year the standard was established, but 
Rutan, Cosentino, Gates and Bourland com- 
bined to take first place in 3:27, nine-tenths 
better than the record. 


Kutan went out right away and got the lead 
on the first leg. Cosentino briefly lost the 
edge, but regained it on his last turn, setting 
a personal record by two seconds in the pro- 
cess. Gates opened up the distance a bit, and 
Bourland took it from there on the anchor 
leg. Cambridge finished seven-tenths 
behind. 

The other record came in the 300, where 
Gates wiped out a 27-year-old mark. His 32.2, 
good for third place, erased the old record of 
32.5, 

Bourland also had his best day of the year, 
finishing second in the high hurdles and third 
in the high jump, in addition to the relay. 

He might have done even better in the high 
jump, but after he cleared 6-2 on his first 
leap, he had to go run the relay and didn’t 
have much left. 

Bourland had a time of 6.48 in the hurdles. 
Two steps out of the blocks he slipped just a 
bit, enabling Chelmsford’s McCrae to hang 
on in 6.39. 

The competition brought out the best in 
several other North competitors, though 
they didn’t place. 

Eric Boemer’s 2:27.2 was his best 1000. 
Cathedral’s Mike Murphy finished in 2:16.7 
for first. 

Brian Cronin set a PR in the mile at 4:42, 
with Jamie Kreider accomplishing the same 
feat in the two-mile at 10:06. 


Newton South — In Class B, Newton South 
had a pair of scorers in Billy Trevens andd 
Russ Kane. 

Trevens, a junior, grabbed fourth in the 
600 with a time of 1:16.9. It was his best ever. 
Dual County League rival Bryan Cannon of 
Lincoln-Sudbury finished first with a time of 
1:14,1. 

Kane finished fifth in the 300, though his 
33.5 was only seven-tenths away from first.
